Mount  Heola,  on  the  island  of  Iceland, 
is  slightly  under  a  mile  in  height.  It  has 
three  peaks  a  httk  elevated  above  its  body, 
and  along  its  sides  are  numerous  craters, 
the  seats  of  former  eruptions.  The  crater 
of  the  principal  peak  is  about  one  hundred 
feel  in  depth.  It  is  composeil  chiefly  of 
basalt  and  lava,  but  slug-sand  and  ashes 
c*iver  a  great  part  of  it.s  surface,  and 
obsidian  is  among  its  most  remarkable  pro- 
ducts. 

There  have  been  forty-tiiree  eruptions 
of  mount  Hecla  recorded  within  the  last 
thousand  years,  five  of  which  have  been 
simultaneous  with  Vesuvius,  four  with 
those  of  Etna,  and  one  with  those  ot 
both.  ^      .- 

The  last  eruption  began  betember  <5, 
1845,  and  lasted  until  April  6,  I84(i.  On 
the  28d  of  November  the  torrent  ot  lava, 
two  miles  from  the  crater,  was  a  mile  in 
width,  and  from  40  to  50  feet  in  depth. 

Carl  Sleinman  visited  Hecla  just  previ- 
ous to  this  terrific  eruption,  and  had  one  of 
the  narrowest  escapes  from  a  horrible  death 
that  ever  befel  an  adventurous  man. 

We  give  his  narrative  in  almost  his  own 
words  : 

On  the  next  morning  aftei  my  arrival  at 
the  small  village  at  the  foot  of  the  volca- 
no, I  engaged  a  guide,  a  faithful,  honest 
fellow,  and  set  out  for  a  visit  to  the  noted 
cr&tcr. 

From  the  very  first  it  seemed  as  if  I  had 
passed  the  confines  and  was  entering  a  new 
world,  so  entirely  different  was  the  scene- 
ry. 

As  you  press  upward  toward  the  locus  ot 
all  the  horror  of  burning  stuff,  you  find 
the  peril,  dreariness  and  desolation  increas 
es,  until  at  length,  its  awfulness  becomes 
sublime  ;  and,  at  length,  when  you  stand 
on  the  topmost  point  of  this  burning  world 
of  chaos,  you  instinctively  raise  your  heart 
to  God,  with  a  shudder  of  terror,  to  restore 
you  to  the  great  living  world  that  you  have 
left  behind^you. 

For  six  mortal  hours— three  on  horse- 
back and  threeon  foot— I  had  been  clam- 
bering upward  ^rom  the  lower  world,  and 
now,  among  the  clouds  and  mists  that  rolled 
around  me,  I  stood  in  a  world  of  lava 
mountains,  ice  and  snow,  the  lava  black  as 
ink,  the  snow  of  dazzhng  whiteness— and 
not  in  all  the  region  the  slightest  brush, 
shrub,  plant,  or  living  creature  except  the 
guide  and  myself 

As  far  as  the  eye  could  discern,  when  the 
sweeping  clouds  affonled  a  view,  was  a 
succe'ssiun  of  dark  hills,  glistening  glaciers, 
snow-capped  peaks,  and  frozen  .streams— a 
world  devoid  of  life,  the  awful  solitude  ot 
itself— filled  with  gaping  caverns,  terrific 
abysses  and  Stygian  caves,  which  echoed 
only  the  sullen  reverberations  of  thunder 
or  the  groaniugs  of  the  troubled  earth  be 
neath. 
So  Impressive  was  this  scene  that  I  felt  a 
ranare  chilf  creenine  through  me,  and  I

I  had  no  right  to  ask  even  that,  and  i 
consider  the  guide  a  simpleton  because  he 
beetled  my  reqtiest. 

"  I  will  wait,"  ho  replied  ;  "  but  remem- 
ber when  you  go  down  that  I  kept  entreat- 
ing you  not  to  do  so." 

"1  hold  you  blameless,  whatever  should 
occur,  so  have  no  apprehensions  upon  that 

The  crater  was  about  twenty  yards  m 
depth,  with  sides  that  slope  so  giadua  ly 
that  il  could  be  dtsceuded  without  difliculty 
il  ordinary  care  was  only  exercised. 

I  first  felt  the  lava,  and  found  it  quit* 
hot  hut  not  unpleasantly  80.  and  using  my 
stick  with  great  precaution,  I  begun  the 
descent.  1  observed  the  temperature  ol 
the  lava  beneath  my  feet  constantly  to  in- 
crease, but  I  had  thick  shoes  and  I  knew 
they  would  be  unharmed. 

I  noticed,  also,  a  thick,  sulphurous  odor, 
but  considered  this  nothing  unusual,  al 
though  It  letl  a  thick,  disagreeable  taste  in 
„.,rr„mith  an.l  ffav«!  an  unoleasaul  twinge 


strange  chilf  creeping  .^.^^^ 
shouted  to  break    tho    horrible    stillness 
which  was  more  awe  inspiring  than  the 
thunders  of  a  thousand  Nia??aras.     I  fit 

Juently  found  myself  imagining  that  I  was 
reaming,  and  I  was  only  assured  by  pinch 
ing  my  limbs  or  conversing  with  my  guide. 
Drawing  my  blanket  around  me  to  shel- 
ter me  from  the  chilling  atmosphere,  and 
carefully  puncturing  the  ground  with  my 
sharp-pointed  stick  before  me,  to  make  sure 
of  my  footsteps,  I  began  to  pick  my  way 
over  piles  ana  heaps  of  lava,  and  pit-ialls 
and  patches  of  ice  and  snow,  my  guide 
keeping  near  me,  and  often  warning  me 
when  he  imagined  my  footsteps  were  lead- 
ing me  Into  danger. 

Occasionally  i  struck  the  fragments  ot 
lava  that  roiled  down  behind  me,  and 
as  yet  discovered  no  signs  of  the  crater, 
which,  eighty  years  before,  had  vomited 
forth  its  tremendous  vloume  of  melted  black 
sand.  At  length,  however,  I  reached  the 
summit,  and  looked  down  into  a  sort  of 
basin,  opf  n  at  the  lower  side,  and  having 
several  deep  seams  or  chasms  In  the  centre, 
into  which  the  melted  snow  or  ice  on  its 
sides  were  running  in  small  streams. 

A  repulsive  odor,  in  the  shape  of  a  thin, 
smoky  vapor,  came  up,  and  I  fancied  I  heard 
a  distant  rumbling  noise  that  soundeil  fai 
down  in  the  earth. 

I  turned  to  my  guide,  and  was  about  to 
speak,  when  I  observed  he  was  trembling 
and  as  pale  as  death. 

"What's  the  matter?"  I  asked,  "you 
seem  to  be  frightened." 

"Oh,  my  God!"  he  gasped,  "there's  go- 
ing to  be  another  eruption.'^ 

*  How  do  you  know  that  ?  Have  you 
ev«r  been  here  before  v" 

"  Yes ;  but  I  never  saw  it  look  like  this. 
■  When  I  was  here  last  there  was  no  hollow 
there,  but  a  level  piece  of  snow  and  ice." 

"  Indeed  ! "  I  exclaimed,  with  intense  in- 
terest ;  "  and  you  judge  that  fact  to  be  de- 
cisive, with  regard  to  an  eruption  ?  " 

"  Oh,  my  master,"  said  he  m  the  great- 
est agony,  "  what  else  could  have  caused 
this  charige?  There  must  be  fire  below, 
or  what  has  melted  this  glacier  ?  You  see 
the  ice  is  nearly  gone,  and  what  is  letl  is 
ast  melting,  and  will  soon  follow  it" 

I  observ^  at  this  p>oint  that  my  feet  had 
a  sensation  of  warmth,  and  stooping  down 
found  the  ground  quite  hot. 
"  How  is  this? ''  1  inquired. 
He  shook  his  head. 

"All  wrong;  there's  trouble  brewing, 
master,  as  sure  as  you  lire.  You  had  bet- 
ter leave." 

I  recalled  the  fact  that  the  last  eruption 
of  Hecla  occurred  eighty  years  before,  long 
previous  to  the  birth  of  my  guide,  and  con- 
sequently he  conld  know  as  iittle  of  that  as 
I  did.  This  foolish  thought  preventad  me 
from  putting  the  faith  in  his  words  that  I 
ought  to  have  done. 

"  There  is  no  hurry,"  I  replied  ;  "  I  have 
been  so  long  finding  my  way  to  the  top, 
that  1  am  hardly  disposed  to  leave  umtil  I 
have  seen  more  of  the  volcano." 

1  observed  his  paleness  and  trei-Abling 
increase,  if  possible,  but  I  still  felt  a  tqIuc- 
tanoe  to  retreat  so  ignominiously ,  after 
toiling  so  hard  to  reach  the  summit. 

He  stood  a  moment  in  silence  anil  then 
ventured  again : 

"  Let  us  go  while  there  iu  time.  I  am 
afraid  to  remain  here.  We  may  Xmz  over- 
whelmed at  any  moment" 

'*  Hold  on  !"  said  I,  sensible  of  a  curious 
fiucination,  such  as  sometimes  com;  s  over 
me  when  on  the  brink  of  the  most  appall- 
ing peril.  "  Il  is  true  the  ice  has  jnelted, 
but  It  has  done  so  very  gradually.  .1  have 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  to  reach  If  :eland, 


my  mouth  and  gave  an  unpleasant  twinge 
to  my  olfactories. 

The  rill  of  water  made  by  the  melting 
ice  flowed  hissing  tiown,  and  was  lost  to 
view  in  the  dark  chasm,  from  which  came 
puffs  of  hot  air,  accompanied  by  a  rumb- 
ling and  trembling  of  the  ground. 

The  place,  the  scene,  and  withal,  the 
sense  of  danger  connected  with  it  held  me 
there  by  a  sort  of  magnetic  fascination,  and 
I  soon  found  myself  strongly  tempted  to 
make  a  fatal  plunte  into  the  awful  abyss.

despair. 

1  looked  up  and  around  to  catch  sight  ol 
my  guide,  but  he,    with  a  commendable 
prudence  I  could  but  admit,  in  my  dire  ex 
tremity,   had  sought   his  own   safety   in 
flight' 

I  had  nothing  to  rely  on  but  the  mercy 
of  Heaven,  and  I  pr-'ved  to  God  as  I  had 
never  prayed  before  for  a  forgiveness  of  my 
Hins,  that  they  might  not  follow  me  to 
judgment.

A  CJiRantlf  Ant  Story. 

At  his  lecture  in  New  York,  on  Equator- 
ial Africa,  M.  Du  Chaillu  tokl  the  following 
big  ant  story 

Bashskonay  is  the  name  given  it  by  the 
Bakalai.    There  are  two  other  varieties  of 
Bashikonay  beside  the  black  kind.    These 
black  Bashikonay  may  well  be  ndleil  the 
lords  of  the  forest.    It  is  the  most  voracious 
creature  I  ever  met     It  is  the  dread  of  all 
living  animals,  from  the  leopard  to  the 
smallest  insects.    It  Ls  their  habit  to  march 
through  the  forests  in  a  long,  regular  line, 
a  line  about  two  inche.'<  broad  and  often 
several  miles  in  length  ;  all  along  this  line 
are  larger  ants,  who  act  as  officers— stand 
outside  the  ranks,  and  keep  tliis  singular 
army  in  or(Vir      If  thoy  come  to  a  place 
where  there  are  no  trues  to  shelter  them 
from  the  sun,  whose  heat  they  cannot  bear, 
they  immedialely  build  an  underground 
tunnel,  through   which   the  whole  army 
maa  in  columns  to  the  lorest  beyond. 

When  they  grow  hungry,  as  by  a  sudden 
command,    the    long    file    t-preads    itself 
through    the    forest,    advancing  forward, 
attacking  and  devouring  all  living  things 
with  a  futy  that  is  quite  irresistible.    The 
elephant  and  corilla  fly  before  them  ;  the 
black  men   run   away  .  every  animal  that 
lives  in  their  line  of  march  is  chased.    In 
an  incredibly  short  space  of  time   those 
that  are  caught  are  overwhelmed,  killed, 
eaten,  and  only  the  bare  skeleton  remains. 
They  seem  to  travel  day  and  night.    Many 
a  time  have  I  been  in   the  water  to  save 
myself  from  them.      When  they  enter  a 
house  they  clear  it  of  everything.    Cock-, 
roaches  are  devoured  in  an  instant ,  rats 
and  mice  spring  around  the  room  in  vain. 
They  will  not  touch  vegetable  matter,  thus 
they  are  very  useful,  clearing  the  country 
of  many  insects.    When  on  their  march 
the  insect  world  flies  before   ihcm,  and  I 
have  often  had  the  approach  ot  a  Bashiko- 
nav  army  heralded  to  me  by  this  means. 

\y  herever  Ihev  go  they  make  a  clean 
sweep,  even  ascending  to  the  top  of  the 
trees  in  pursuit  of  their  paey.    Their  man- 
ner of  attack  is  au  impetuous  leap  ,  in- 
stantly the  strong  pincers  are  fastened,  and 
they  only  let  go  when  the  piece  gives  way. 
At  such  a  time  this  little  insect  seems  ani- 
mated by  a  kind  of  fury  which  causes  it  to 
disregard  entirely  its  own  safety.    The  ne- 
groes relate  that  criminals,  by  which  they 
generally  mean  wizards,   have  sometime 
been  exposed  on  the  path  of  the  Baahi 
konay  ants,  tied  to  a  tree  so  they  might 
not  escape,  and  then  been  devoured  to  the 
bones.    They  are  larger  than  any  ants  we 
have  in  America.    The  number  of  one  of 
their  armies  is  so  great  that  one  does  not 
like  to  enter  into  calculations,  but  I  have 
seen  a  continuous  line  passing  at  a  good 
speed  a  particular  place  for  twelve  hours. 
So  you  may  imagine  how  many  millions 
there  may  have  l>een. 


ilfovel  Attempt  to  K«cape. 


A  Sing  Sing  correspondent  describes  the 
mgenious  method  adopted  by  a  convict  to 
escape  from  the  prison  : 

"  One  of  the  most  ingenious  men  I  ever 
met,  I  found  here,  by  the  name  of  James 
Dunn,  a  medium  sized,  middle  aged,  dark 
complexlonetl  man.  He  was  there  for  the 
third  time,  and  was  kept  under  stricter 
surveillance  than  some  others  in  conse- 
quence of  repealed  attempts  and  contriv-^ 
ances  to  escape.  Ihe  most  ingenious  of 
which  was  this  About  three  months  af 
ter  his  second  commitment,  having  secured 
a  quantity  of  gutta  percbu  from  the  con 
tractor's  agent,  he  made  a  water  tight  coat, 
with  a  hood  or  head-dress  attached  to  it. 
In  the  front  part  of  the  hood  he  securely 
fixed  a  small  pane  of  thick  glass.  From 
each  side  gutta  percha  horns  were  extended 
upwards  to  the  length  of  ten  or  fifteen  feet ; 
at  the  further  end  of  each  tube  was  fixed  a 
hollow  'decoy  duok '

chance  or  his  good  genius  that  threw  him 
in  liiH  way  f  Satyrus  teaches  him  the  art 
of  elocution,  anil  amid  the  wild  roar  of 
waves,  with  pebbles  in  his  mouth,  he  cor- 
rt;ct8  the  vices  of  his  utterance,  and  ac- 
quires pungency  and  force  which  none 
have  equalled.  No  grit  of  the  pebble 
roughened  hia  lip  when  next  he  mounted 
the  rostrum,  and  poured  on  the  ast<)nishe«l 
audience  a  flcxxl  oi'  eloquence,  iuipetucjus 
and  flashing  as  a  mountain  torrent. 

Ill  science,  a<*  lu  literature,  slight  causes 
occasion  great  results;    nor  need   we  go 
back  to  the  ancients  in  onler  to  find  extra- 
ordinary  inciiients.      When   Galileo    was 
studying   medicine  in   the    University   of 
Tisa,  his  attention  was  atlracteil  to  the  rog 
ular  oscillation  of  a  lamp  suspended  from 
the  roof  of  the  Cathetiral,  and  the  swing 
ing  lamp  led  to  Ins  study  of  the  vibration 
of  Pendulums.     BrunucUeschi  by  accident 
broke  an  egg,  which  remained  standing  on 
the    broken   imse ;   and  the  shape  of  tiie 
shell  inspired   him  immediat«ly  with  the 
idea  of  the  Puomo  at  Florence.      Giotto, 
while  tending  his  flock,  sketched  a  sheep 
on  a  stone,  and  Cimabue,  passing   by,  de- 
tected his  latMiit  genius,  and  led  him  on  to 
fame— to  the  friendship  of  Dante,  and  to 
having  his  name  immortalized  in  the  Divi 
na  Commedia.    Newton— but  why  tell  of 
that  falling  apple  in  his  orchard,  which  Vi 
better   known  than  the  laws  of  giavita 
tion,  to    the    discovery  ot    which   it  led. 
Cuvier    dissected   a  cuttle-fish,  and    the 
comparative  .luatomy  of  the  entire  animal 
kingdon   unfolded  itself   before  him.     A 
single  remain  of  an  extinct  annual  or  veg 
elable  became  a  stand-point  from  which 
he  could  infer  and  describe  Ihe  form  and 
properties  of    the   creature    or   plant    to 
which   it   belonged ,  and   the  subsequent 
discovery  of  further  remain.^  ot  the  same 
species  often  proved  the  accuracy  of  his 
deductions.    This  use  of  fossil  fragments 
is  another  illustration  of  the  importance 
of  Utile  things  and    isolated    inductions. 
Kepler  reeolvt  d  to  fill  his  cellars  from  the 
Austrian  vintage  but  doubting  the  accura- 
cy of   the  wine  merchant's  measure  he. 
worked  out  one  of  the  earliest  samples  of 
what  is  now  called  modem  analysis.  What 
suggested  the  embossed  alphabet  foi  the 
blind  .^     A  sheet  of  paper  sent  from  the 
press,  with  the  letters  accideiilally  raised. 
What  called  forth  the  most  learned  book 
on  diseases  of  tJie  heart.     A  physician's 
lying  awake  and  listeniug  to  the  beating 
ol  his  own.     Giotto  is  not  the  only  genius 
whom  a  chance  visit  has  rescued  from  ob- 
scurity    Evelyn  was  sauntering  one  day 
along  a  meadow  near  Bay's  Court,  when 
he  looked  in  at  the  window  of  a  thatched 
cottage,  and  saw  a  man  carving  one  ot 
Tintoretto's    carUK>nn       He  entered,  ad- 
mired the  work,  and  soon  recommended 
the  artist  t(j  Charles  II.    Thus  the  name 
of  Gibbins  became  known.     Milton  sees  a 
wretched  "mystery"  in  luly,  and  conceives 
tho  plan  of  "  Paradise  Lost."    The  plague 
breaks  out  in  Loudon,  he  retires  to  Chal- 
font,  and  the  simplest  question  of  a  Quaker 
friend  calls  forth  "Paradise    Regained." 
Gibbon  muses  among  the  ruins  of  Roman 
Grandeur;  and  the  Decline  and  Fall  of 
the  mighty  Empire  breaks  in  long  perspec- 
tive on  his  view.    A  Welsh  harpei  thrills 
the  chords  al  Cambridge,  and  Gray,  fired 
with  sudden  emotion,  writes  the  conclusion 
ot  the  "  Bard."     Lady  Austin  points  to  a 
sofa,    and    Cowper  creates  the    "Task." 
Opie  bends  over  a  companion's  shoulder 
when  he  is  drawing  a  butterfly,   and  rises 
up  a  painter  himself

In  the  course  of  nature  there  is  nothing 
more  remarkable  than  the  stupendous  re- 
sults which  spring  from  apparently  insigni- 
ficant causes.    The  oak  that  lives  for  ages 
was  once  an  acorn  .  and  the   nightinKaie 
tilling  the  groves  with  song  was  lately  a 
tiny  egg.    The  glorious  being  who,  by  the 
aid  of  resaon,  can  subdue  the  strongest  and 
most  ferocious  of  beasts,  what  is  he  at  his 
birth  ?    A  creature  made  up  of  cries  and 
tears,  as  Pliny  has  forcibly  expressed  if, 
"Jlens   anim'il    cateris    impcraturum"—   a 
weeping  animal    who  is  to  rule  over  all 
others.     Nay,  trace  him  to  his    embryo 
state  ;  what  is  he  there  but  a  spot— an  atom 
which  this  life  only  develops  and  whose 
destinies  are  endless  as  they  are  great  ?  The 
long  continuance  of  the  results  of  alight 
causes  is  also  very  oL.servable  in  nature. 
A  stone  cast  into  the  sea  on  our  coast  pro- 
duces a  rippling   displacement  (jf  watery 
particles,  prolonged  even  to  the  Antipodes. 
Such  phenomena  lead  us  to  <  onclude  that, 
in  the  system  of  the  universe,  nothing  is 
absolutely  small  or  great,  since  the  great 
issues  include  the  small,  and  the  small  in- 
volves the  great. 

The  course  of  human  society  presents  in 
this  respect  a  constant  counterpart  to  that 
ot  nature ,  and  the  history  of  mankind  il- 
lustrates in  every  page  the  remar,  of 
Bishop  Butler,  that  "  thmgs,  seemingly  the 
most  insignificant  imaginable,  are  perpetu 
ally  observed  to  be  necessary  conditions  to 
other  things  of  the  greatest  importance." 
A  biography  is  a  calendar  of  straws. 
Straws  have  turned  the  current  of  our 
lives  ;  a  word,  a  thought  vivid  as  lightning, 
has  often  decided  our  destiny,  Marc  Antony 
sees  Cleopatra  on  the  Cydnus  sitting  in  her 
barge  as  on  a  burnished  throne,  and  if  her 
nose  had  only  been  shorter  he  might  have 
kept  the  world.  The  Prophet  Mahomet 
conceals  himself  in  Mount  Shur,  and  his 
pursuers,  according  to  a  Moalem  tradition, 
are  thrown  off  the  scent  and  baffled  by  a 

Adder's  web  over  the  mouth  of  the  t^ve. 
bus  the  Koran,  the  Crescent  the  Cru- 
sades, with  their  boundless  consequences, 
depended  at  that  moment  on  the  fil- 
my meshes  of  a  spider's  web  A  young 
Athenian,  named  Xenophon,  al  sixteen 
years  of  age,  is  met  in  a  narrow  gateway 
by  a  man  of  extraordinary  appearance 
and  manners,  who  extends  his  stick  across 
the  path  and  asks,  "  How  can  one  attain  to 
virtue  and  honor  •' "  Xenophon  cannot 
answer,  and  bocrates,  for  the  strange  being 
i8  none  other,  bidding  him  follow,  becomes 
thencefbrward  his  master  m  philosophy.

The  author  of  "A  Night   in   Work- 
house," which  created  considerable  interest 
in  England  at  the  time  of  its  appearance, 
has  published  in  the  February  numbt-r  of 
London  tiodety  an  account  of  a  Saturday 
evening  pas.s<xl  by  him  in  the  shop  of  a 
London  pawnbroker.    This  description  is 
full  of  mournful  interest,  as   our   mind 
wanders  from  the  actual  scene  and  follows 
the  retiring  guests  to  their  homes  of  misery 
and  vice  :  "It  Is  a  corner  house,  and  tho 
shop,  which  faces  th    high  street  is  an  in 
uocenl  jeweler's  shop,  and  nothing  more. 
There  are  neatly  written  cards  in  the  win- 
dow,   variously    in8cri1>ed,    'jewelry    re- 
paired,' '  watch-glasses  filte<l,'  '  ladies  ears 
piered,'  ect;   so  that  even  though   one 
should   happen  to  be  seen  entering  Mr. 
Gawler's  shop— nay,  even  though  an  in 
quisitive  brute  should  be  mean  enough  to 
spy  from  outside,  and  see  one  hand  his 
'  Dent 'U)  Mr.  Gawler,  and  receive  in  ex 
change  for  it  a  neatly  folded  bit  of  pasi  e 
Iward— the  evidence  of  the  pawning  would 
be  anything  but  complete ;  watch-glasses 
will  come  to  grief,  and  watch  works  need 
repair,  and  il  is  the  commonest  thing  in 
the  worl '  for  the  watchmaker  to  give  the 
owner  a  memorandum,  as  security  for  his 
property."    But  il  is  not  on  watch  and 
trinket  pawners  that  Mr.   Gawler  relics 
for  liis  business.    "  Up  the  street,  by  the 
side  of  the  innocent  looking  jewelry  shop 
—a  longish  way  up  the  street— is  a  mean 
looking  doorway  that  might  be  the  en- 
trance to  a  back  yard.  That  it  is  something 
more  than  this,  however,  may  be  at  once 
perceived  by  the  stone  threshold  woin 
through  to  the  bricks  beneath,   and  the 
door  post,  paint-rubbed  and  grimy  of  elbow 
grease.   This  is  the  poor  pawners'  entrance. 
On  Satui-day  night,  when  the  laborers  re- 
ceive their  pay  for  the  week's  work,  this 
shop  becomes  a  scene  of  unusual  activity. 
Many  of  the  articles  pawned   during  the 
week  are  redeemed,  t(j  be  again  pawned 
when  the  earnings  of  the  week  shall  have 
been   expended.     In  a  long   line  of  little 
boxes  the  apolicants  stand  concealed  from 
view,  save  their  hands,  whioh  are  thrust 
through  small  apertures  to  deliver  the  tick- 
ets and  receive  the  goods.    It  was  an  odd 
sight  to  see  this  long  row  of  grimy  fists 
and  tatteretl  gown  and  jacket   and   coal 
cufis  all  poked  toward  the  shopman  and 
beckoning  hi'n  ooaxingly     Beginning  at 
box  number  one  David   began  the  coTlec 
tion  of  the  little  squares  of   pasteboard 
with  both  his  hands,  and  '  hand  over  hand" 
as  one  may  say,  with  a  dexterity  only  to 
be  acquired  by  constant  practiu.-,  crying 
out,   'Tickets!   tickets!   tickets!'   a.l  the 
while.      By  the  time   he    had  per-imbu 
Idled   the   length  of  the   shop,  and  ealltd 
at    all    the    boxes    he    had    KUthered    as 
many  tickets  as  his  fists  could  hold  end  at 
once  lurneil  to  a  back  counter  where  stood 
John  (the  other  shopman).     The  tickets 
were  then  stirted  and  the  heavier  articles 
brought  from  the  cellar,  the  lighter  from 
tho  garret,  and   jewelry  from  the  strong 
room,  and  deUvered  to  the  applicants  as 
speedily  as  possible.    Redemption  was  the 
order  of  the  evening  ;  still  there  were  nu- 
merous cases  in  which  il  w  as  necessary  to 
barter  rather  than  by  ready  money  pay- 
ments.    As,  for  instance,  Mrs.  Brown,  be- 
ing a  laundress,  has  found  it  necessary  to 
pawn  the  table-Unen  belonging  to  one  of 
her  customers,  and  not  having  money  at 
her  command  to  redeem  the  same,  she  feels 
It  convenient  to  'put  away'  the  shirts  of 
another  customer,  and  thus  make  matters 
square.     On  Monday  she  will  redeem  the 
shirts  of  customer  number  two  by  pawmng 
the  sheets  of  customer  number  three.    Or, 
again,  as,  for  instance,  the   Browns  are 
are  asked  by  the  Greens  to  come  and  have 
a  bit  of    dinner  tt.-morrow,  and  have  ac- 
cepted the  inviution  ,  but  Brown  has  made 
a  bad  w  eek  ;  has  not  earned  enough,  indeed, 
to  '  get  out'  his  Sunday  coat  and  the  chil- 
dren s  frocks     Brown  i3  a  man  who  doesn't 
hke  'to  look  little.'    He  won't  want  his 
working  clothes  till  Monday,  and  as  they 
will  be  from  home  they  won't  miss  the 
hearth-rug.    Again,  there  are  exceptions 
to  the  rule  altogether     Saturday  night  is 
a  ticklish  time  for  poor  mother.    No  work 
this  week— last  week— the  week    before. 
Not  a  biugle  penny.    No  dinner  to  morrow 
—no  dinner  on  a  Sunday !    Mother  does 
not  care.     Father  does  not  care— much, 
but  the  children '    It  is  all   very  well  to 
rub  along  all   the  week  with  bread  and 
treacle  for  the  mid-day  meal,  or,  at  a  pinch, 
■with  nothing  between  breaklast  and  an 
'  early  tea,'  but  it  is  difficult  on  Sundays. 
Everybody  has  dinner  on  Sunday,  even  in  a 
White-cross  street  alley ;  the  atmosphere  is 
ha/y  with  the  steam  of  '  bakings,'  and  by  2 
o'clock  you  won't  find  a  little  pinaloie  that 
is  not  dinner  stained.     '  It's  of  no  use.'  says 
poor  mother,  '  a  bit  of  hot  dinner  must  be 
got  some/iow.'    Bo  she  wails  till  dusk  jind 
then,  slipshml  in  old  slippers,  carries  her 
sound  shoes  to  Mr.  Gawler's  and  places 
them  on  the  «xninter.    Still,  in  flocked  the 
customers,  until  there  was  no  more  door 
slamming,  for  the  boxes  were  crammed  and 
brimming  over  into  the  passage,  and   the 
number  of  ticket  grasping  fists  that  threat 
enod  over  the  counter  was  enough  to  appal 
any  but  such  tried  veterans  as  Uncle  Gaw- 
lerandhi^crew.

— Amone  Messrs.  Schneider  &  Co's

of  nut  less  than  23,000  inhabitants,  whose 
natural  increase  proves  by  statistitis  to  be 
four  times  the  aveiage  of  Prance  m  gen- 
eral, the  mortality  of  children  being  re- 
luarkatly  small.  There  is  no  poverty  from 
sickness,  accident  or  death,  for  the  unfor- 
tunate arc  amply  provided  for  by  the  pro- 
vident fund  to  which  all  able  to  work  pay 
2t^  per  gent,  of  their  wages.  The  fund 
now  amounts  to  $60,000,  and  there  are 
also  $50,000  of  the  workmen's  wages  in 
the  savings  banks.  There  is  no  magistrate, 
no  lawyer,  and  no  policeman  in  the  com- 
munity, and  the  number  of  crimes  is  less 
th«n  t  lie  average  proportion  of  the  country 
at  large. 

— Among  the  numerous  experiments 
which  may  be  made  with  Ruhmkorff's 
machine,  there  is  a  remarkable  one  imag 
ined  by  M.  Chautard,  professor  of  natural 
philosophy  at  Nancy.  A  fjuantity  of 
flowers  of  sulphur  is  mixed  with  a  small 
proportion  of  iron  tilings,  or  better  still, 
with  iron  reduced  by  hydrogen,  in  which 
case  it  is  in  quite  an  impallible  slate ;  zinc 
and  copper  filing  may  als<^  be  added  in 
small  quantities.  The  mixture  which 
must  be  as  complete  as  possible,  is  then 
thrown  on  a  pane  of  glass  or  a  dry  brick, 
so  as  to  form  a  heap  two  or  three  centi- 
metres iu  height,  and  much  longer  than  it 
it  is  broad.  If  the  ends  of  the  wire.s  of 
Ruhmkorfl  's  machine  be  now  inserted  in- 
to the  heap,  so  as  to  be  two  or  thiee  centi- 
metres' distance  from  each  other,  aud  the 
curreul  made  to  pass  through,  a  violent 
explosion  of  the  mass  lakes  place,  a  sort 
of  crater  is  formed,  whence  magniflccut 
sheaves  of  tire  will  be  seen  to  issue, 
much  resembling  the  bouquet  of  fireworks, 
and,  like  ii,  displaying  diflerent  colors. 
It  IS  in  reality  a  miuialuro  volcano  wilh 
subterranean  noises,  and  ejections  of  boil- 
ing water.

She  left 
Hamburg  at  the  same  lime  that  the  Persia 
left  yueeustown,  and  came  into  New  York 
harbor  but  a  short  distance  behind  the 
Persia.  She  made  the  run  of  3.491  miles, 
from  Hamburg  to  New  York,  in  ten  days 
and  seventeen  hours,  which  is  equivalent 
to  uine  days  seven  hours  from  Souihamp- 
U^n,  or  eight  daj'S  and  seven  hours  from 
Queeuslown.  The  Cimbria  thus  beats  the 
Persia,  ouce  the  crack  ship  of  the  Cunard 
line,  about  two  days.  The  average  speed 
of  the  Cimbria  was  326  miles  a  day. 

—  The  island  of  Raiatea  is  ruled  over  by 
a  Kmg  who  is  a  son  uf  the  well  known 
Queen  Pomare.  Having  been  persecuted 
by  his  people  on  account  of  his  fondness 
for  alcoholic  liquors,  he  determined  to  have 
his  little  weakness  constitutionally  g[uaran- 
teed.

The  Dutch  Government  has  ordered 
T.WO  head  of  cattle  to  be  shot  and  buried 
in  a  single  week  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  cattle  disease.  The  owners  resisted  in 
some  instances,  aud  men  were  killed  aud 
two  wounded  by  the  soldiers. 

A  toituESi'ONDicNT  of  the  American 
Agriculturist  says  that  rats  dislike  coal  tar 
very  much,  and  that  he  is  in  the  habit  of 
daubing  it  about  their  holes  and  runs,  wilh 
good  results  coal  tar  mixed  wilh  sand  lu 
the  consistency  of  thick  mortar,  is  au  effec- 
tual stopper  to  rat-holes. 

A  COKREBPONDENT  of  the  Co'unii'y  Gen- 
tltinon  tried  a  number  of  experiments  in 
potato  planting,  from  which  it  seems  that 
small  potatoes  are  not  desirable  to  be 
used,  giving  a  less  yield,  but  in  all  cases, 
there  seemed  be  difference  in  size  of  the 
potatoes  produced  from  large,  small  or 
medium  seed. 

The  Rural  World  recommends,  where 
one  has  a  cow  that  has  grown  old  and  it  i» 
desirtd  to  fatten  her,  that  the  fattening 
process  begin  in  the  Spring  after  the  cow 
has  calved.  Feed  with  meal,  good  hay, 
cut  grass,  corn  fodder,  and  by  Fall  the  cow 
will  make  fair  beef  after  giving  a  good 
supply  of  milk. 

W.  M.  Mekwin,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  who 
has  tried  nearly  all  the  said-to-be  leading 
varieties  of  grapes,  give  his  preference 
for  the  Concord.  He  says :  "  For  all 
places  aud  under  all  circumstances  it 
will  be  a  hard  matter  to  find  the  grape 
that  will  take  the  preference  over  the  Con- 
cord. In  my  opinion  it  has  yet  to  be  in- 
troduced." 

Tut  varieties  ot  tbe  tomato  should  be 
grown  as  remote  from  each  other  as  the 
exteut  uf  the  ground  will  admit  of,  for  the 
reason  that  their  fructifying  influences 
when  they  are  iu  bloom,  injure  each  other, 
and  make  the  varietits  impure,  just  as  cu- 
cumbers and  muskmelons  destroy  each 
other's.flavor  when  growing  close  together 
Cucumbers  will  taste  of  melons  and  melons 
ta.ste  of  cucimibers. 

A  FAJiMKK  iu  Iowa  destroyed  the  grub- 
worms  that  were  destroying  his  corn  by 
catching  moles  and  putting  them  in  his 
corn  field  The  moles  may  be  caught  by 
the  use  of  cows'  horns  with  the  pith  oul. 
So  says  an  exchange,  but  we  think  those 
farmers  who  have  tried  to  rid  their  fields 
of  moles  would  have  little  confidence  in 
that  kmd  ot  trap.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
moles  destroy  a  large  number  of  insects 
and  grubs. 

A  Nkw  HA>u>SHmE  corrfcSix>ndeut  sends 
the  following  to  the  New  York  Farmers' 
Club  :  "  Aunt  Chloe  was  famed  the  coun- 
try round  for  her  johnny  cakes.  A  lady 
being  delighted  with  one  she  had  made 
for  breakfast,  requested  her  to  tell  her  ex- 
actly how  she  made  it.  She  repUed  as 
follows  :  '  I  took  1  don't  know  just  how 
much  milk,  perhaps  a  pint  or  more— like's 
any  way  it  'ud  ben  better  ef  I'd  had  more 
— ttien  I  put  in  meal  enough  to  make  it 
just  light  for  thickness — don  t  want  it  too 
thick  or  loo  thin,  but  I  hadn't  quite  meal 
enough,  and  1  was  too  confounded  lazy  to 
get  any  more,  so  I  took  the  flour  box  and 
poured  it  right  in,  about  half  a  box  full, 
and  that  made  it  just  right  tor  thickness. 
Then  the  saleratus— I  guess  1  know  justly 
how  much  there  was  of  that,  for  I  took  it 
up  three  times  on  the  end  of  a  spoon,  and 
when  I  put  it  in,  it  was  all  of  a  foam,  and 
then  I  jerked  it  into  the  oven. 


An  Old  Axe. — A  few  days  since,  Na- 
than Salisbury,  Esq.,  living  in  East  Scott, 
Cortland  County,  found  a  very  peculiar 
axe.  The  circumstances  are  as  follows: 
At  an  early  day,  when  Mr.  Salisbury,  in 
company  with  others,  was  chopping  and 
clearing  the  forest  of  his  newly  acquired 
farm,  they  came  upon  a  very  large  hemlock 
standing  near  the  stream.  After  cutting 
the  tree  down,  Mr.  Salisbury  discovered 
that  what  appeared  to  be  the  heart  of  the 
tree,  was  really  a  separate  tree  from  the 
one  just  fallen.  On  examiualion,  it  was 
found  that  this  tree  witoiu  a  tree  had  been 
girdled  at  some  pievious  time,  leaving  a 
sii\all  poriion  uncut  so  that  the  sap  had 
continued  to  traverse  the  trunk  until  its 
growth  had  completely  overgrown  the 
girdling,  and  another  tree  was  formed, 
growing  to  enormous  dimensions. 

A  few  days  sinco,  near  the  trunk  of  that 
tree  about  twelve  inches  below  the  surface, 
was  found  this  peculiar  axe.  It  is  about 
ten  inches  in  leugth,  by  three  and  one- 
fourth  inches  on  the  cut  or  edge'.  It  is 
made  of  iion.  Now,  what  is  remarkable 
ibout  this  tree  aud  axe,  is  this — that  the 
girdling  or  packing  of  the  inner  tree  cor- 
responds precisely  with  the  axe  found,  and 
counting  the  concentric  rings  of  the  growth 
of  the  outer  tree,  is  found  the  rt-markable 
fact  that  the  inner  tree  was  girdled  about 
one  hundred  years  before  the  landing  of 
the  Pilgrims.  Who  was  in  that  locality 
using  an  axe  three  hundred  and  fitly -seven 
years  ago  ? 

— It  is  related  as  a  singular  instance  of 
ignorance  in  our  own  resources  in  naval 
warfare,  that  while  the  Monitor's  15  inch 
guns  were  used  originally  with  only  thirty- 
five  pounds  of  powder,  since  the  war  a 
charge  of  one  hundred  pounds  has  been 
safely  used  ;  while  at  the  recent  trial  of  the 
20  inch  gun  at  Fort  Hamilton,  the  charges 
were  gradually  raised  IVom  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  pounds  of  mammoth-grain 
powder  at  the  first  shot  to  two  hundred 
pounds  al  the  fourlh  shot.  It  was  only  a 
short  time  since  that  it  was  considered 
t^uite  a  feat  when  a  hundred  pounds  were 
fire  in  a  'JO-inch  gun,  in  an  experiment  in 
New  York  harbor,  although  the  charge 
was  so  small  in  proportion  to  the  bore  that 
the  arlillerifcts  had  to  ram  it  in  with  a 
cushion  of  hay  to  bring  it  up  to  the  vent. 
With  the  knowledge  of  the  real  power  of 
the  gun,  our  means  of  demolismng  ene- 
mies vessels  and  forts  is  vastly  increased. 
It  is  certain  that  a  ball  weighing  1,080 
pounds,  propelled  by  the  explosive  forc<=. 
of  two  hundred  pounds  of  powder,  is  sure 
to  make  the  splmters  fly  wherever  it  hits. 
^    ^

Convention. 

At  12  o'clock,  Michael  Ley,  of  the  county 
corainitte«j  ca^'^**  ^^®  convention  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Baxter,  Hon.  S.  H. 
Jay,  of  St.  Lawrence,  was  elected  temporary 
chairman,  and  Lieutenant  McGrade,  of  Sand 
Crvek,  was  elected  temporary  secretary. 

On  motion,  the  chair  appointed  a  commit- 
tee of  five  on  permanent  orf»anization,  con- 
sisting of  R.  A,  Irwin,  M.  Ley,  R.  G.  Mur« 
phy,  J.  Theis,  J. Thornton,  and  a  committee 
of  three  on  credentials,  consisting  of  L.  L. 
Baxter,  J.  Thelan    and  J.  B.  Sly. 

On  motion  of  M.  Iless  Dunand,  the  chair 
appointed  a  committee  of  three  on  reeola- 
tions,  consisting  of  M-  Hess  Dunand,  J.  L- 
McDonald,  and  William  Henry. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Baxter,  the  com- 
tnittee  on  credentials  was  authorized,  in  case 
of  vacancy  from  any  town,  to  rpjwrt  for 
seats  in  the  convention  any  good  Democrats 
residing  in  the  unrepresented  town  who  were 
present. 

•Convention  took  a  recess  till  half  past  one 
o'clock,  to  enable  the  committees  to  make 
their  reports. 

On  callinij  the  convention  to  order,  the 
committee  on  permanent  or<;anization  re- 
ported,— 

Hon.  S.  n.  .Tay,  chairman. 
Frank  ilcGrade,  secretary. 
On  motion,    the  report  of  the   committee 
vas  accepted  and  adopted. 

llic  committee  on  credential  reported  the 
names  of  persons  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention,  but  tlie  report  has  not  been 
Landed  to  us,  and  therefore  w«  are  not  able 
to  riublish  them. 

Mr.  Hawkins  made  an  aV.o  !^nd  eloquent 
p^cch  on  old  time  honored  principles  of 
democracy.  Bui  the  convention  Ibought  it 
had  been  arranged  by  the  sec-ret  f«iend.s  and 
supporters  of  the  bogus  bonds,  to  prevent 
auj  discussion  on  that  subject.  We  believe 
it  was  on  this  account  only,  tluitfais  nomina- 
tion for  a  dolcgate  to  the  Ctute  convention 
va9«3efeated  in  the  convention.

The  secrtt  advocates  of  the  bogus  bonds 
tmdertook  ^  defeftl  l^te  ros^4utious  by  sharp 
pracftocbut  iLc  j-csuultious  were  carried 
fccforc  the  convention.

AL  H.  Dunand,  and  J.  Thornton.

The  other  celebration  was  very  numerous- 
ly attended  by  the    Gerinart.s    in  town,    atid 
Ironi  the  countTv.  a«d  fully  as  large  in  point    ^*f'^"!,^|f(l?,V''""* 
of  numbers  as  the  other.     This   celebration 
was  enlivened    by  patriotic   and  other  music 
by  the  thakopoe  brass  band,    and    a   young 
cannon  sent  torth  its  peals  of  icla^lness  everj 
now  and    then,    throughout   the  day.     The 
young  ladies    and   gentlemen    engaged    in 
siHjrts  and  plays  in  the  ovien  air,  and  created 
a    great  deal   of   fun    and    amusement  for 
themselves   and  others,     A     nine    pin    alley 
was    establislred  in    the    open    air    on    the 
grounds,  and  the  gentlemen,  young  and  old, 
proved    their  skill  or  exhibited    their    awk- 
wardness in  rolling  the  ball    and    hitting  or 
missing  the  pins.

Tl>e  l«ger  b«pr  seemed  to  have 
the  same  refresliing  clTect  on  the  Germans 
tiiat  lemonade  had  on  the  Good  Templars-— 
it  made  them  h»ippy%  quiet  and  patriotic 
Indeed,  we  have  never  known  a  celebration 
so  numerously  attended  as  these,  that  pass- 
ed off  so  quietly  ani  without  any  boisterous 
aoisf*   confusion  or  intoxication.

On  the  lowest  step,  where  licll 
approarh'.'S  the  threshold  of  the  human 
family,  stands  the  monster,  who  invites 
with  filing  lips  one  of  his  brothers  to 
take  his 8U])per,  and  who  kills  liim  with 
one  stroke  from  b<-hind  ;  who  then  entices 
a  second  brother  to  come  to  the  stalile,  and 
kills  him  at  its  entrance  ;  who  then  seizes 
an  ax,  and  munlors  his  sleeping  ftvt her  and 
mother  and  a  young  brother  of  14  years; 
who,  after  a  struggle  of  half  an  hour,  kills 
Ills  sister,  whilst  she  constantly  cries  for 
mercy ;  who  then  hurries  to  the  bed  of  the 
female  servant  and  assassinates  her  ;  then 
washes  himself,  arrays  hiinHell  with  all  the 
leisure  of  perfect  traiKiiiUity  in  another 
suit  of  clotlms,  takes  possession  of  what  i^ 
valuable  In  the  house  ;  lays  in  their  beds 
again  those  of  the  assassinated  who  during 
their  short  struggle  had  fallen  from  their 
beds  ou  the  floor  ;  for  he  will  convey  lo  all 
the  idea  that  a  .son  and  a  brother  can  never 
be  so  fiendish  as  he  was."

The  colunms  of  late  papers  from  Ger- 
many are  tilled  with  the  particulars  of  a 
most  horrible  tragedy,  scarcely  to  be  par 
alleled  in  criminal  history.  A  son  kills 
his  father  and  mother,  his  sister  and  four 
brothers,  and  a  servant,  burns  the  house 
and  bars  where  he  slew  them,  aud  for 
fully  nine  months  succeeds  by  the  most 
astonishing  dissimulation,  in  evading  all 
suspicion  against  himself  The  massacre 
was  committed  in  Gross  Campen  a  large 
farm  in  the  neighborhood  of  Itzehoe,  in 
Holstein,  according  to  the  Hamburg  Re- 
farm  from  which  we  translate  the  follow- 
ing terrible  tale : 

"  The  farm  was  owned  by  Mr.  John 
Thode,  a  wealthy  peasant  of  fifty-six  years 
of  age,  his  wife  Margaret  was  about  the 
same  age,  and  his  children,  Anna,  Martm, 
John,  Kniers  and  Timm,  were  all  over 
twenty.  A  fifth  son,  Reimer,  was  only 
fourteen  years  old.  Thoy  were  all  robust, 
healthy  people.  Besides  the  family  there 
was  a  hired  girl  in  the  house.  Timm  ex- 
cepted, all  the  members  of  the  family  had 
the  reputation  of  upright,  industrious, 
thrifty  people  The  neighbors  spoke  less 
favorable  of  Timm.  He  was  often  away 
from  home,  and  in  latter  years  he  worked 
in  a  fiour  mill  at  Brummendiek.  The  mill 
burned  down ;  he  returned  home,  but  could 
never  agree  with  his  family.  Old  Thode, 
at  the  time  of  the  catastrophe,  had  some 
ten  thousand  marks  in  cash,  the  contents 
of  the  savings  bos  of  the  younger  children. 
The  lightning,  only  a  lew  weeks  previous 
to  his  death,  had  struck  the  house  and  the 
very  chair  in  which  the  old  gentleman  sat, 
though  without  hurting  him.  The  next 
neighbor,  Mr.  Jacob  Schwartzkopf,  lived 
in  a  house  about  one  hundred  yards  dis- 
tant from  Thode's  dwelling. 

"  On  the  night  of  the  7th  of  August.  1860. 
that  neighbor  was  awakened  by  the  re- 
peated cry  oi  fire  and  murder  !  When  he 
aud  his  son  left  the  house  to  assist  their 
neighbors  they  found  Timm  lying  in  front 
of  their  window  in  a  perfect  state  of  in- 
sensibility. At  his  side  lay  a  small  box 
with  some  silver  ware,  and  the  above 
named  stocks  and  a  little  money.  They 
first  earned  the  young  man  into  the  house, 
called  the  servant t;  to  attend  him,  and  then 
ran  to  the  burning  house  of  their  neigh- 
bor. All  was  silent  at  the  house,  and  they 
thought  the  inmates  were  engaged  at  the 
burning  bam.  But  there,  also,  they  did 
not  find  a  living  soul.  They  then  returned 
to  the  dwelling,  and,  receiving  no  answer 
inside,  the  broke  the  windows  out  and  en- 
tered a  room  w  here  the  father,  the  mother, 
the  daughter  aud  the  youngest  son  slept. 
They  found  a  bundle  of  straw  on  the  floor, 
and  the  bed  slowly  burning,  and  all  the 
occupants  of  the  room  murdered.  The 
house  and  barn  burned  down,  yet  the 
brave  neighbor  at  the  risk  of  his  life 
brought  the  corpses  of  these  four  victims 
out  of  the  house.  The  second  of  his  sons 
was  discovered  dead  in  his  bed,  his  uead 
hanging  over  the  edge.  The  bodies  of  the 
two  others  were  found  In  the  barn.  The 
hired  girl  was  burned  to  a  crisp,  but  evi 
dent  ly  was  murdered  before  she  was  burned. 
The  two  boys  in  the  bam  had  been  killed 
with  one  stroke  of  a  heavy  spoke ;  the 
father,  the  mother,  the  youngest  son  aud 
the  servant  by  blows  given  by  an  ax 
while  sleeping  in  their  beas.  The  daughter, 
a  girl  of  seventeen  years,  must  have  had 
a  fearful  struggle  with  her  murderer,  for 
one  of  her  arms  was  cut  oft,  her  skull  was 
fractured,  and  she  had  thirty-four  wounds 
on  her  body. 

"The  horrified  population  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  with  them  the  judicial  offi- 
cers, in  vain  looked  for  the  murderer. 
Timm  was  the  only  surviving  member  of 
the  family  he,  alone  might,  perhaps,  know 
something  of  the  perpetrators.  But,  for 
fully  two  days,  he  laid  in  a  state  of  insen- 
sibility, raving  at  times,  and  uttering  in- 
coherent phrases.  When  he  finally  awoke 
he  felt  very  sick,  and  complained  that  his 
parents  did  not  come  to  see  him,  wonder- 
ing why  he  was  not  in  his  own  house,  but 
at  his  neighbors. 

"  Sufllce  to  say  that  he  played  his  part 
so  ingeniously  well  that  he  duped  the  mem- 
bers of  the  judicial  committee  of  inquiry 
so  perfectly  that  he  was  not  arrested,  and 
no  suspicion  even  w<«  entertained  against 
him  in  their  councils.  The  Government 
offered  a  reward  of  1,000  thalers  for  the 
discovery  of  the  assassin.  Timm  himself 
promised  1,500  thalers  to  the  discoverer, 
but  when,  after  eight  months,  not  the  least 
trace  could  be  found  of  the  murderer,  the 
judges  of  inquiry  dropped  the  case.  Timm 
in  tne  meantime  prepared  himself  for  emi- 
gration to  the  United  States.  He  sold  his 
father's  farm,  aud  was  ready  to  8tart,whcn 
the  higher  court  of  Clucksburg  ordered  a 
new  investigation  and  commenced  it  with 
Timm's  confinement  in  a  soliiary  prison. 
He  at  once  felt  that  he  was  lost,  and  on  the 
third  or  fourth  day  after  his  arrest  made  a 
full  confession.  In  order  to  oome  into  the 
possession  of  his  father's  estate  he  had 
murdered  a  whole  family  ol  eight  persons 
in  less  than  two  hours,  and  then  set  fire  to 
the  house  and  bam,  destroying  thereby,  as 
he  thought,  all  traces  of  his  crime,  which 
poMibly  might  be  used  as  proof  against 
bun.  But  the  bam  commenced  to  bum 
first,  whilst  the  fire  at  tlie  house  made  so 
slow  progi  ess  that  the  corpses  of  most  of 
his  victims,  with  the  marks  of  bloody  mur- 
der upon  them,  could  be  removed.  When 
he  foresaw  that  result  he  conunenced  to 
play  insensibility,  so  that  he  might  hear 
what  the  bystanders  had  to  say ;  and  ac- 
cording to  what  he  heard,  he  expected|to 
sha]>e  his  own  explanations. 

"  During  his  late  confinement,  which 
took  place  at  the  end  of  May  last,  and  after 
he  had  made  a  full  confession,  he  again 
commenced  the  old  game  of  simulatine  fits 
of  insensibility.  A  few  buckets  of  ice 
water  thrown  upon  his  head  very  soon 
brought  him  to  his  senses,  and  now  the 
monster,  flilly  aware  of  the  fate  that  awaits

The  first  lot  of  new  wheat  was  received 
in  Richmond  on  the  Isl  day  of  July. 

Judge  Wayne,  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
lies  at  tlic  point  ol  death  in  Washington. 

General  Grant,  accompanietl  by  a  party 
ol  friends,  intends  to  visit  Lookout  Moun- 
tain the  latter  part  of  the  present  month. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  Treasury  state- 
ment will  show  a  decrease  m  the  aggregate 
receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  of  forty  million 
dollars. 

The  letting  of  the  mail  routes  in  the 
Southern  States,  and  miscellaneous  routes 
in  other  States,  took  effect  on  Monday,  the 
1st.  The  contracts  already  executed  are 
coming  in  at  the  rate  of  a  hundred  per  day 
at  the  Post  Office  Department. 

A  deplorable  account  is  given  of  the 
destitution  in  Wake  county,  North  Caro- 
lina. At  least  three  hunkred  families  have 
not  four  days'  supplies ;  some  have  had 
no  meat  for  weeks,  no  bread  for  days,  or 
flour  for  mouths,  and  no  sugar  or  coffee*, 
for  years. 

The  President  and  party  returned  to 
Washington  on  the  29th,  having  visited 
Boston  and  other  intermediate  cities.  They 
were  received  with  enthusiasm  at  Annap- 
olis on  the  return  trip,  where  both  Mr. 
Johnson  and  Mr.  Seward  made  short 
speeches  in  reply  to  the  addresses  of  wel- 
come. 

William  P.  King  and  Abram  Owens 
were  hanged  on  the  28th,  at  Frankfort, 
Ky.,  for  the  murder  of  King's  brother. 
King  spoke  thirty  minutes,  Owens  fifty 
minutes.  As  In  common  upon  such  oc- 
casions, both  declared  their  innocence, 
and  appeared  confident  of  going  direct  to 
Heaven. 

Advices  from  portions  of  the  South  say 
that  there  is  a  great  bcarcity  of  currency, 
there  being  not  nearly  enough  greenbacks 
or  bank  notes  to  transact  the  ordinary 
business.  Their  banking  system  fell  into 
ruins  during  the  war,  and  Congress  has 
thus  far  refused  to  f-xtend  the  national 
banking  system  sufficiently  to  provide  a 
remedy. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  22d,  the  minia- 
ture yacht,  the  "  JohnT.  Ford,"  measuring 
only  two  and  a  half  tone,  took  her  depart- 
ure from  Baltimore,  pursuant  to  previous 
announcement,  for  Europe.  On  board 
were  Capt.  C.  W.  Gould,  her  commander, 
aud  his  crew,  Messrs.  B.  D.  Riddle,  John 
Shaney,  and  a  boy  named  Ed.  jNIurphy. 

Hereafter  the  postage  upon  all  letters  ex- 
changed through  British  mails,  whether  via 
England,  via  St.  Thomas,  or  via  Panama, 
will  advance  by  a  single  rate  for  each  half 
ounce,  or  fraction  ihereol,  instead  of  charg- 
ing, as  heretofore,  two  rates  for  every 
ounce,  or  fraction  of  an  ounce,  when  the 
letter  <d|  packet  exceeded  one  ounce  iu 
weigh  t.T 

The  Tribune's  Washington  special  says 
a  careful  analysis  of  information  received 
by  the  Agricultural  Department  from  all 
the  States,  shows  that  the  total  number  of 
acres  in  wheat  is  from  ten  to  fifteen  per 
cent,  greater  than  last  year.  It  is  too  early 
to  estimate  the  final  result  of  the  harvest, 
but,  with  average  success  in  ripening,  the 
crop  ought  not  to  be  less  than  200,000,000 
bushels.  An  average  acreage  of  winter 
barley  has  been  sown  in  a  majority  of 
the  States.  The  condition  of  clover  is 
good  throughout  the  country.  The  aver- 
age of  oats  is  larger  than  usual  iu  the 
West. 


Mexican  Aflairs. 

The  New  York  Tribune's  Washington 
special  says  the  following  dispatch  was  le- 
ceived  by  the  Austrian  Minister,  Saturday 
evening,  the  29lh  ult.  • 

"  8ouTawxsT  PiLBS,  La.,  via  New  Ubleas. 
'•  To  Count  Wydenbrack  : 

"I  came  from  Vera  Cruz  to  telegraph 
you  of  the  condemnation  and  death  of  the 
Emperor  Maximilian  on  the  19lh  instant. 
President  Juarez  refuses  to  deliver  up  the 
body.  (Signed)  <Gkoliek  Tehiekf, 
"  Captain  of  Austrian  Sloop." 

Count  Wydenbruck  is  absent  from  the 
city  at  present.  To  day  his  Secretary  of 
Legation  sent  a  dispatch  by  cable  to  the 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph  ui  Austria,  and 
the  Emperor  Napoleon,  announcing  Maxi- 
milian's execution.  The  event  has  pro- 
duced a  great  deal  of  excitement  here 
among  the  foreign  Ministers. 

The  residence  of  the  Austrian  Minister 
has  been  visited  to-day  by  nearly  all  of 
those  officials  who  call  to  condole  and  ob- 
tain the  latest  intelligence. 

The  following  dispatch  was  received  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to-day,  giving 
news  01  the  event :

I  begged  hard  for  his  corpse  for  the  Aus- 
trian Captain,  and  was  refused. 

"  The  City  of  Mexico  was  surrendered 
ou  the  20th.  Vera  Cruz  holds  out  ou  ac- 
count of  the  foreign  legion.  Diaz  orders 
no  acceptance  of  surrender.  I  am  moored 
between  Nelva  and  North  Bastion,  Jason 
in  company.    Letter  by  mail. 

(Signed)  "F.  A.  Roe, 

"Comnutndar.'' 
Information  received  here  yesterday, 
from  what  is  regarded  as  a  trustworthy 
source,  is  to  the  eflect  that  by  a  decree  of 
the  Juarez  Government  Maximilian  was 
'shot  on  the  19th  inst.,  at  7  o'clock,  in  the 
morning,  and  that  the  friends  of  Maximil- 
ian asked  the  privilege  of  removing  his 
body  for  the  purpose  of  sending  it  to 
Europe,  but  the  request  was  refused. 
General  Grant  also  received  a  private  tele- 
gram from  Greneral  Sheridan  last  night, 
containing  substantially  the  same  state- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  Juarez  reluctantly 
consented  to  the  execution  of  Maximilian. 
When  the  messenger  bearing  dispatch«a 


from  our  Goveram-jnt  relative  to  sparing 
the  life  of  Maximilian  delivered  his  pack- 
age to  Juarez,  the  latter  informed  him  that 
he  was  dlspoaed  to  spare  the  life  ol  Maxi- 
milian, but  the  pressure  frt)m  the  Mexican 
leaders  and  people  for  his  execution  was 
90  great  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible 
to  resist  it. 

Tiie  Mexican  schooner  Atlas  arrived  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  having  on 
board  several  Imperialist  Mexicans  who 
have  been  perempU)rily  banished.  Among 
them  were  several  military  officers.  They 
confirm  the  report  of  the  capture  of  Santa 
Anna  at  Sisal.  They  add  that  when  they 
captured  the  Virginia  they  were  told  by 
tbwLiberalB  that  they  must  take-  Santa 
Anna  by  force.  As  his  vcs.sel  was  not 
armed,  he  spread  the  American  ensign  ia 
tbe  gangway.  The  Mexicans  trotl  on  the 
flag,  and  seized  SauU  Anna,  thrust  hiia 
into  the  boat,  took  him  to  Campeachy,  and 
confined  him  as  a  prisoner  ol  war.  At 
Campeachy,  the  Liberals  were  shoo'.- 
ing,  hanging  and  expelling  Imperial  sym- 
pathizers. 

Foreism    lutelUisence. 

The  natal  day  of  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada was  celebrated  with  much  sjHrit  in  the 
leading  cities,  on  the  1st  inst. 

A  cable  dispatch  from  Gibraltar,  Jute 
30,  announces  the  arrival  of  the  steamt  r 
Quaker  City,  with  the  excursionists  to  tie 
Holy  Land  on  board.     All  were  well. 

The  late  Reform  Conven  tion  at  Toronto, 
composed  of  700  delegates,  closed  on  tL  j 
29lh.  Among  the  resolutions  adopted  Wi  s 
the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  ol  the  Can- 
adian people  to  cultivate  friendly  relation  s 
with  the  people  of  the  United  States,  an  I 
ofler  every  facility  lor  the  eatension  <  f 
trade  between  the  two  countries,  and  th :; 
Convention  regards  it  a;,  the  duty  of  Ib^ 
Canadian  Administration  to  meet  fraukl  / 
and  cordially  any  overtures  from  the  Wasl- 
ington  Government  for  a  new  treaty  an  I 
commercial  reciprocity  between  Canada 
and  the  Republic,  on  equitable  principle;, 
consistent  with  the  honor  of  both  coun- 
tries. 

The  distribution  of  prizes  at  the  Paris 
Exposition  on  Monday,  the  1st,  was  ac  - 
companied  by  great  pomp  aud  ceremonj , 
Stventeen  thousand  persons  were  preseni. 
representing  all  nations  of  the  civUizel 
world.  In  front  of  the  throne  were  mem- 
bers of  the  diplomatic  corps  in  uniform. 
Tlie  galleries  were  filled,  and  iu  the  ea(^t 
end  of  the  building  was  an  orchestra  f  f 
twelve  hundred  musicians,  with  an  oiga  i 
and  musical  bells.  The  roof  was  gay  witli 
streamers.  The  nave  of  the  building  was 
hung  with  the  flags  of  all  nations  that  con- 
tributed to  the  Exhibition.  The  French 
Minister  of  State,  with  the  Legislative 
Chambers,  was  seated  near  the  throne 
The  Mayor  and  several  Aldermen  of  Lon- 
don were  present.  The  roll  of  drums  an- 
nounced the  approach  of  the  Imperial  coij 
tege,  and  the  French  Emperor,  the  Sultan 
of  Turkey,  with  his  son  and  two  nephewt, 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  Prince  Imperial 
of  France,  the  Empress,  Prince  Napoleon, 
and  other  princes  aud  many  princesses, 
made  up  tiie  Imperial  procession.  Tin; 
Emperor  being  seated  on  the  throne,  thu 
Minister  of  State  read  to  him  the  report  of 
the  award?,  and  Napoleou  responded  in  a 
speech.  At  the  close  of  the  Emperor's  re- 
marks, those  who  were  to  receive  granti 
prizes  marched  to  the  front,  and,  as  each 
name  was  called,  the  recipient  ascende<l 
the  steps  of  the  throne  and  received  the 
gold  medal  from  the  Emperor's  hand. 
After  the  distribution  of  grand  prize*,  the 
Emperor  decorated  the  recipients  with  the 
Legion  of  Honor. 

At  Rome,  on  the  27th,  the  Pope  held  ;\ 
public  consistory  at  which  over  four  hun- 
dred Catholic  Bishops,  from  every  port 
in  the  world,  assembled.  The  Pope  deliv- 
ered an  allocution  to  the  assembled  prelates, 
iu  the  course  of  which  he  praised  their 
great  zeal  in  coming  to  Rome  from  such 
distances,  and  thus  eviucing  their  attach- 
ment and  devotion  to  the  Holy  Sec.  On 
the  20lh,  at  the  eighteenth  centenary  an- 
niversary of  the  martyrdom  of  St.  Peter, 
there  were  present  four  hundred  aud  fifty 
Archbishops  and  Bishops,  with  about  three 
thousand  clergymen  and  members  of  the 
ditterent  religious  orders,  in  the  Eternal 
City.  From  the  United  States  aie  noticed 
Archbishops  Spaulding,  of  Baltimore ; 
Kendrick,  of  St.  Louis ;  Odin,  of  New  Or- 
leans ,  Purcell,  of  Cincinnati ,  and  Bishop 
Wood,  of  Philadelphia,  with  twenty-two 
Bishops  from  other  American  Dioceses  in 
British  territory  aud  the  Union.  When 
the  Pope  receivcl  the  American  prelates 
and  clergy  at  the  audience,  Ihey  presented 
hm  with  1200,000  in  gold  coin  ;  also  the 
moilel  of  the  American  yacht  Henrietta,  in 
silver.  The  yacht  was  laden  below  with 
gold  pieces  to  the  amount  of  $50,000,  con- 
tributed by  the  members  of  the  Archepis- 
copal  Diocese  of  Cincinnati.  The  presenta- 
tion of  the  model  was  made  by  Bishop 
Wood,  of  Philadelphia.  The  Pope,  lifting 
the  model  of  the  Henrietta  from  the  case, 
said,  with  a  gracious  smiie,  "  nun  eun  va- 
pore."  It  is  not  a  steamer,  or,  more  freely 
translated,  it  is  not  all  vapor  or  steam,  al- 
luding to  the  golden  cargo.  To  the  clergy 
His  Holiness  said  he  had  only  pleasant 
words  to  say  to  the  Americans  present 
and  absent.  He  complimented  them  on 
their  progress,  religious  and  civil,  and 
most  cheerful  manners,  and  spoke  iu  the 
very  highest  terms  of  General  Rufos  King, 
Minister  from  the  United  States,  in  Rome, 
and  of  his  fiither,  Professor  King,  who 
now  lies  at  the  point  of  death.

Mr.  Phipps 
was  coming  to  town  with  the  colt,  lollow- 
iug  his  mare,  and  when  about  twenty  rods 
from  the  railroad  crossing  at  Mr.  Bishop's 
residence,  the  Sandusky  height  train  came 
thundering  along  at  its  usual  speed.  The 
coll,  greatly  frightened,  ran  toward  the 
crossing,  but  the  tialu  get  there  flrbl,  and 
one  or  two  cars  had  pa-ssed  when  his  colt- 
ship  arrived.  Nothing  daunted,  he  leaped 
the  cattle  pass  at  one  bound,  upwards  of 
twelve  feet  across,  and  rau  toward  the 
high  bridge,  by  the  side  of  the  train.  He 
crossed  the  stone  abutment  about  thirty 
feet  lone,  ran  across  Ihe  iron-covered 
bridge  to  tiie  ea-st  abutment,  which  is  up- 
wards of  seventy  feet  long,  aud,  crossing 
that  safely,  ran  nearly  to  the  village  before 
giving  up  Ihe  chase,  and  was  found  by  his 
ouner  unharmed.  To  understand  the

The  ro»id  di- 
verges fn)m  the  Louisville  &  Frankfort 
road  at  Lagrange,  traverses  the  mteivenin  i 
counties,  several  miles  nom  the  Ohio  river, 
making  the  distance  from  LouisviUe  to 
Cincinnati  one  hundred  and  five  miles,  or 
four  hours'  travel.

It  maintains  various 
clocks  in  perfeqt  sympnthy  with  itself,  reg- 
ulates clocks  in'  London,  sends  signals 
through  Britain,  drops  tho  Deal  time-ball, 
fires  guns  at  Newcastle  and  Shields,  and 
puts  communication  in  such  a  shape  that 
tho  Greenwich  observer  can  receive  auto- 
matic reports  of  the  going  of  distant  clf>ck3 
as  he  may  desire. 

—A  decided  advance  in  the  matter  of 
Woman's  Rights  has  been  raadein  Holland. 
The  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  issued  a 
decree  admitting  women  to  the  examina- 
tion for  the  position  of  assistant  apothe- 
caries—an  occupation  hitherto  restricted 
exclusively  to  men.  This  measure  will 
enable  country  doctors  to  have  their 
prescriptions  made  up  by  their  wives  or 
daughters,  and  will  thus  relieve  thtm  from 
the  charges  of  a  male  assistant. 

— A  complete  translation  of  the  Old 
Testament  has  lately  been  made  into  the 
Maori  language,  a  work,  it  is  said,  of  great 
difficulty  and  literal^  interest.  A  transla- 
tion of  the  Gospels  and  Act.5  has  also  been 
made  into  the  Gueg  dialect  of  the  Skepe- 
tax  or  Albaniuu,  the  hi.st  being  the  work 
of  the  Bible  Society.  As  the  translator 
calls  himself  a  native  of  EU>asan,  it 
is  probably  rendered  in  thai  sub-dialect, 
there  being  indeed  no  classical  dialect  of 
Gueg. 

— A  newspaper  correspondent  mentioned 
an  amusing  anecdote  of   Lord  Glasgow, 
which,  it  is  said,  he  himself  tells  with  great 
gusto.    Some  short  time  ago  he  had  occa- 
sion to  travel  from  London  to  Glasgow, 
and,  on  taking  his  ticket  at  the  b<x)king 
office  of   the  railway  station,  tendered  a 
£10  note  in  payment.    Before  giving  the 
change,  the  clerk,  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  custom,  requested  him  to  indorse  the 
note  with  his  name,  and  on  his  lordship 
complying  with  the  mandate,  and  return- 
ing the  note  to  the  official,  the  latter,  after 
a  contemptuous  glance  at  the  signature, 
"  Glasgow,"  tossed  it  ba-  k  to  the  owner, 
exclaiming  indignantly,  with  the  air  of  a 
man  whose  time  is  too 'precious  to  be  trifled 
with,  "  Put  your  name  to  it.  and  not  the 
name  ot  the  place  yoa  want  to  go  to,  you 
old  fool ! "    The  denouement,  as  the  penny 
novels  have  it,  is  better  imagined  than  des- 
cribed. 

— The  Duke  of  Nassau  could  never  con- 
sole himself  for  the  narrowness  of  his  do- 
minions, which  was  a  perpetual  source  of 
fun  to  the  Prussian  papers.    They  one  day 
declared  that  he,  having  exiled  a  courtier, 
stood  on  his  palace's  terrace  to  see  the  or- 
der executed ;  the  next  day  the  Prussian 
newspapers  would  publish  a  pseudo-decree 
forbidding  all  faithful  subjects  from   dis- 
charging muskets  or  pistols  in  a  horizontal 
line  in  order  to  avoid  violating  the  fron- 
tiers of  neighboring  States ;  to  their  jokes 
upon  his  demi-fluvial  navy  (he  owned  only 
half  a  river)  there  was  no  end.    The  loud- 
er Prussia  laughed  the  more  melancholic 
the  Duke  became.   His  courtiers  tried  their 
best  to  raise  his  spirits ;  the  census  returns 
were    exaggerated,   the    births    were    in- 
creased,   deaths   were   diminished,    maps 
made  which    represented    hamlets  which 
ceased  to  exist  in  the  days  of  Germanicus 
as  flourishing  cities— all  in  vain.    One  day 
a  railroad  company  asked  permission  to 
build    their    road    across    his  duchy ;    he 
granted  permission  on  condition  that  the 
road  should  pursue  a  zigzag  line  so  as  to 
double  or  triple  the  distance  run  and  force 
the  locomotives  to  travel  slowly,  m  that 
passengers  should  think  the  Duchy  of  Nas- 
sau one  of  the  largest  in  Germany.    He 
recovered  his  good  humor  from  that  day. 
—  In  military  parlance  a  tattoo  is  a  night 
drum  beat    'The  tattoo,  however,  as  re- 


— The  new  pulley-bolt  for  the  Roger 
Williams  Flour  Mills  is  134  feet  long  and  4 
feet  wide,  and  is  made  of  whole  hides  ce- 
mented together,  without  lacing,  pegs  or 
rivets. 

-De  Suca,  having  examined  the  water 
of  the  vase  at  Pompeii,  shows  that  it  had 
not  remained  there,  as  supposed,  for  eight- 
een centuries,  but  was  a  deposit  of  tilt  ra- 
tion from  heavy  rains. 

—The  report  c>f  one  of  the  British  Rail- 
way Commissioners,  Sir  Rowland  Hill, 
states  that  the  personal  injuries  on  all  tne 
railways  in  the  United  Kingdon  are  fewer 
than  those  by  ordinary  vehiclesin  London 
alone. 

— The  Arms  Company,  of  Newbury- 
port.  Mass.,  are  manufacturing  several 
carving  machines.  These  machines  carve 
wood,  marble,  stone  and  copper  with  great 
esise  and  precision,  and  will  do  ten  times 
the  amount  of  work  that  could  be  done  by 
hand. 

— The  sewing  machine  is  said  to  be  like 
ly  to  have  a  rival  iu  another  similar  iuven 
lion  recently  made,  by  which  all  kinds  of 
garments  are  both  woven  and  sewed  at  the 
same  time.  The  sewing  ot  the  seam  is  re- 
ported to  l>e  stronger,  even,  than  hand 
sev,"ing,  and  perfectly  smooth  and  even. 

— Chestnut  oil,  prepared  on  a  large  scale 
in  France,  from  horse  chestnuts,  by  chem- 
ical treatment,  is  very  fluid,  absorbable  by 
the  skin,  and  has  met  with  great  success  as 
an  application  for  gout  and  rheumatism. 
Stearin,  syrup  of  glucose,  alcohol  and 
starch  are  "also  among  the  incidental  pro- 
ducts. 

— Mr.  Stamm,  of  Milan,  has  invented  a 
vehicle  in  which  the  strength  of  a  horee  is 
reinforced  by  that  of  steam,  while  the 
steam  p'^wer  gains  in  application  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  horse's  intelligence,  so  that 
both  work  together,  and  are  managed  as 
one  by  liie  reins.  When  the  horse  m.^vcs 
forward,  his  traction  applies  the  steam; 
when  he  is  pulleil  up,  his  backward  action 
shuts  it  ofl",  and  if  vigorously  applied,  re- 
verses the  engine,  which  baeks  as  he  backs, 
stops  backing  as  he  stops,  and  again  starts 
forward  as  he  shirts. 

— Since  1836  there  have  been  established 
throughout  the  world  160,000  milts  of  tele- 
graph, comprising  400,000  miles  of  wire, 
and  working  nearly  14.000  stations.  With- 
out reckoning  the  short  crossings  of  rivers, 
the  total  length  of  submarine  cables  laid 
during  the  sixteen  and  a  half  years  between 
June,  1850  and  the  end  of  18(50,  amounted 
to  19,933  miles,  with  a  length  of  conduct- 
ing wire  (many  of  the  cables  comprising 
from  three  to  six  conductors)  of  25,503 
miles.  One-half  of  this,  including  the  At- 
lantic cable  of  1858,  has  been  lost. 

— The  Master  of  the  Mint  in  London 
has  obtained  a  message  from  the  stars.  It 
was  conveyed  in  a  piece  of  meteoric  iron. 
When  heated  and  tested  with  Sjjrengel's 
aspirator,  this  iron  gave  oft'  three  times  its 
volume  of  hydrogen.  And  since  malleable 
ir(»n  can  only  be  made  to  take  up  about 
cme-half  its  volume  of  hydrogen,  Mr.  Gra- 
ham understood  the  message  to  be  that  the 
iron  had  come  from  a  very  dense  atmos- 
pliere  of  hydrogen  gas,  such  as  would  not 
be  found  within  the  limits  of  the  solar  sys- 
tem. Spect  rum  analysis  has  nlready  shown 
that  hydrogen  la  a  prominent  constituent 
in  many  of  the  stars,  and  Mr.  Graham's 
e.Kperiment  shows  how  it  can  be  coiiveyeil 
all  those  countless  millions  of  miles  to^his 
earth. 

— In  a  recent  lecture  upon  Africa,  deliv- 
ered by  Monsieur  Du  Chaillu  before  the 
Travelers'  Club,  in  New  York,  the  lectur- 
er stated  that  many  of  the  tribes  of  Equa- 
torial Africa  esteemed  the  flesh  of  the 
gorilla  a  great  delicacy.  In  his  Explora- 
tions he  had  suflered  more  from  hunger 
than  from  any  other  cause.  He  generally 
took  a  monkey  along  with  him,  and  would 
first  let  the  monkey  taste  the  berries  he 
found  by  the  way-side,  and  if  he  would  eat 
them  he  considered  them  safe  food  for  him- 
self. Thus  he  had  lived  for  days  and 
weeks,  and  looking  at  his  monkey  compan- 
ion, would  exclaim  :  "Am  not  I  a  man  and 
a  brother  ? "  Sometimes  the  monkey's 
taste  in  berries  differed  from  his  own  ;  but 
he  had  to  put  up  with  what  he  could  get, 
and  eat  what  the  monkey  set  before  him. 
He  had  also  not  uufrequenlly  beeu  com- 
pelled to  cat  the  monkey  himself,  and 
found  him  equal  to  the  finest  venison. 


The  custom  of  working  horses  imme- 
diately after  being  fed,  and  especially 
when  long  intervals  elapse  between  I  tours 
of  feeding,  weakens  the  digestive  organs 
and  predisposes  them  to  attacks  of  colic. 
Very  cold  water  given  when  the  horse's 
body  is  heated,  and  a  sudden  stoppage  of 
perspiration,  are  also  exciting  causes  of 
this  disorder. 

A  Pennsylvania  paper  says  :  "  A  short 
time  ago  we  published  an  article  from  an 
exchange,  to  the  effect  that  salt  iu  a  kero- 
sene lamp  was  a  great  saving  of  oil.  We 
have  since  fully  tested  it,  and  it  is  a  greater 
saving  than  was  stated  in  the  article  refer- 
red to.  Fill  the  Tamp  half  full  of  common 
salt,  then  fill  up  with  oil.  It  bums  with  a 
clearer  flame,  and  it  is  a  saving  of  mxyre 
than  twenty  fite  per  rent,  in  oil.    Try  it." 

Strawberry  Jelly.  —  Express  the 
juice  ft-om  the  fruit  through  a  cloth,  strain 
It  clear,  weigh  and  stir  to  it  an  equal  pro- 
portion of  the  finest  sugar,  dried  and  re- 
duced to  powder ;  when  this  is  disstilved, 
place  the  preserving  pans  over  a  very 
clear  fire,  and  stir  the  jelly  often  until  it 
boils;  clear  it  carefully  from  scum  and 
boil  it  quicklv  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five 
minutes,  llus  receipt  is  for  a  mod- 
erate quantity  of  the  preserves ;  a  very 
small  portion  will  require  less  time. 

TiiE  following  is  too  good  to  be  lost, 
whether  real  or  imaginary  :  A  good  story 
is  told  of  a  shrewd  farmer  in  Lewis  coun- 
ty, who  rather  "  did  "  one  of  the  Lowville 
butter  buyers  last  week.  The  farmer  di- 
vided an  excellent  onion  with  th."  merchant, 
ann,  after  the  wholesale  buyer  had  regaled 
himself  upon  the  bulbous  root,  Mr.  Far- 
qier  allowed  him  to  examine  a  tub  of  butter 
in  which  the  "  leek  "  v.as  unable  to  over- 
come the  onion,  an  1  the  butter  was  pro- 
nounced "first  rate,"  and  sold  at  first-class 
price.  Moral :  Eat  onions  in  advance  of 
strong  butter.  >■ 

Protectiso  Frcit  Trees  from  R.\b- 
BIT8. — Much  has  been  said  about  girdled 
trees.  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  of  having 
trees  girdled,  if  every  one  owning  an  orch- 
anl  would  tjike  the  "trouble  to  leave  a  few 
shocks  of  sweet  corn  in  their  orchards, 
they  would  not  be  troubled.  Last  year  we 
raised  a  little  patch  of  swtet  corn  in  the 
orchard,  used  all  we  wanted  while  green, 
in  the  fall  cut  it  up,  making  tliree  shocks, 
and  left  it  standing  till  8j)ring,  and  after 
the  rabbits  had  fed  on  it  all  winter,  had  a 
bushel  basket  full.  Not  a  tree  has  been 
touched.  I  consider  this  method  cheaper 
than-  replacing  with  trees. — Cor.  Wiscongiri 
Farmer. 

To  Preserve  Furs  axd  Wooleks 
FROM  MoTUS. — An  old  housekfeper  says  : 
To  preserve  the.>^e  articles  with  entire 
safety,  shake  them  thoroughly,  in  order 
that  any  moth  alreadj-  in  them  may  be  dis- 
lodged ;  then  place  them  in  close  cotton  or 
linen  bags,  and  tie  them  as  tightly  as  pos- 
sible to  exclude  the  miller,  and  there  will 
be  no  danger  of  damage  from  moth. 
There  need  be  no  special  place  to  hang 
the  bag  In.  Wardrobe,  closet,  garret,  or 
wherever  you  please,  is  all  the  same.  Old 
newspapers,  entirely  without  fractures, 
will  answer  just  as  well  in  which  to  wrap 
up  furs  and  woolens,  but  they  must  be  so 
pasted  together  as  to  leave  no  place  for 
the  entrance  of  the  millers.

Fkiohtfcl  Coal  Mine  Disaster  in 
England.— A  fearful  accident,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  immediate  death  of  ten  men 
and  lads,  occurred  at  Washington  colliery, 
on  the  Weir,  in  England,  May  31     Sixteen 
men  and  lads  had  been  barred  up  in  the 
Maudlin  seam,  and  were  prevented  getting 
up  w  ilh  the  men  who  came  out  of  the  pit 
111  the  afternoon.    About  6  o'clock  the  fall 
having  been   cleared  away,  the  men  and 
lads  having  been  sent  to  the  foot  of  the 
shaft  to  go  to  bank,  and  ten  of  them  were 
in  a  cage  of  two  decks,  between  7  and  8 
o'clock,  and  were  drawn  up  the  shaft  by 
the  engine.     Instead  of  slopping  his  en- 
gine when   the  case  got  to  bank,  Tudor, 
the  engineman,  had  let  it  go  ou,  and  the 
result  was,  the  ten  poor  creatures  were  run 
up  to  the  pulleys  in  the  cage.     Upon  pass- 
lL.glhe  bank  the  men  shouted   with  all 
their  strength,  but  no  notice  was  taken  of 
them,  and  as  soon  as  the  cage  stnick  the 
chocks  near  the  pulleys  or  wheels,  which 
It  did  with  considerable  force,  the  wire 
rope  broke,  and  the  whole  of  the  men  in 
the  cage  were  precipitated  with  it  down 
the  shaft,  to  the  sump,  a  depth  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  yards,  and  it  is  needless  to 
say  that  they  were  killed  on  the  spot.  The 
cage  crashed  from  side  to  side  as  it  was  pre- 
cipitated down  the  fearful  chasm,  pitched 
the  men  out,  smashed   through   the  bunt- 
ing, and  fell  into  the  sump.    Immediately 
after  the  occurrence  the  brakeman  disap- 
peared, but  he  wafl  apprehended  during 
the   night,  and    was  brought  before  the 
Gateshead  magistrates  on  Saturday  and  re- 
manded.   The  bodies  of  the  men  were  got 
out  of  the  pit  on  the  following  day.

The  Country  Oentleman  s.^y8  many 
otherwise  good  apple  orchards  are  allowed 
to  become  deftiad,  as  well  as  seriously  in- 
jured, by  permitting  a  profusion  of  suckers 
to  grow  at  the  base  of  the  trunks.  Attempts 
are  sometimes  made  to  get  rid  of  them  by 
cutting  them  ofl'  down  by  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  and  leaving  considerable  por- 
tions below  in  the  form  of  short  stumps. 
These  sprout  again,  and  they  soon  becomn 
as  bad  as  ever.  A  better  way  is  to  wail 
until  they  are  in  leAf,  at  which  lime  they 
are  loosened  more  readily,  and  taking  each 
sprout  sei)arately  in  the  hands,  and  placing 
a  thick  boot  upon  it  near  the  tree,  they  are 
quickly  separated.  If  done  at  this  time  of 
the  year  they  will  not  be  likely  to  sprout 
again. 

Canning  Frlit.— As  the  season  of  fruit 
is  just  commencing,  anything  that  will  en- 
able it  to  be  successfully  canned  at  a  small 
expense,  will  very  much  prolong  the  sea- 
sou.  Only  those  who  have  tried  it  know 
the  satisfaction  derived  from  eating  a  dish 
of  htrawberries  or  peaches  in  mid-winter 
as  fresh  as  when  gathered.  The  annexed 
method  of  canning  fruit  was  furnished  at 
the  New  York  Farmers'  clubby  Mrs.  Fow- 
cjs,  of  Oswego  c«)unty.  New  York  : 

1  will  suppose  your  fruit  and  glass  cans 
all  ready.  1  prefer  cans  with  glass  covers. 
1  scald  the  fruit  hi  a  large  tin  pan  with 
juice  or  water  to  co^er  it.  Put  a  half  a 
teacup  of  cold  water  into  every  can,  and 
fill  up  with  hot  water ;  put  the  covers  and 
rubbers  also  into  hot  water.  Now  empty 
the  can  and  fill  up  with  hi  I  fruit,  and  then 
another 

Let  them  stand  open  till  the  hand  can  be 
held  upon  tLem  without  burning.  As  so-m 
as  filled  cut  writing  paper  the  size  of  the 
can,  <me  for  each,  and  when  cool,  slip  one 
over  the  fruit  entirely,  and  fill  up  the  can 
on  the  top  of  the  paper  with  boiling  juice, 
and  seal  at  once.  Ladies,  try  this  way,  the 
fruit  will  never  mould  and  keep  any  lime 
if  you  don't  eat  it.  The  paper  keeps  the 
fruit  from  rising  to  the  top  of  the  liquid. 
There  is  no  use  of  setting  caus  into  water 
to  heat  them,  or  of  putting  them  in  quilted 
bags,  it  is  too  tnmblesome.  I  let  the  fruit 
shrink,  and  then  fill  up  to  the  cover  as  close 
as  possible.  Ladies  must  be  governed  by 
their  own  common  sense.

ly  meant  to  encourage  ua  to  advance.  Still 
the  horee  treiubletl ;  aiul  anxious  to  (.b- 
serve  the  instinct  of  the  two  sagacious  an- 
imals I  laitl  the  rein  upon  its  neck  and  for- 
l>orc  any  intcrforence ;  again  the  elephant 
of  hi.s  own  accord  wedgcMi  himsclt  further 
in  amongst  tlie  trees,  and  manifested  some 
impatience  that  -we  did  not  pass  liim.  At 
length  the  horse  moved  lorward ;  and  wlten 
we  were  tairly  past  the  elephant  I  looketl 
back,  and  saw  the  wise  creature  stoop  and 
take  up  its  unwieldy  burden,  trim  and  bal- 
ance it  on  its  tusks,  and  resume  its  route  as 
l)efore,  hoarsely  snorting  its  discontentcHl 
remonstrance." 

Considering  that  this  elephant  was  with 
out    :i    human     attendant,    the    sagacity 
evinced  on  the  unforseen  emergencies  is 
most  remarkable  ;  but  indetnl  the  word  in- 
stinct liardly  describes  the  intelligence  of 
tliis  wonderful  creature.     Dr.   IhHikcr,  in 
(lis<ribing   the    u-scent  of   the  Hinmljiya, 
says  that  the  natives  in  making  their  paths 
despise  all  zigzags,  and  run  .straight  up  the 
steepest  hill.s  whereas  the  elephants'  path 
winds  with  judgment,  and  is  an  c,\cellent 
specimen  of  engineering.    In  tlieir  pericnl- 
ical  migrations  in  search  of  water,  they 
will  keep  ah^ng  the  backbone  of  a  chain 
of  hilKs  avoiding    steep  gradienU*,  "  and 
one  curi(»us  observation  was  not  lost  upon 
tiie  government  surveyors  of  Ceylon— that 
in  crossing    valleys,  from  ridge  U)   ridge, 
through  fore.st.s  .so  dense  ivs  to  ol)slruci  u 
distant  view,  the  elephiUits  invariably  se- 
lect the  line  of  march    whicli    communi 
catcs  most  judiciously  with  the  opposite 
point,  by  nuansof  the  safest  ford."    When 
trained,  they   ap|H;ar  on   all  occasions  to 
comprehend  the  purpow  anil  object  that 
they  are  expectwl  to  promote,  and  volim 
tarily  e.xtcute  a  variety  of  details  withotit 
any  guidance  whatever  from  tlicir  keeper  ; 
but  even  when  not  trainitl,  they  would  de- 
serve the  .sull'rage  if  only   an   intellectual 
(pialification  were  retiuired  of  it. 

A  Singhalese  gentleman  gave  .Sir  F^mer 
sonTennent  the  subjoined  account  of  his 
own   personal  experience  of  this  matter, 
which  must  have  been  almost   as  e.vciting 
as  ctmclusive.      lie  was  in  a  forest  with 
other  natives  and  an  Englishman,  and  wa.s 
attacked  by  a  certain  el«'phant,which,hav 
ing  done  much  damage  to  '.liis  crops,  they 
had  come  out  to  kill.     "The  Englishman 
managed  U^  climb  a  tree,  and   the  rest  of 
my  companions  did  the  same;  it.s  for  my- 
self I  could  not.,  altliough   I  iiumIc  one  or 
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When  Mr.  Lowe  separated  himself  from 
the  rest  of  his  partv  upon  the  Keform  bill 
of  la.st  year,  and  incurred  from  them  the 
reproach  of  being  "  impracticable  and  dan- 
gerous," a  "  leader  "writer  in  a  certain 
penny  paper  stigmati-sed  the  honorable 
member,  with  greater  wit  than  courtesy, 
as  an  irreckimable  "  rogue  elephant."  (>l 
the  many  that  chuckled  over  that  meta- 
phor, only  a  very  few  were  cognizant  of 
its  meaning,  and  perhaps,  to  make  the  joke 
more  widely  understood,  Sir  Em.'rson 
Tennent  has  published  Ihemonogiaph  now 
lying  before  us.*  In  his  late  admirable  ac- 
count of  Ceylon,  there  was  so  much  alxtut 
the  elephant,  that  we  had  thought  our- 
selves fully  acquainted  with  him,  from 
trunk  to  tail ;  but  the  present  little  volume 
shows  us  that,  like  a  thrifty  cook,  wiio 
does  not  lavish  all  his  richest  materials  on 
a  single  dish,  our  author  reserved  many 
details  respecting  the  '  huge  earth-shaking 
beast,"  to  the  gratilication  of  all  lovers  of 
natural  history. 

It  is  true,  that  exhaustive  and  scientitic 
narratives  of  this  sort  dclnu't  something 
from   the    popular  estimation  ot   its  sub- 
ject, iust  as  histories  written  by  dispas- 
sionate critics  offend  the  general   l)eliel  in 
heroes.     We  confess  it  is  a  shock  to  our 
feelings  to  Iwirn  that  an  elephant  is  not  8«» 
very  large  after  all,  the  Ceylon  si>ecies  sel- 
dom exceeding  nine  feet ;  and  it  is  a  terri- 
ble blow  to  be  told  that  there  never  was 
such  a  thing  as  a  white  elephant.     It  is  not 
only  as  rarely  to  l>e  seen  as  a  black  swan 
ahat  we  could   have  tolerated,  from   its 
early  tissociations  c«mncct«tl  with  the  fjjitin 
grammar),  but  it  is  not  to  l>c  seen  at  all. 
What  has    been   taken  f«)r  one   has  been 
merely  an    elephant    who  is  an   Albino 
"The  tint  is  little  else  than  a  Hesh  color, 
rendered  somewhat  more  conspicuous  by 
the  blanching  of  the  skin,  and  the  light 
ness  ot  the  colorless  hairs  with  whicli  it  is 
sparsely  covered."      Moreover  (this  is  a 
most  painful  lact  l(»  (me  like  the  present 
writer  whose  youth  has  delighted  in  a  pic- 
ture of  elephants  tossing  a  wounde<l  tiger 
Irom  one  to  the  other  after  the  manner  ol 
a  shuttlcc(H;k),  Sir  Emerson  calmly  assures 
us  that  the  tusk  of  an  elephant  is  not  an 
offensive  weapon.     The  chief  reliance  ol 
the  elephant  lor  defense  is  on  its  prodigious 
weight,  the  pressure  ol  its  feet  being  suth- 
cient  to  crush  any  minor  as.«ailant,  alter 
being    prostrated  by   means  of  its  trunk. 
"  In  using  its  feet  for  this  purpose,  it  de 
rives  a  wonderful  facility  from  the  pecu- 
liar  formation    of   the   knee  joint  in   the 
hind-leg,  which,  enabling  it  to  swing  the 
hind-feet  lorward  close  to  the  ground,  as- 
sists it  to  toss  the   iMxly  allernalely   Irom 
f«iot  to  foot  until  deprived  of  life. 

"A  sportsman  who  had  partially  under- 
gone this  operation— having  been  seized  i»y 
a  wounded  elephant,  but  estiaped  Irom  its 
fury— described  to  me  his  .sutlerings  as  he 
was  flung  back  and  forward  iKitween  the 
hind  and  fore  feet  of  the  animal,  which  in 
effectually  attempted  to  trample  him  at 
each  concession,  and  aliandoual  him  with 
out  inflicting  serious  injury. 

"  Knox,  in  describing  the  exocutiou  of 
criminals  by  the  state  elephants  of  the  for 
mer  kings  of  Kandy,  says.  •  they  wUI  run 
their  teeth  (tusks)  through  the  body,  and 
fhentearit  in  pieces,  and  throw  it  hmb 
from  limb  ; '  but  a  Kandyan  chief,  who  was 
vritness  to  these  scenes,  assured  me  that  the 
elephant  never  «)nce  applied  its  tusks,  but, 
placing  its  foot  on  the  prostrate  victim, 
plucked  off"  his  lunbs  in  succession  by  a 
sudden  movement  of  the  trunk."  Wliat 
doubtless  materially  influences  Sir  Emer- 
son Tennent's  view  regarding  the  tusk 
question  is,  that  in  Ceylon  the  elephants 
very  rarely  weai  them— those  that  do  being 
called  "tusker.s,"  from  their  singularity. 
The  only  use  these  latter,  when  in  a  wild 
state,  pot  them  U)  is  to  split  up  the  juicy 
shaft  of  the  plantoin,  which  the  luskless 
elephant  crushes  under  foot,  thereby  soil 
ing  it,  and  wasting  its  moisture.  But  in 
captivity  and  after  training,  a  new  use  is 
found  for  the  tusks  in  moving  stones,  pil- 
ing timber,  and  carrymg  heavy  burdens. 
The  followmg  example  <if  the  last  spe(;iheil 
operation  is  surely  deserving  of  a  hS^h 
place  among  the  Anecdotes  of  Instinct ; 

"  One  evening,  whilst  riding  in  the  vi 
cinlty  of  Kandy,  towards  the  scene  of  the 
massacre  of  Major  Davie's  party  in  \Uii, 
my  horse  evinced  some  excitement  at  a 
Boiae  which  approachetl  us  in  the  thick 
jungle,  and  which  consisted  of  a  repetition 
of  tiie  ejaculation  Unnph!  urmph!  in  a 
hoarse  and  dissatisfied  tone.  A  turn  in 
the  forest  explained  the  mystery  by  bring- 
ing me  face  to  face  with  a  tame  elephant, 
\maccf>mpanicd  by  any  attendant.  Be  was 
laboring  painfully  to  carry  a  heavy  beam 
of  timlMjr,  w^hich  he  buKncetl  acro.ss  liis 
tusks ;  but  the  pathway  being  narrow,  he 
was  forced  to  bend  his  head  to  one  side,  to 
permit  the  load  to  pass  endways ;  and  the 
exertion  and  this  inconvcnieBce  combined 
led  him  to  ulter  the  dissatisfied  sounds 
which  disturbed  the  composure  of  my 
horse.  On  seeing  us  halt,  the  elephant 
raised  his  head,  recounoitrwl  us  for  a  m()- 
ment,  then  flung  down  the  timber,  and 
voluntarily  forced  hinxself  backward 
among  the  brushwood,  so  as  U)  leave  a  pass- 
age, of  which  he  expected  us  to  avail  our- 
selves. My  horse  hesltattxl :  the  elephant 
observed  it,  and  impatiently  thrust  him 
self  still  deeper  into  the  jungle,  repcjitlng 
hifl  cry  of  Urmph!  but  in  a  voice  evident  I 


two  superhuman  eflorts.     But  there  wa.s 
no  time  to  Ik-  lost.     The  eh-phaiilwas  nni 
niug  at  me  with  his  trunk  bent  down  in  a 
curve  towards  the  ground     At  this  critical 
moment,  Mr.  Lindsay  held  out  his  f«M.t  to 
mo,  with  the   hel|>  of  which,  and  then  of 
the'  brandies  of  tiie  tree,  which  were  thnr 
or  tour  feet  alM)ve  my   head,  I  nianage<l  to 
srramble  up   to  a   brancli.     The  eleiihant 
csmie  directly  to  the  tree,  and  attempted  lx» 
force  It  down,  which  he  could  not.  He  first 
coiled  his  trunk  round  tlie.sU-m.and  pulkd 
it  with  all  his  might,  but  with   im  eflcct. 
He  then  applied  his  head  to  the  tree,  and 
pushefl  for  several  minutes,  but  with   no 
better  succtiss.    He  then  trampled  with  his 
ieet  all  the  projecting  roots,  moving,  as  he 
diti  so,  several  times  round  and   round  the 
tree.     La.stly,  failing  in  all  this,  and  .seeing 
a  |.ile  of  timber,  which  I  had  lately  cut,  at 
a  short  distance  from  us,  he  removeti  it  all 
(thirty-six   pieces),  one  at  a  time,  to  the 
rootof  tlie  tree,  and   piled  them   up  in  a 
regular  business-like  manner  ;  thi;ii  placed 
his  hind   feet  on  this   pile,  he  rai.sed  the 
fore  part  of  his  body,  and   reached  out  his 
trunk;  but  still  he  could  not  touch  us,  as 
wc  wr-re  too  far  above  him.    The  English- 
man  then  lired,  and   the  ball   took  effect 
soiiuwhere  on  the  eli  phant's  hemi,  but  did 
not  kill  him.     It  inatle  him  only  the  more 
furious.     The  ne.vt  shot,  however,  levelled 
him  to  the  groimd."  Nor  is  the  intelligence 
of  the  elephant,  like   that  r.f  many  other 
animals,  merely  si'lfisli,  but  admits  of  plot 
and  plan  for  the  beneht  of  the  whole  henl 
to  which  it  belongs.    One  meml)er  of  the 
jit-rd—usually  the  largest,  and  a  tu.sker,  if 
there  l)e  one  among  them,  but  there  is  no 
Salic  law  ;  a  female,  if  of  superior  energy, 
is  as  readily  ol»eye.d  as  a  male— is  cho.sen 
commander,  and,  by  common  c(m.sent,  im- 
plicitly obeyed.    The  rest  not  only  obey, 
Imt  are  so  devotetl  to  him,  that  when  driv 
en  to  extremity,  they  jdace  liim  in  the<en 
t,.r_(,)rm  .square,  with  the  general  within 
it— and  crowd  so  eagerly  in  tront  of  him, 
that  the  sportsmen,  if  bent  upon  his  partic 
ular  destruction,  have  to  shoot  a  number 
they  might  otherwise  have  spared.     Vi- 
dette duty,    to<i,  is  as  thoroughly    under- 
st«KHl  tiy  tlicm  as  by  any  veteran  in  her 
Majesty's  service. 

The  elephant  manages  to  sink  what  are 
calletl  "elephant  wells"  for  his  own  U8<-, 
by  scooping  out  the  sand  to  the  depth  of 
four  or  five  fe<'t,  and  leaving  a  hollow  for 
tlie  percolation  of  the  spring.  Also,  as 
his  weight  would  force  in  the  side  if  left 
perpendi(Milar,  one  approach  is  always 
formed  with  such  a  gradient  that  he  can 
reach  the  water  with  his  trunk  without 
disturbing  the  surrounding  sand.  Water 
is  extremely  necessary  for  him,  and  his 
stomach  is  so  contrived  that  he  carries 
about  with  him  a  large  reservoir  of  it  from 
whifdi  he  can  draw  with  his  trunk,  lis  from 
aci.st<>rn  and  squirt  over  his  back  and  .sides. 
Win  11  bathing,  he  lies  «>n  his  side,  press- 
ing his  huge  head  under  water,  with  only 
the  tip  of  his  trunk  protnided,  whereby 
to  breathe  ;  and  crossing  rivers,  he  |)refers, 
notwithstiuuling  I  noyancy,  to  submerge 
him3«.:ll  wh(»lly,  with  the  same  exception, 
so  that  strangers  may  easily  take  him  for 
ii  water  snake,  atid  must  lie  much  aston 
ished,  if  not  alarmed  tit  discovering  his 
error.  From  the  earliest  times,  this  huge 
bea.st  hiis  b(<n  a  prolitie  .subject  of  (  rr«>r 
among  humankind.  F<»r  many  ages  it  was 
believeil  that  lie  did  not  bend  his  knees, 
and  that  when  he  fell,  he  could  not  get  up 
again.  Kven  Shakespeare  writis  (in  Tr«i 
lus  and  CrcJinidu): 

The  plephaiil  hath  joints  ,  but  none  lor  rourtes>  : 
His  legs  are  tor  necessity,  not  flexure  ; 

And  Donne  foUows  suit  with  : 


*  llogue  '  from  necessity."  These  Rogues 
spend  their  nights  in  marauding  and  de- 
stroying plantations ;  prowl  alnjiil  the 
by-roads  and  jungle  paths,  demanding  not 
your  money,  but  your  life ;  and  tliu.s,  like 
nuiuvais  snjdx  among  ourselves  bring  their 
whole  family  into  much  discredit.  iJut  it 
is  unfair  to  judge  the  race  by  such  speci- 
mens, the  lact  of  whose  being  outcasts, 
ought  to  recommend  the  community  that 
disowns  them.  Nothing  can  be  gentler 
or  more  peaceful  than  the  aspect  of  the 
ordinary  herds  as  they  browse  tipon  the 
plants  anil  trees  or  fan  themselves  grat;e- 
ftdly  with  a  leaty  branch,  while  their 
young  run  ulayfully  among  them. 

Their  Iru'npeting,  indeed,  isnotniu.sical; 
but  it  is  capable  oi  mtHlulation  ami  variety. 
The  most  remarkable  stiund  they  emit  is, 
however,  a  low,  snppres.sed  twitti-r  of  the 
lips,  called  by  the  hunters  "  prut,"  where- 
by the  SJigacious  creatures  communicattito 
one  another  that  there  is  something  wrong. 
At  night,  there  is  another  sort  of  a  warn 
ing   resembling  the   hollow   botmi  of  an 
fm|»ly  tun  when  .struck  by  a  wo<Kleu  mal- 
let.   This  is  caused  by  the  beating  on  the 
ground  o|^  the  flat  .side  of  the  trunk,  which 
is  instantly  succeeded  by   the   raising  of 
that  member,  and  pointing  it  in  the  direc- 
tion whence  the  alarm  proceeds—"  for  all 
the  world  like  a  Christian."     But  on  the 
whole,  the  elephant  is  not  a  uoi.sy  animal, 
and  for  so  massive  a  creature,  it  is  extraor- 
dinary  how  noi.selessly  and  .stealthily  he 
will  laKe  himself  off  when  danger  threat 
ens.    "At  first,  when  suddenly  di.slurbed 
in  a  jungle,  it  will  burst  away  with  a  rush 
that  seems  to  In'ar  down  all  iK'fore  it ;  but 
the  noi.sc  .sinks  into  absolute  stillness  .so 
suddenly,  that  a  uovici;  might  well  be  led 
to  suppost;  that  the  fugitive  had  on'.y  halt 
cd  within  a  lew  yards  of  him,  when  further 
search  will  di.scli>6e  that  it  has  stoh-n  silent- 
ly away,  making  .scarcely  a  sound   in  its 
e.sc^il)e;       ami,     stmnj;er      still,     leaving 
the  foliage  almost  undisturbed  by  its  pas 

sage. 

To  (Usr  ribc  the  the  tjiining  process  - 
wonderfully   like  that,   by  the  by,  used  by 
Ilarey  for  horses— would  be  only  to  leca 
pitulate  much  that  has  already  been  stated 
by  our  author  in  bis  Ceyhn  :  but  is  well 
to  mention  that  Sir  Emerson  Tennent  comes 
to  the  conclusion  that  elephatil  labor  does 
not     pay.       Notwithstanding    the    gnat 
htength  "and  intelligence  of  the  creature, 
yet  it  is  liable  to  disea.se,  enormous  con 
sumption    of    provender,    and    necessity 
|i>r  human  ;;iiidiince  and  altmdance,  moi«' 
than   eouiilerbalance    thu.se    :i.lvantaue.s. 
Up(m  the  ground  i>f  economy,  the  govern 
inent  stud  of  «1<  jdiants  in  Ceylon  has  ccui 
siqiiently  Urn  much    diminished.     About 
the   duration   of   life   of  this  quadnipt-d, 
thtre  is  still  much  doubt ;  the  Singhalese 
believing  it  to  extend  to  two  or  three  ceii 
turies,  and  the  Europeans  ascribing  to  the 
elephant,  as  to  a  man,  a  span  of  seventy 
ye^rs.     Hut  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  no  body 
of  a  deail  elephant  tliat  has  died  a  natural 
death  is  ever  seen  in  the  forests.    The  nii- 
tives  explain  this   by   a-scribing  to  thesis 
creatures  tln^  habit  of  sepulture,  tiiid  in 
addition  entertain  the  curious  Iwlief,  that 
s^imewhcre  in  the  forests  of  Anarajapoora, 
though  as  yet  npiliscovered  by  man,  thert; 
is  a  spot  w'here  all  the  dephnitx  o>nif  todir, 
iiptm    finding    tliemselves   disposal  that 


way. 


Himself  he  up-proits,  on  himself  relies  ; 
Still. sleeping  stauus. 

The  popular  noti<m  of  the  mode  of  his 
capture  was,  that  the  sportsman,  having 
marked  his  favonte  tree  for  sleeping 
against,  would  saw  it  almost  asunder,  so 
tiial  the  next  time  the  beast  came  to  lean 
against  it,  it  gave  way  and  rendere<l  him 
an  ea.sY  prey.  That  ridiculous  idea  being 
thus  far  plausible,  that  the  structure  «»f  an 
elephant's  legs  is  massive,  that  reclining 
sain.ely  m\<\%  to  his  enjoyment,  .so  that  in 
captivity  he  will  for  months  together,  take 
sleep  without  lying  down;  moreover  he 
delights  in  rubbing  himself  against  the 
trees. 

Another  fable,  much  more  to  the  ani- 
mal's discreilit,  has  surviveil  to  our  own 
time — that  he  is  dangerous  and  inimical  to 
man.  Now,  in  Ceylon,  from  which  the 
export  of  elephanUs  to  India  has  l>een  go 
ing  on  from  the  first  funic  War;  they 


alM)und  both  on  the  plains  and  in  the  for- 
csis— wherever  there  are  fo«d  and  shade, 
vegetation  and  water,  even  to  the  environs 
of  the  most  populous  native  towns;  and 
yet,  during  five  years,  only  sixteen  per8<in8 
are  recorded  in  the  coroners'  inquest  to 
have  been  kilknl  by  elephants  during  six 
years!  The  only  exception  to  the  general 
harmlessness  of  this  gigantic  creature  is 
found  in  what  are  calleil  Rogue  Elephants 
—such  as  the  Singhalese  gentleman  found 
.so  ready  to  clunb  a  tree  "  It  is  Itelieved 
by  the  natives  tliat  thes*  are  either  indi- 
viduals who,  by  accident,  have  lost  their 
former  associates,  and  become  morose  and 
savage  from  rage  and  solitude,  or  else,  that 
being  naturally  vicious,  they  have  become 
daring  from  the  yielding  habits  of  their 
milder  companions,  and  eventually  separ- 
ated them. selves  from  the  rest  of  the  herd, 
which  hatl  refused  to  associate  with  them. 
Another  conjecture  is,  that  lieing  ahnost 
universally  males,  the  dCiUh  or  capture  of 
particular  females  may  have  detached 
them  from  their  former  companions  in 
sejirch  of  fresh  alliances.   It  is  also  believed 


J  f  they  don't  die,  they  at  all  events,  knf»w 
iiow  to  pretend  to  do  so.     Mr.  Cripps  re 
laics  that  upon  one  being  led  captive  from 
t  he  corral,  as  nsual  between  two  tame  f)nes, 
the  l4)llf)wing  occurrence  took  place :  "  It 
had  already   procx-cded  far  upon  his  desti 
nation,   when,    night  closing  in,  and  the 
torches  being  lighted  it  refuseil  to  go  on, 
and  finally  .sink  to  the  gr<)und  ap|iJirenlly 
lifeless.     Mr.  Cripps ordeietl  the  lk,slenii)g.s 
to  be  rcmovetl  from  its  legs,  and  when  all 
attempts  to  raise  it  had  failed,  so  convinced 
was  he  that  it  was  dead,  that  he  ordered 
th«  n>pes  to  l>e  taken  off  and  the  <;arcA83 
abandoned.     While  this  was  In-ing  done, 
he  and  a  gentleman  by  whom   he  was  ac- 
companied leaned  against  thebtMly  to  rest. 
They  h»wl  .scarcely  Uiken  their  (lepurture, 
and  proceeded  a  few  yards,  when,  to  their 
astouLshment,  the  elepliant  rose  with  the 
utmost  alacrity,  and  fled  towards  the  jun 
gle,  screaming  at  the  top  of  its   voice,  its 
cries  l)eing  aiidible  long  after  it  had  disap- 
I>earwl  in  the  shiulcs  of  the  forest." 

One  wonl  respecting  that  di.stre.s.sing 
habit  of  swinging  their  head  which  we 
have  all  seen  elephants  indulge  in  whih;  in 
captivity,  and  which  goes  as  near  to  pro 
duce  scJi-sickness  in  tlie  spectaU)!'  as  any 
land-operation  can  compa,ss.  This  is  vot 
karne<l,  ivs  has  bern  supposed,  by  their 
having  had  notliing  else  to  tlo  on  sliipboanl. 
They  are  equally  addicted  to  it  when  in  a 
wild  .sUite  :  some  move  their  head  monot- 
onously in  a  circle,  or  from  right  to  left 
(anil//('(<  is  the  nnwement  wi; complain  of ); 
others  swing  their  feet  backward  and  for- 
ward (like  a  horrid  boy  with  the  lidgits)  ; 
some,  agsiin.  flap  their  ears,  or  sway  them- 
selves from  side  to  side,  or  rise  and  sink  by 
alternately  bending  and  straightening  their 
fore  knees,  jus  thoiigh  they  would  convinct^ 
the  iiicrelulous  that  Ihcy  could  really  bend 
them.  Upon  the  whole,  their  size,  tlieir 
.sjigjicity,  and  this  habit  of  swaying  them 
selves  from  side  to  side,  suggest,  allhotigh 
Sir  Emerson  Tennent  has  refrained  from 
drawing  it,  an  irresistible  comparison  be- 
tw<;en  elephants  and  our  great  Lexico 
grapher  wliich  has  hillierto  iM-en  applied 
"only  to  their  trunk  and  his  mind.

.lames  Ku.ssell  Lowell  is  an  example  of 
a  man  of  the  finest  abilities  puttmg  histal 
cuts  under  a  bushel.  If  he  had  worked 
as  industriously  as  Longfellow  he  would 
have  made  a  great  mark  on  the  times  ;  this 
he  cannot  \>c  .sjvid  to  have  done  He  is  one 
of  tho.se  men  however,  who  care  very  little 
for  literary  renown.  As  h«!  is  moderately 
wealthy,  tlie  chief  incentives  to  activity  in 
literature  are  wanting  t«>  him. 

Mr.  Lowell  is  a  man  of  medium  height 
and  rather  stout  figure— would  weigh  pro 
bably  a  hundred  and  si.My  pounds.  He 
has  dark,  curling,  auburn  hair,  which  parts 
naturally  in  the  middle,  like  a  woman's,  a 
heavy  retl  beard,  a  florid  face,  and  blue 
eyes.  He  a^ually  wears  a  "  hob"  coat,  very 
short,  of  some  fancy  cassimere,trowsersof 
the  same,  and  a  colored  neck  tic,  carries  a 
light  iv'>ry-hea<led  cane,  and  idtogether 
presents  quitt^  a  "swellish"  anpearance 

Lowell,  while  he  is  by  no  means  a  meih 
odical  man,  is  strongly  weddc<l  to  habit. 
He  never  writes  but  in  a  certain  room,  to 
wit,  Uie  r«M>in  at  the  back  of  the  housi-,  (m 
the  first  floor,  in  the  rear  of  the  reception 
rwm.  The  table  in  this  room  is  generally 
covereil  with  a  disorderly  array  of  pam- 
phlets and  papers.  There  are  some  fine 
engravings  on  the  walls,  and  the  room  con- 
tains perhaps  five  hundred  lMM)ks.  Lowell's 
library  is  mostly  made  up  of  old  and  rare 
volumes,  inherited  in  some  cases,  in  others 
collectcti  at  great  expense. 

As  everybody  knows,  the  house  in  which 
Lowell  lives  is  at  Cambridge,  Mass ,  near 
Mount  Auburn.  The  avenue  (ElmwtxxJ) 
on  which  it  stands  is  owned  on  both  sides 
by  LowelL  At  its  head,  on  Mount  Auburn 
avenue,  is  the  house  where  the  late  For- 

of 


as  the  fanners  say — that  is,  he  cultivates 
little  less  than  hay.  The  house  is  a  scjuare, 
old  fashioned  three  story  frame,  with  a  flat 
roof,  ami  painted  yellow.  You  enter  by  a 
broad  hall  with  a  low  celling,  from  whicn 
ascends  a  wide  stairway  with  short  steps. 
The  parlor  is  on  the  right  hand  side  as  ycm 
go  in  ;  on  the  other  side  is  the  reception 
room,  and  back  of  that  the  poet's  study. 
If  a  gentleman  friend,  Lowell  will  greet 
you  with  the  remark,  "  I  can  give  you  a 
pipe  or  a  cigar,  which  do  you  prefer." 
For  himself,  Lowell  generally  prefers  a 
pipe.  He  is  a  great  .smoker,  and  his  meer- 
schauin  "colors  l)eautit\]lly." 

This  plac*,  which  is  probably  worth 
$.")0,000,  was  Lowell's  birth  place,  and 
where  he  has  all  his  life  residetl,  though  he 
has  traveled  considerable  in  foreign  lands. 
He  graduated  from  Harvanl  College  at  the 
age  of  uiueteen,  and  then  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  lo  the  bar  the  following  year. 
He  has  never  practLscil  his  profossiim 
much,  however,  preferring  the  flowery 
walks  of  literature — flowery  to  such  as  he, 
whose  daily  bread  does  not  ilepend  upon 
his  daily  toil.  He  has  never  realized  much 
from  his  books,  which  have  not  had  large 
.sales.  From  his  Profes6f>rship  of  lielles- 
Ijcttresaud  M<Klcrn  Languages  in  Harvard 
he  re«;cives  $;{,0(X)  a  ytar.  In  view  of  the 
extent  of  his  reputation,  it  is  ((uite  a  sur- 
prise to  find  how  little  he  has  really  writ 
ten.  "Why  don't  yim  write  more?"  a 
friend  asked  him  on  one  occasiini.  "  I  am 
too  lazy,"  said  Lowell,  "  I  don't  care  much 
for  fame— 1  wish  I  caretl  more." 

Lowell  started  a  magazine  .some  twenty- 
five  ywirs  ago,  in  Boston,  calletl  The  I'io 
iieer,  which  embraced  among  its  contribu- 
tors such  men  as   Hawthorne,  Foe,  Neil, 
etc.;  but   it  "  went  dead  "   with   tlie  third 
numlier.     It  was  too  g«MMl    for  the  market, 
i'utnam's  Monthly,  while  alive,  had  fre 
qiieiit  contributions  fmm  Lowell.    He  now 
eoiitines  himself  to  the  pages  of  the  Allan 
tic  and  the  North  American  Review.     Os 
t<'nsibly  he  i.s  an  editor  of  th«r  Review,  but 
really  he  is  not ;  h«.'  writes  articles  for  it, 
but  not  editi>rials.     He  is  one  of  the  slow 
cM  of  our  literary  work<TH    Itasually  takes 
him  three  mouths  to  get  an  article  ofl  the 
stocks. 

He  is  wonderfully  set  in  his  opinions  on 
almost  every  topic,  and  if  the  rest  of  the 
world  clioows  to  disagree  wiHi  him  the 
rest  of  the  world  is  wrong.  Not  that  he  is 
illiberal ;  his  mind  is  large  and  eomprehcii- 
.sive,  but  hiK  inherited  prejiidi<;es  are  \.  ly 
strong.  He  thinks,  among  other  things, 
that  Abrali.tm  IJncoln  wan  the  great  man 
of  the  preentcentuiy.  He  has  been  known 
to  .s:iy  of  some  of  Lincoln's  writings— his 
nie.s.s;iges,  to  wit-  for  ti-rse  and  powerful 
logic  never  were  surpasscil. 

L<»well  takes  life  very  pasily,  and  has  the 
most  exuberant  health.  Ho  is  now  about 
forty  six  years  oM,  Imt  li>oks  younger.  He 
is  iiot  over  fond  of  the  good  things  of  the 
talile,  but  always  has  a  g<MMl  appetite  and 
a  go(Ml  dige.stion.  He  has  been  twice  mar 
ried  ;  Ids  first  wife  was  a  lady  of  rare  tic 
complishmeiits  and  greatbeauty,  whodi<'d 
some  twelve  years  ago.  The  second  wife 
is  still  living.  Mr.  liOwHl  has  a  daughter 
sixteen  or  seventeen  years  of  age. 

Of  his  humorous  writings  IjowcII  always 
speaks  lightly.  He  t(K)k  ujt  the  Rigel"\v 
papers  as  a  trenchant  weapon  of  .satire  for 
))olitical  purpose^*,  without  any  idi  a  that 
it  would  be.  m  the  mimls  of  the  pe<iple,  tfi>' 
thing  that  would  fasten  in  their  minds  the 
iianie  of  James  Ru.ssell  Lowell.  He  says 
the  reason  he  has  de<'itleil  to  write  no  iikuc 
Higelow  Is  simply  because  he  is  tired  of 
lum.

A  corrcspomleut  of  the  I^ondon  FiM 
gives  the  following  interesting  narrative: 
In  June,  IIS-W,  Air.  Simmonds,  a  farmer, 
residing  at  Brookhinds  Farm,  Weybridge, 
was  dressing  in  order  to  attend  a  meeting 
at    the    Woburn     House.      Before    put- 
ling  on  his  coat  he  perceived  from  his 
window  an  unusually  large  swarm  of  bees, 
filling  the  air  with  their  cloud  and  noise. 
it  was,  iu  fact,  as  he  afterward  ascertained, 
two  swarms  that  had  come  out  of  two  dis- 
tinct hives,  and  had  united  in  the  air.    He 
ran  out  in  his  shirt-sleeves,  and  without 
his  hat,  to  see  where  they  would  alight. 
The  bees,  after  making  .some  circles  in  the 
air,  letl  him  ofl  to  the  Imuk  of  the  river 
Wey.    Thinking  that  the  bees  might  cros-s 
the  river,  and  perhaps  escape,  he  adopted 
a  plan  not  unc<»mmon  with  Ixjc-masters, 
namely,  that  of  throwing  dust  into  the  air 
among  the  bees.    This  often  makes  them 
.settle  quickly.    They  did  settle  quickly, 
and  this  more  so  than  he  expected,  for  in  a 
short  time  the  whole  of  one  of  the  largest 
swarms  he  had  ever  seen  settled  upon  his 
liead,  face  and  brea.st.     They  hung  down 
in  fnmt  like  a  great  beard,  t4i  the  iKiltom 
ot  his  waistcoat.      Had  he  not  been  accu.s 
lomed  to  bees,  and  perfectly  c<dlected,  his 
situation  would  have  been  a  very  danger- 
ous one  ;  for,  hivJ  he  «t  all  irritated  this 
mass  of  armeil  insects,  he  no  doubt  would 
Iiave  received  a  sulflci«nl  number  of  stings 
to  have  placid  his  life  in  peril.     He  was 
obliged  to  clo.se  his  eyes  slowly  and  to  keep 
his  mouth  shut.    Then,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  entering  his  nostrils,  which  they  en- 
deavored ti)  do,  he  slowly  thrust  one  hand 
through  the  mass,  and  with  his  two  lore 
lingers    managed    to   keep    drawing  and 
pu-shing  them  away   from  his  nostrils  as 
they  tritd   to  enter,  he  breathing  all  the 
while  as  softly  as  possible.     This  was  ne- 
eessjiry,  as  bees  are  generally  irriljited  by 
being  breathed  upou.     He  then  began  to 
consider  what  course  he  should  ttike.     He 
was  some  distance  from  his  house,  and  no 
one    near   him  or  witliin    rail.     His   linst 
llioneht  was  U>  walk  slowly  into  the  river 
Wey,  and  gently  sink  his  head  under  the 
water  and  thus  throw  ofl  the  swarm.     But 
a  moment's  consideration  dissuaded  him 
fnjin  that  attcmpte<l  remedy.   He  coidd  not 
liive  disengaged  them  all,  for  many  wen- 
Itelweeti  his  neckcloth  and  skin,  and  .still 
more  were  crawling  down  his  back.     He 
found  that  it  he  walked  he  could  not  help 
dislurbingthe  hanging  mass,  and  that  every 
little  agitation,  however   slight,  cau.sed  a 
hum  auti  a  his.s  fnmi  some  thousjuuls.     He 
then    itmembeitd   the   account    given    in 
'I'horley's  work  on  bee.s  of  a  swarm  settling 
(m  the  face  and  tuck   of  a  servant  maid, 
who  escaped  unhurl  by  the  care  and  advite 
of  her  master ;  he,  without   irritating  the 
swarm,  having  hived  it  from  off  her  with  a 
hive  well  smeared  with  liouey.      To  avoid 
agitating  the  swann,  Mr.  Simmonds  .slowly 
knelt  dosvn  on  thegra.ss  and  remained  per 
Icctly  .still.     He  tlieii  found  a  number  of 
of  bees  wc;re  gathering  in  a  mass  under  the 
waistband  of  his  trousers  in  the  hollow  of 
his  back,  to  whi(;h  spot  the  others  wen: 
drawing,   indicating  tliat  the  queen    was 
there.     Fearing,  therefore,  that  the  tight- 
ness of  the  wai.slband— rendered   tigliUr 
whenever  he  bieathed—miglit  crush  or  at 
any  rate  irritate  this  part  of  the  swarm,  he 
slowly  unbuttoneil  the  front  of  his  trout^ers. 
It  is  not  easy  to  conceive  a  more  helpless 
condition  than  that  to  \yh'n-h  Mr.  Simmonds 
was  now  reduced.     He  that  was  the  master 
of  forty  hivcH,  from  wnicli  he  could  u.sually 
h'vy   what  spoils   he   plea-seil,  killing   his 
thmi.sandsat  his  leisure  with  a  brimstone 
match,  \tji.s  now  c<mipletely  in  the  power 
ol  one  detachment   of  his  own  army,  and 
WH.S  reduced  to  the  iiiostsujiplianl  jKisition. 
Even  to  call  for  help  would  have  been  dan- 
gerous, as  the  b(  (  s   near  his  mouth  would 
haveUen  undoubtedly  irriUited, and  would 
have  jirobably  entered  his  mouth.     At  this 
moment  he  heanl  a  niilway  train  on  the 
C-'hester   Branch   Railway,  from  which  he 
was  about  (iffy  yards.     It  fortunately  hap 
])entd  that  theengine-driverwa?  known  to 
liim,  and  had  a  little  nunmission  to  sound 
his    railway    whistle    if  he   saw   anything 
wrong  among  his  cows  and  sheep.     This 
engine  driver  seeing  Mr.  Simmonds  on  his 
knees,  with  one  arm  extended  a.«  it  for  lulp, 
and  something  odd  hanging  from  liis  liice, 
.sounded  his  whistle.    This  was  heard  by 
Mr.   Simmonds'  wife,  who  supposed  that 
some  cow  was  ill,  sent  her  scni  and  ti  farm- 
ing man  out  into  the   lieldti.     They  soon 
found  Mr.  Simmonds  in   the  piedicjiment 
alK)ve  described.     In  addition  to  the  hang- 
ing iiia.ss,  there  was  a  cloud  of  bees  still 
flying  around  hiD\,   so   that   to  approach 
him   w:is   not   the   mo.st  agreeable  office. 
However,  they  came  near  enough  to  hear 
him  speak,  which  he  did  very  gently,  mere- 
ly saying :   "  Bring  a  Imshel   hive,  well 
rubbed    with    honey,   and   .some   liricks" 
While  they  were  gone  at  the  top  of  their 
speeil  for  this,  he  remtiined  perfectly  still. 
The  tickling   of  the  Ih-cs  feet  on   his  face 
was  almost  unbearable,  and  the  danger  ui' 
irritating  those  tiiti*  were  down  his  neck 
and  back  was  imminent.    The  most  dilh 
cult  part  he  had  to  perform,  howevir,  was 
that  bi^foie  meutioiieil,   of  dis.suadiiig  the 
bees,  with  the  ends  of  his  two  fore  fingers, 
from  getting  up  his  nostrils.     The.sc  bees 
were  not  in  a  g()od  humor,  as  they  were 
breathed  upon, and  were  also  deternd  from 
doing  as  they  pleaseil,  and  one  l)et?  showed 
his  displcjisiire  by  stinging  Mr.  Simmonds 
.at  the  fork  of  his  two   fore  ling.' rs.     This 
was   not   plca.s;vnt  of  ilKclf;  but  it  was  a 
serious  iKcurrence,  tis  it  might  be  the  j»ie 
hide    Ui    a    more    extensive    attack.     He 
avoided  making   any  start  when  he  was 
stung,   and   contimud   to   push   away   iis 
gently  as  pob.sible  those  that  were  near  his 
nostrils.    This  was  the  only  safe  place  to 
breathe  from,  as  it  was  n<ce.ssary  to  keep 
his  mouth  perfectly  <  losed.     Ol  course,  the 
few  minutes  that  elapsed  before  the  return 
of  h i.s  son  and  servant  seemed  a  terribly 
long  period  to  Mr.  Simmonds,  and  during 
the  whole  of  it  he  remained  as  motionless 
as  possible  on  Ids  knees.     On  I  heir  arrival, 
the  hive  was  placwl  on  three  bricks,  with 
its  month  downward,  and  Mr.  Simmonds 
slowly  laid   himself  on  his  brctist  on  the 
the  grass,  with  his  head  close  to  the  hive 
The  honey  soon  attracted  the  liecs  nearest 
to  it,   and  a  slow  movement  of  the   bees 
'took  plac%  till  at  length  the  whole  swarm 
gathered  itself  under  and  within  the  hive, 
except  a   few   patches  of  Ix-es,  whicli,  in 
walking  away,  Mr.  Simmonds  ea.sily  disen 
gagetl  from  liis  dress  with  his  hands,  and 
made   them  join   their  companions.     Mr. 
Simmonds  thus  escaped  from  not  only  a 
very  disagreeable  but  a  i>erilous  situation. 
It  occupied  two  hours  from  the  time  the 
bees  alighU'tl  on  their  master  to  the  time 
of  his  itjiease

Britain. 

The  New  Orleans  Tinifs  has  a  specijd 
despatch  from  Houston,  Texas,  giving  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  execution,  by  the 
Liberals,  of  MaximiliaiMind  Meija.  None

—A  reference  to  Dr.  Livingstone  is  con- 
tained in  the  following  extract  of  a  Irtter 
from  tlie  gunner  of  H.  ]\I.  S.  Lym,  dateil 
Z.mziliar,  March  38,  to  his  wife,  residing  at 
Howth,  Ireland,  which  is  publidied  in  a 
Dublin  newspaper  :  "  1  think  I  tohl  you  iu 
my  last  that  Dr.  Livingstone  had  been 
inunlercd  in  the  interior  by  the  natives.

A  Valuable  RECEnrr. — A  correspond- 
ent writes  to  the  Philadelphia  Ledger,  that 
six  years'  experience  have  convinced  him 
that  a  coat  of  gum  copal  varnish,  applied 
to  the  soles  ot  boots  and  shoes,  and  re- 
peated as  it  dries  until  the  pores  are  filled, 
and  the  surface  shines  like  polished  ma- 
hogany, will  make  the  soles  waterproof, 
and  also  cause  them  to  last  three  times  as 
long  as  ordinary  soles. 

Plants  for  the  Kitchen.— Take  a 
saucer  and  till  it  with  fresh,  green  moss. 
Place  in  the  centre  a  pine  cone,  having 
tirst  wet  it  thoroughly.  Then  8])rinkle  it 
plentifully  with  grass  seed.  The  moisture 
will  close  the  cone  partially,  and  in  a  day 
or  two  the  tiny  grass  spires  will  appear  in 
all  the  interstices,  and  in  a  week  you  will 
have  a  perfect  cone  of  beautiful  verdure. 
It  only  wants  a  plentiful  supply  of  water 
to  be  a  "thing  <d'  beauty"  all  summer. 

How  to  Keep  Hams  Trraocon  Sum- 
mer.— After  your  hams  have  takeu  salt, 
hang  them  up  and  smoke  them  well,  take 
them  down  and  dip  them  Into  boiling 
water  for  a  few  seconds  ;  that  will  kill  all 
the  eggs  of  insects,  if  there  should  be  any 
onlhtm;  then  roll  them  in  ashes  while 
wot,  and  liang  them  up  again  ;  smoke  them 
more  if  you  ch<x)se.  This  will  do  also  for 
shoulders  and  sides ;  also  those  that  do  their 
bacon  in  this  way,  will  never  have  any 
bugs  or  skippers  on  their  meat. 

Rkmedv  for  Choked  Cattle. — Take  a 
small  parcel  of  gunpowder,  about  two  or 
three  thimbles  full — make  a  small  funnel 
with  thin  paper,  sufficient  only  to  hold  the 
powder ;  close  the  large  end  by  folding — 
ins<'rt  in  the  passage  of  the  throat  cither 
with  the  fingers  or  hand,  or  by  using  a 
small  stick — split  so  as  to  grasp  the  small 
end  of  the  funnel,  and  to  be  easily  with- 
drawn when  desired.  Nothing  else  to  be 
done.  This  has  been  tried  successfully  by 
some  of  the  best  stock  raisers  in  this  vi 
cinity,  anil  has  never  failed,  I  believe,  in 
any  case.

A  C(urespondent  says:  "Make  the  shoe 
its  natural  length,  or  a  trifle  hmger,  with 
the  to«!  calk  of  the  forward  shoe  high  and 
the  heel  calk  low.  The  hoof  will  then 
stand  farther  forward,  and  mon;  removed 
from  the  stride  of  the  hind  foot,  which,  be- 
ing sIukI  with  a  low  toe  calk  and  high  lieel 
calk,  will  strike  the  ground  before  it  reaches 
the  fore  foot.  An  interfering  horse  usual 
ly  strikes  with  the  insiileof  the  hoof,  about 
iwt)  inches  from  the  toe;  therefore,  make 
the  shoe  straighter  on  the  inside  and  rasp 
the  hoof  acconlingly."

— Ti)e  history  of  the  composer  Gounod 
is  interesting.  It  is  related  of  him  that  as 
a  boy  at  college  every  illort  was  made  to 
ilestroy  his  musical  genius.

The  boy  rushed  to  his  school 
desk,  and  after  studying  the  subject,  wrote 
an  air  and  accompaniment,  which  be 
brought  back  to  his  |)rofessor  and  showed 
to  him,  pale  with  emotion,  as  he  felt  on  his 
judgment  his  future  caroerdependeil.  He 
sang  it  to  the  old  man,  who  listened  in 
amazement,  and  kxl  him  to  his  drawing- 
room,  where  he  made  him  play  the  accom- 
paniment on  a  piano.  Those  present  were 
enraptured  by  the  beauty  of  the  cmiqiosi 
tion,  and  it  was  at  once  decided  that  young 
Goun<H.l  must  follow  the  undoubted  genius 
with  which  he  was  gifted.

The  rapid  progress  in  the  construction 
ol'  the  I'acific  Railroad  and  the  prospect 
of  its  completiim  before  the  close  of  1870 
raises  the  imi)ortant  question  as  to  its  i)rob 
able  effect  upon  the  future  conuneice  of 
the  country.  First  of  all,  it  is  patent  that 
this  new  highway  to  the  Pju'iric  must  open 
U|)  a  vast  extent  of  territory  valuable  in 
the  precious  metals  and  in  agricultural  re- 
sources. As  in  the  case  of  all  our  pioneer 
roads,  it  is  to  be  antiei(iated  that  popula 
tlon  will  raj)idly  liKrate  along  its  rou*-e,  and 
especially  iu  those  parta  which  orter  the 
temptations  of  rich  mineral  deposits.  Col- 
orado. Nevada  and  Idaho  are  already 
contributing  an  agi^regate  supply  of  treas- 
ure nearly  equal  to  the  product  of  Califor- 
nia ;  but  the(leveh>|)ment  of  their  resources 
is  being  to  a  large  extent  held  in  abeyance 
until  the  new  roail  affords  them  the  facili- 
ties of  chcapiT  labor  and  safer  trausi)orta- 
tion  to  the  Atlantic.  Following  the  min- 
ing population,  there  must  bean  accession 
of  agriculturists  and  traders,  whose  wants 
will  have  to  be  supplied  from  the  interior. 
One  of  the  fisrt  results  to  be  anticipated 
from  the  r  -ad,  therefore,  must  be  the  open- 
ing id  a  vast  traffic  with  the  rich  country 
between  Omaha  City  and  and  Salt  Lake 
City  ;  which  will,  at  the  same  time,  give  a 
new  stimulus  to  the  trade  of  the  coun- 
try, and  redound  to  the  advantage  of  the 
road. 

Next  comes  the  opcnmg  of  direct  rail- 
road connection  with  the  great  port  of  the 
Pacific.  Already  we  have  a  trade  by 
steamers  and  sailing  vessels  with  San  Fran- 
cisco covering  both  ways,  400  000  tons  of 
freight  annually,  while  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers by  ocean  and  overland  is  estimated 
at  1.50,000  per  annum.  When  the  time  of 
the  journey  is  reduced  to  six  days,  the 
travel  betwvien  the  Pacific  coast  and  the 
Eastern  States  will  naturally  be  largely 
increa.sed.  Eastern  merchandise  will  then 
be  in  a  position  to  compete  on  more  favor- 
able terms  in  the  California  markets  with 
the  importations  from  other  cimntries,  and 
much  of  the  staple  manufactures  now  .sup- 
plied by  England  may  then  be  furnished 
l)y  the  factories  of  New  England,  while 
New  Y'ork  will  wholly  supply  the  San 
Francisco  market  with  the  finer  classes  of 
European  products,  the  consumption  of 
which  among  an  extravagant  and  well-to- 
do  population  is  by  no  means  unimport- 
ant. The  wool  of  California  will  be  placed 
within  easier  reach  of  the  Eastern  man- 
ufacturers, which  will  facilitate  tfieir  com 
petition  with  tin;  fabricants  of  Europe. 
At  present  we  aiv  importing  from  San 
Fnincisco  about  3,000  bales  of  w«)<il  per 
annum,  and  the  only  obstacle  to  a  large 
incsease  in  this  branch  of  trade  is  in  the 
time  and  cost  of  transportation.  The 
leather  exports  from  San  Francisco  are 
becoming  quite  important.  The  .shij)- 
meuts  to  New  York  for  the  last  five  months 
have  been  about  700  rolls ;  how  far  this 
trade  could  be  increased,  with  improved 
coramunioitiou,  need  not  be  indicated. 
California  is  rapidly  rising  as  a  grain  pro- 
<lucing  State.  From  July  1st  18()0,  to 
April  17lh,  1867,  San  Francisco  exported 
800.000,000  pounds  of  wheat  and  340,000 
Imrrels  of  flour ;  and  during  the  seven 
weeks  ending  April  27th  the  shipments 
of  flour  by  the  Isthnuis  to  New  Y'ork 
were  40,000  barrels.  This  shows  that, 
under  certain  contingencies,  even  the 
Eastern  States  may  derive  part  of  the  sup- 
plies of  brcadsturts  from  the  Pacific  ports. 
We  cite  these  factN  as  illustrating  the  ten- 
dency of  California  to  become  an  import- 
ant "source  of  supply  of  some  of  the 
larger  staples  of  commerce,  to  even  the 
Atlantic  States,  and  as  indicating  that  the 
new  route  of  communication  is  likely  to 
serve  for  more  important  purposes  than  as 
a  aiere  conveyance  of  the  precious  melal.s. 
Vast  as  is  the  distance  between  our  Atlan- 
tic and  Pacific  coasts,  yet  there  is  every 
reason  to  »)elieve  that  within  ten  years  the 
population  of  the  two  sections  will  be 
found  exchanging  their  mutual  pnxlucts 
to  an  extent  hitherto  uudreampt  of 

We  apprehend,  however,  that  important 
as  these  purely  domestic  advantages  of 
overland  communication  between  the  At 
lanlic  and  Pacific  may  appear,  yet  the 
consequences  to  imr  foreign  trade  will  ulti- 
mately prove  tar  greater.  We  do  not  see 
how  the  Pacific  Railroad  can  fail  to  ulti- 
mately revolutionize  the  world's  commerce. 
It  is  clear  that  the  shortest  route  for  mer- 
chandise from  the  ports  of  Eugknd  and 
the  continent  to  China,  India,  Australia 
and  the  west  coast  of  South  America  will 
lie  via  New  Y'ork  and  Sau  FrancLsco. 
England  is  dependent  for  the  transportation 
of  freight  to  the  east  upon  sailing  vessels. 
The  voyage  from  London  to  China  aver- 
ages alK)Ut  100  days.  By  the  use  of  steam- 
ers to  New  Y'ork,  and  from  San  Francisco 
to  China,  the  time  occupied  in  the  trans- 
portation of  merchandise  would  be  as 
follows :

Ceylon,  Australia  and  the  Pacific  coast  of 
South  America.  The  Cape  route  must 
therefore  be  superseded  from  the  date  of 
the  opening  of  the  route  across  the  Ameri- 
can Continent,  so  far,  at  least,  as  respects 
the  higher  and  more  valuable  class  of 
freight.  This  prospect  opens  to  the 
American  people  a  new  commercial  vista 
little  expected  by  the  commercial  powers 
of  Europe,  and  which  must  introduce  the 
most  important  changes  in  our  trading 
relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  That 
a  large  amount  of  the  trade  of  the  Old 
World  will  be  transferred  to  us  seems  easily 
imaginable.  That  England  will  continue 
to  be  the  great  distributing  centre  she  now 
is,  and  tliat  London  will  retain  its  position 
as  the  centre  of  the  world's  exchanges,  are 
questions  admitting  of  grave  consideration 
not  to  say  doubt.  In  the  meantime,  it  is 
for  our  capitalists  to  duly  anticipate  all  the 
consequences,  commercial  and  financial, 
which  may  follow  the  completion  of  this 
great  enterprise. 

The  ultimate  completion  of  this  stupend- 
ous enterprise  is  not  a  matter  admitting  of 
question.  The  United  States  issues  to  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  $42,208,- 
000  of  bonds  ;  while  the  company  is  author- 
ized to  issue  an  equal  amount  of  mortgage 
bonds,  which  constitute  a  first  ^/cw  upon  the 
road,  and  in  addition,  stock  to  the  extent  of 
100,000,000;  besides  which  the  company 
own.s  laud  grants  valued  at  $25,000,000. 
It  is  not  presumable  that  the  public  will 
show  any  reluctance  in  taking  the  securities 
of  an  enterprise  promising  such  vast  results 
and  with  an  enormous  prospective  traffic.

Capital  on  a  Farm. 


Many  persons  who  have  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  the  priuci)»les  of  social  economy 
thing  that  manual  labor  is  the  only  source 
of  wealth.  If  this  were  true,  then  a  man 
with  his  naked  hands  could  produce  just 
as  much  value  in  the  course  of  a  year  as 
one  with  a  million  of  capital.  Let  us  see 
how  this  will  work  upon  a  farm. 

Under  the  old  system  of  cultivation,  a 
hundred  and  fifty  lo  two  hundred  dollars 
would  furnish  all  the  implements  neces.sa- 
ry  for  carrying  on  a  large  farm.  Now  it 
is  an  easy  matter  to  invest  from  ten  to 
filleeii  hundred  dollars  for  implements  to 
mrry  on  the  same  farm,  ana  with  that 
capihd,  one  man  will  produce  as  much 
from  the  land  as  five  men  could  without  it. 
Some  may  suppose  that  the  dillcrence  is 
attributable  to  the  inventive  genius  and 
labor  which  proiluced  the  machines.  It  is, 
vriijinally,  it  is  true,  but  all  tliat  is  paid  for 
by  the  farmer  who  purcha.sus  and  uses  the 
machines,  and  fliey  henceforfli  l)ecome  his 
capital,  just  like  any  other  aecumulations 
of  labor  and  previims  capital. 

Capital,  it  should  always  be  n-mcmbercd, 
consists  of  the  accumulations  of  labor,  and 
of  capital  previously  acquired,  and  that 
capital,  joined  with  lauor  is  capable  of 
rejiroducing  il.self  Otherwise  there  would 
be  no  motive  for  accumulating  anything. 
And  here  we  may  remark,  en  jKi.mtnt,  that 
those  who  owe  capital  such  a  sjiite  that 
they  would  fain  rob  its  fruits  of  its  own 
agency,  in  jjroduction,  would,  just  so  far, 
destroy  all  motive  lor  its  accumulation, 
and  banish  it  from  the  world. 

They  .seem  to  act  on  the  principle  that 
every  poor  man  would  be  better  off  if  his 
rich  neighbor  could  be  induced  to  become 
!is  poor  iis  himself 

Withiu  the  memory  of  men  now  living, 
agriculture  was  not' supposed  to  bo  capa- 
ble of  furnishing  capital,  properly  defined, 
with  very  muchemjdoyment.  A  few  sim- 
ple instruments  were  all  that  were  sup- 
posed to  be  capable  of  aiding  the  farmer, 
and  the  rest  was  d»  me  by  hard,  muscular 
e'xertion — by  the  sweat  of  the  face.  But 
bow  wonderfully  has  all  this  been  changed 
within  the  last  thirty  years!  Instead  of 
toiling  and  swcatmg  all  summer  over  the 
lioc.  the  scythe  and  the  cradle,  the  farmer 
may  jump  into  a  spring  seat  and  drive 
gaily  around  his  fields,  while  capital  does 
his  planting  and  hoeing,  and  reaping  and 
mowing  as  if  it  were  a  thing  of  life  and 
thcmght,  and  instinct  with  marvellous 
skill."  And  instead  of  drumming  all  win- 
ter long  with  a  flail  upon  a  barn  floor  to 
thresh  out  a  few  hundred  bushels||f  grain, 
he  doubles  forces  with  his  neigbbors,  and 
the  howling,  huncry,  iron-toothed  thresh- 
er digests  its  thousands  of  bushels  in  a  few 
days,  and  the  crop  is  off  to  market,  and 
the  treasury  notes  are  in  his  till  drawing, 
interest. 

Capital  is  henceforth  to  be  a  permanent 
co-partner  with  labor  in  the  prosccuticm 
of  agrfculture;  nor  will  that  necessity  tend 
to  the  consolidation  of  landed  interests  in 
the  hands  of  a  few.  Agricultural  machin- 
ery will  pay  for  itself  so  fast  that  a  farmer 
can  work  himself  into  the  possession  of 
all,  or  mo.st  of  the  modern  improvements, 
with  but  little  more  eflbrt  than  was  for- 
merly needed  to  possess  himself  of  the 
few  simple  imidements  of  the  olden  time. 
The  use  of  machinery  may  tend  to  restrain 
a  too  minute  subdivision  of  lands,  which 
in  Fnince  and  some  other  European 
Stales  hjis  long  been  felt  as  an  evil ;  but 
we  are  confident  it  will  not  impose  any 
greater  restraint  in  this  direction  than  the 
true  ecoNomy  and  the  best  interests  of  all 
will  demand. 

Every  farmer,  then,  should  have  his  eye 
upon  furnishing  himself,  as  fa.st  as  his  cir- 
cumstances will  permit  with  all  those  im- 
provements iu  implements  which,  from 
the  extent  of  his  farm  and  the  nature  of 
its  products,  he  can  profitably  employ. —

One 
glance  suffiL-ed ;  he  was  ghastly  pale,  and 
seemed  half  insane  with  alarm,  ttterly 
unable  to  conjecture  the  cause,  but  certain 
that  something  terrible  must  have  happen- 
ed, I  gasped,  "  What  is  it  ?  " 

"  O,  sir  !  don't  you  know?"  said  he — 
"  are  you  sure  you  don't  know?    They're 

Sine,  sir — bolted — Mr.  Fred  and  Miss 
ella— the  two  of  them,  and  the  new  maid 
— ofl  in  a  post  chaise  three  good  hours  ago. 
And  who's  to  tell  the  governor  I  don't 
know  ;  I  daren't."

From  the  Jsew  York  Herald. 
I  have  been  a  railroad  engineer  many 
years,  and  reading  a  short  time  ago  of  a 
singular  railroad  adventure  in  England, 
has  prompted  me  to  give  an  account  of  an 
incident  m  my  own  experience.  I  was 
running  on  the  Southern  roao,  in  Chili, 
South  America — a  line  of  about  eighty 
miles,  extending  from  Santiago  to  San  Fer- 
nando. The  Northern  road  starts  out  Irom 
the  same  depot  at  Santiago  and  runs  to 
Valparaiso,  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles. 
It  was  my  day  off,  when,  about  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  the  superintendent  sent 
for  me,  and  said  he  wished  me  to  make  up 
the  Northern  nigat  train  at  seven  o'clock, 
as  the  yard  engine  had  broke  down  and  all 
the  others  were  out  on  the  line  except  the 
"Maipu,"  which  was  to  take  the  train 
through,  and  he  did  not  like  to  put  that 
work  on  her  engineer,  as  the  night  was  a 
stormy  one  and  he  would  have  it  hard 
enough  at  his  regular  post  The  train 
was  to  ^o  out  at  half  past  seven,  and  con- 
sisted ot  freight  cars,  with  a  few  passenger 
coaches  attached  to  the  rear.  I  had  made 
up  the  train  and  was  backing  into  the  yard 
again  with  two  cars  of  the  ^uthem  road, 
in  order  to  get  them  under  shelter,  when 
my  attention  was  attracted  by  the  locomo- 
tive Valparaiso  suddenly  starting  out  and 
rushing  down  the  rgad.  Almost  at  the 
same  moment  the  superintendent  came 
running  Irom  the  office,  breathlessly  sprang 
on  my  engine,  shouted  to  a  couple  of  men 
to  get  into  the  cars,  and  told  me  to  nm  out 
on  the  Northern  road  at  the  highest  speed. 
The  superintendent  was  terribly  excited, 
and  as  I  moved  ahead  out  of  the  station  he 
said,  "  Henry  is  in  one  of  his  fits  again  to- 
night, and  has  gone  on  with  the  Maipu. 
He  will  push  her  through  till  he  smashes 
into  the  up-train.  I  have  telegraphed  to 
Llaillai  and  Quillota  to  c^ear  the  stations 
and  keep  the  line  open  for  two  specials ; 
and  to  Limache  to  switch  the  Maipu  off 
the  track  into  the  mud  if  she  don't  stop. 
We  can  catch  him,  I  think ;  hook  on  nnd 
stop  him.  For  God's  sake,  drive  her  last  I" 
The  situation  flashed  through  my  mind  in 
a  moment.  Henry,  the  superintendent's 
son,  had  been  an  engineer,  and  was  mjuced 
on  the  line  some  months  before,  since 
which  time  he  had  not  been  allowed  to  run 
in  consequence  of  occasional  attacks  of 
insanity.  At  such  periods  he  imagined 
that  he  was  to  run  a  special,  and  could 
with  difficulty  be  restrained  from  violence 
when  opposed.  One  of  his  fits  was  now  on 
him,  and  cimningly  eluding  the  watchful- 
ness of  his  father,  he  had  taken  the  Maipu 
in  the  absence  of  the  engineer,  got  control 
of  the  fireman  by  some  means,  was  tearing 
along  the  road,  already  four  or  fire  miles 
ahead.  Henry  had  been  like  a  brother  to 
me,  and  as  I  settled  down  upon  my  seat  at 
the  window,  I  determined  to  make  it  a  run 
for  success  or  death.  Although  the  Maipu 
was  a  loDg  ways  ahead,  there  were  sereral 


things  in  my  favor.  She  was  an  English 
engine,  and  could  run  through  to  Valpa- 
raiso if  well  handled,  without  stopping  for 
wood  or  water  ;  but  her  drivers  were  too 
small  for  very  great  speed.  I  had  the 
Firefly,  an  AmcricHu  locomotive,  with  im- 
mense drivers,  and  believed  that  I  could 
drive  her  steadily  at  sixty  miles  an  hour  on 
a  proper  road.  Besides,  I  had  two  Ameri- 
can passenger  cars  to  balance  me,  and  I  felt 
Sretty  sure  that  if  1  could  get  hold  of  the 
[aipu  my  brakes  would  h()ld  her. 

From  Santiago  the  road  stretches  for 
thirty  miles  in  a  straight  line  up  the  level 
valley,  then  turns  to  the  lelt,  ascending  a 
steep  and  tortuous  ravine  to  the  summit  of 
the  mountain,  from  which  it  descends  at 
another  very  steep  grade  for  twelve  miles 
down  to  Llaillai,  through  three  tunnels, 
along  frightful  precipices  and  across  dark 
ravines  that  make  one  dizzy  to  look  into. 
From  Llaillai  there  is  another  long  straight 
run  up  a  valley,  through  the  city  of  Quil- 
lota and  past  numerous  stations  till,  ninety 
miles  from  Santiago,  we  strike  the  heavy 
grade  and  tunnel  of  Limache.  The  tun- 
nel is  1,800  feet  long,  and  three  miles  be- 
yond is  the  village  where  the  Maipu  was 
to  be  stopped.  There  were  but  two  trains 
coming  up,  one  which  left  Valparaiso  at  4 
p.  M.  and  would  be  stopped  by  the  telegram 
at  Llaillai  ;  and  the  regular  night  train, 
whicli  tlie  Maipu  woulil  probably  meet  if 
unchecked,  just  beyoud  Linmclm.  I  felt 
ceilain  that  ilenr}-  would  not  stop  at  any 
of  llie  stations,  nor  regard  the  lianuerous 
parts  of  the  road,  but  would  dash  rcckles.s- 
ly  on  at  a  rate  of  speed  which  1  dared  not 
inaintaiu  on  some  of  the  curves  and 
bridges.  Besides,  my  two  cars,  while  they 
would  assist  on  the  levels  and  beyond  the 
summit,  would  retard  me  on  the  upgrades, 
and  I  knew  that  I  had  to  bring  into  use 
not  only  the  utmost  capacity  of  my  engine, 
but  all  my  faculties  and  experience. 

In  a  lew  minutes  after  leaving  the  depot 
at  Santiago  I  had  plenty  of  steam,  and 
opening  the  throttle  a  little  the  Firefly 
seemed  to  settle  down  to  her  work  like  a 
raceli«)rse.  I  pushed  aside  the  window  and 
leaned  out  to  listen  to  the  machinery. 
Everything  played  as  steadily  as  a  clock. 
The  huioolh  rails  scarcely  clanked  as  we 
swept  aloHg,  and  as  the  speed  increased  the 
hum  of  the  drivers  and  quiver  of  the  en- 
gine thrilled  me  like  elictricily.  Once  I 
saw  the  glare  of  the  Maipu  far  ahead  in 
the  darkness,  as  lier  fireman  opened  the 
furnace  doors,  but  I  cou'd  not  tell  whether 
I  was  gaining  cm  her  or  not ;  and  in  a  short 
lime  the  curves  of  the  mountain  pass  hid 
her  from  me  altogether.  We  rushed  on 
oust  Coliua,  Tiltil  and  Montenegro  with- 
out slacking  up,  climbed  the  grade  to  the 
summit,  and.  shutting  ott"  steam,  swept 
hke  a  meteor  down  the  rocky  mountain 
side.  The  night  was  one  of  thewili'est  of 
the  seaaim.  A  fierce  wind,  laden  with  sleet 
beat  heavily  against  the  whidow  of  my 
cab,  and  as  my  headlight  flashed  along  the 
thorn  bushes  'by  the  side  of  the  road, 
writhing  and  twisting  in  the  storm,  seemed 
like  the  flitting  spectres  of  some  horrid 
dream.  Now  the  light  would  illuminate 
some  chasm,  into  which  the  engine  ap- 
peared to  be  plunging ;  but  the  wheels 
clung  surely  to  the  shining  rails,  and  glid- 
ing along  the  curve  the  Firefly  would  dash 
into  a  tunnel  and  round  the  rocky  blufl's 
as  if  imbued  with  demoniac  life.  Fiomthe 
foot  of  the  mountain  I  could  see  the  lights 
of  the  station  at  Llaillai  gleaming  faintly 
through  the  rain,  and  the  great  fiery  eye 
of  the  up- train's  engine;  but  the  signal- 
lanterns  answered  my  whistle  "  all  right," 
and  we  rushed  through  the  long  station, 
crowded  with  excited  people,  at  almost  a 
mile  a  minute.  Beyond  Llaillai  I  again 
got  a  glimpse  of  the  Maipu's  li  ht,  and 
knew  I  was  gaining  on  her;  but  half  the 
allotted  distance  was  already  run.  As  we 
struck  each  straight  section  of  the  line, 
and  now  and  then'saw  the  bright  gleam  of 
the  Maipu's  furnace  reflectf  d  in  her  steam, 
the  superintendent  would  become  more  ex- 
cited, but  he  never  spoke  to  me  ;  and  the 
minutes  slipped  away,  with  nothing  to 
break  the  monotony  of  our  anxiety. 

I  had  ran  nearly  eighty  miles,  and  still 
had  plenty  oi  coal  and  water.  My  only 
fear  was  for  the  journals  of  the  passenger 
cars,  but  they  had  not  yet  given  any  trouble; 
and  passing  through  the  long  street  of 
Quillota,  as  I  emerged  from  the  town  and 
saw  the  Maipu  but  a  mile  aiiead,  I  put  my 
engine  to  her  utmost  speed.  Il  appeared 
somelimes  as  if  the  Firefly  leaped  clear  of 
the  rails ;  and  in  spite  of  the  two  cars  be- 
hind, she  swayed  to  and  fro  so  violently 
that  I  had  to  stand  up  and  steady  myself 
with  one  hand  on  the  lhn)ttlc  and  the  olLer 
on  the  reversing  bar.  Petty  soon  my  head- 
light began  to  shine  on  the  Maipu's  tender, 
then  her  numl)er  came  out  in  bright,  gild- 
ed letters,  and  in  a  lew  moments  her  cab 
became  so  lighted  up  as  to  reveal  Henry 
and  the  fireman  distinctly.  Henry  had 
discovered  me  several  minutes  before,  and 
evidently  suspecting  my  intention,  had 
crowded  on  speed,  but  his  drivers  were  no 
match  for  mine,  and  we  entered  the  tunne' 
near  Limache  almost  together.  Limache 
is  three  miles  beyond  the  tunnel,  but  there 
the  road  turift  in  a  sharp  curve  and  runs 
up  the  other  side  of  the  liltle  valley  in  a 
direction  parallel  to  that  followed  by  the 
line  at  the  tunnel,  and  distant  only  about 
a  mile  and  a  half.  As  we  shot  out  of  the 
tunnel  I  looked  to  the  right,  and  away 
through  the  darkness  could  see  the  up  train 
on  the  same  rails  and  with  only  about 
eight  miles  of  track  between  us.  In  an  in- 
stant I  caught  the  fireman,  shouted  in  his 
ear  to  take  the  tholtle  and  to  whislje 
"down  brakes— hard"  when  I  signalled, 
and  then  rushed  out  along  the  engine  to 
the  front.  Henry  saw  me  and  seemed 
hesitating  wheth'er  to  leave  his  post  and 
beat  me  back  from  his  tender,  but  I  quickly 
stepped  down  on  the  cowcatcher,  and  was 
hidden  from  view.  As  I  stood  on  the  nar- 
row frame,  with  the  earth  glistening  away 
sf)  swiftly  under  me,  and  wailing  lor  the 
short  space  between  me  and  the  Maipu's 
to  close  up,  all  sense  of  my  perilous  hwjt- 
hold  was  lost  in  the  overwhelming  realiza- 
tion of  the  danger  a  head.  A  coUision 
with  the  passenger  train  or  a  plunge  down 
the  embankment  from  the  open  switch  was 
certain  unless  I  could  couple  in  time  to 
stop  the  Maipu.  There  were  not  over  five 
minutes  left  Should  I  risk  the  loss  of  the 
Firefly  and  the  lives  of  all  on  board,  in 
trying  to  accomplish  an  apparent  impos- 
sibility or  should  I  check  the  awful  speed 
we  were  making,  save  ourselves,  and  let 
the  Maipu  rush  on  alone  to  destruction. 

I  have  a  laint  recollection  of  frantically 
straining  at  the  connecting  rod  to  force 
down  the  coupling  bolt,  a  sudden  jerk  as  I 
went  past  the  smokestack,  and  a  paralyz- 
ing chill  of  terror,  but  the  rest  is  all  a  blank. 
I  awoke  out  of  what  seemed  to  have  been 
a  long  nightmare,  and  found  myself  in  a 
darkened  room,  with  not  a  sound  except 
the  low  rustle  of  a  dress  where  some  one 
sat  rocking  in  an  easy  chair  beyond  the 
curtains.  Careful  nursmg  brought  me  out 
in  a  few  weeks,  But  not  t)efore  I  learned 
that  I  was  thrown  from  the  engine  when 
the  fireman  reversed,  and  that  the  Maipu 
was  saved.  The  Fiiefly  and  my  strong 
brakes  had  stoppctlher  within  a  few  feel  of 
the  open  rails,  when  the  diflerence  of  a 
second  would  have  dashed  her  to  peices. 
Harry  was  sent  to  an  asylum,  and  I  believe 
has  since  recovered,  but  it>  not  permitted 
to  have  anything  to  do  with  railroading. 
The  fireman  whom  he  overpowered  and 
bent  to  his  will  also  gotten  over  his  scare, 
and  runs  with  me  on  the  Firefly. 

Three  brothers,  bearing  a  remarka- 
ble resemblance  to  each  other,  are  in  the  habit  of 
shaving  at  the  same  barbershop.

In  the  evening  the  third  brother  made  his  appear- 
ance, when  Uie  man  dropped  his  razor  in  astonish- 
ment, and  exclaimed,  "  Veil,  mein  (iott  t  dat  man 
has  the  fashtest  beard  I  never  saw.  1  shaves  him 
dismomin,'  I  shaves  him  at  dinner-times,  and  he 
comes  now  back  mit  his  beard  so  long  as  it  never

The  U.  S.  Senate  has  passed  a  bill  giving 
men  who  had  a  good  record,  and  left  their 
regiments  af^er  the  19th  of  April,  dischar- 
ges, but  not  to  reeceive  any  pay  thereby 
forfeited. 

A  dreadful  accident  recently  occurred 
on  a  railroad  near  Warrington,  England. 
Five  passengers  were  killed  and  thirty  or 
forty  seriously  injured. 

The  President  has  sent  to  the  Senate 
the  nominations  of  Henry  J.  Rajanond  as 
Minister  to  Berlin,  and  George  Bancroft 
as  Minister  to  Austria.  Bancroft  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate  on  the  15th,  while 
Raymond  has  just  sailed  for  Europe. 

The  Fenians  of  America  have  succeeded 
in  settling  the  difficulties  which  existed 
among  themselves,  and  to-day  the  organi- 
zation stands  united  under  the  leadership 
of  President  Roberts.  What  the  Brother- 
hood proi)Ose  doing  is  enveloped  in  deep 
myster3'. 

The  New  York  Exjrress  notes  some  ex- 
citement on  Broadway  on  the  loth,  in  con- 
sequence of  George  Jones,  of  the  Times, 
pulling  Cyrus  W.  Field's  nose  for  having 
neglected  to  apologize  for  calling  Jones  a 
liar  at  the  cable  dinner  to  the  press  last 
week.  The  Pout  says  Mr.  Jones  did  not  pull 
Mr.  Field's  nose  nor  touch  him  in  any 
way,  but  was  pushed  aside  by  Mr.  Field's 
umbrella. 

General  Grant  has  no  hesita  tion  in  pro- 
nouncing our  Indian  War  as  one  got  up  in 
the  interest  of  the  various  classes  of  spec- 
ulators on  the  l)or(ler.  As  a  specimen  of 
the  exaggerated  reports  of  the  Indian 
fights  circulated  in  the  country,  the  official 
report  received  by  General  Grant  of  the 
fight,  in  which  it  was  reported  that  Roman 
Nose  comminded,  and  was  killed  after 
killed,  afkr  killing  thirteen  whites,  shows 
that  only  two  whites  were  wounded,  and 
the  horse  of  Roman  Nose  was  shot  and 
not  the  rider. 

Secretary  Seward  in  reply  to  the  appli- 
cation of  Dr.  Naphegy  for  the  interven- 
tion ol  the  Government  for  the  release  ot 
Santa  Anna  (who  was  not  shot,  after  all), 
states  that  at  the  time  of  the  capture,  the 
Virginia  was  not  engaged  in  her  regular 
business  as  a  merchant  and  passenger  ves- 
sel, but  was  chartered  by  Santa  Anna  to 
carry  himself  and  his  suite  to  Mexico  on 
an  illegal  and  beligerent  expedition.  He 
also  quotes  from  the  \<  tter  of  Santa  Anna 
to  Gen.  Peraza  to  show  that  he  landed 
voluntarily.  Under  this  state  of  facts,  and 
inasmuch  as  Santa  Anna  went  to  Mexico 
falsely  pretending  that  he  acted  under  the 
authority  of  United  States,  Mr.  Seward 
thinks  the  Government  should  await  more 
definite  information  before  proceeding  in 
the  matter. 


Foreign    Intelllsfeiice. 

The  comer  stone  of  the  new  Prot- 
testant  church  in  Paris,  was  laid  on  Sat- 
urday. 

The  Russian  Government  has  sold  the 
St.  Petersburgh  &  Moscow  Railroad  to 
Baring  Bros  «k  Ilolinkger. 

During  the  recent  prevalence  of  the 
cholera  in  Buenos  Ay  res,  sixteen  thousand 
persons  died  of  the  disease.  It  has  now 
disappeared. 

The  British  Reform  bill  passed  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  has  gone  to  the 
House  of  Lords,  where  it  has  been  ordered 
to  a  second  reading. 

A  St.  Petersburg  dispatch  states  that  the 
note  on  the  condition  of  Ireland,  purport- 
ng  to  have  been  sent  by  the  Russian  Gov- 
.  mmcnt,  is  a  fabrication. 

The  interruptions  to  travel  upon  the 
Chicago  and  Great  Eastern  railroa',  by 
the  strikers  at  Logansport,  Ind.,  have  been 
stopped  by  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the 
difficulties. 

A  prosp  ctus  has  been  issued  in  England 
for  the  Anglo-Italian  Telegraph  Company, 
with  an  extension  hereafter  to  China,  Ja- 
pan and  Australia,  capital  one  million 
pounds  sterling. 

Dubhn  reports  from  the  county  of  Mayo 
and  the  adjoining  district  of  Connemara, 
represent  the  destitution  and  suffering  ol 
the  inhabitants  as  becoming  extreme,  in 
consequence  of  the  famine  in  Ireland. 

The  Papal  Government  is  much  alarmed 
by  the  menacing  attitude  of  the  Garibaldi- 
ans,  and  the  batteries  around  Rome  are  to 
be  put  in  effective  condition.  The  Pope 
has  asked  aid  of  France  to  protect  the  city 
of  Rome,  and  Napoleon  has  consented  to 
give  it. 

A  man  claiming  to  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  has  been  arrested  in  Pans, 
at  the  request  of  the  Portugese  Govc^n- 
ment,  and  sent  to  Lisbon.  Our  Minister 
has  made  a  demand  on  the  Government  of 
Portugal  for  his  release  and  return  to  Paris. 

The  Austrian  Govornment  has  despatch- 
ed Admiral  Tegethon,  of  the  navy,  to  Mex- 
ico, fir  the  body  of  Maximihan.  The  Ad- 
miral goes  tit  New  York.  The  reported 
sending  of  a  fleet  for  this  purpose  was  un- 
true. 

Nearly  the  whole  town  of  Basseteme, 
Island  of  St.  Kitts,  West  Indies,  was  de- 
.stroyed  by  fire  on  the  night  of  the  3d  inst. 
Five  lives  were  lost  The  destitute  inhab- 
itants were  abundantly  supplied  with  pro- 
visions by  the  Peoria  and  the  Governor ,of 
Antigua,  to  which  island  she  carried  the 
news. 

Since  the  capture  of  the  City  of  Mexico 
by  the  Liberal  forces  nothing  has  been 
heard  by  the  French  Government  of  Mal- 
tonez  Dano,  its  Minister  in  that  city.  Na- 
poleon has  announced  his  intention  of 
sending  a  strong  fleet  to  Vera  Cruz  to  re- 
take Mr.  Dano,  should  he  have  been  made 
prisoner,  and  resent  any  indignity  offered 
him  by  the  Juarez  G  overnment 

Thh  report  that  negotiations  are  pend- 
ing for  the  settlement  of  the  Alabama 
claims  on  the  basis  of  the  purchase  by  the 
United  States  of  British  Columbia,  lying 
between  Washmgton  Territory  and  the 
Northwestern  possessions  recently  ac- 
fjuired  from  Russia,  is  again  revived,  with 
the  intimation  that  there  is  good  reason 
reasons  for  believing  that  they  will  result 
in  a  treaty. 

The  Obsermdor,  of  Matamoras,  states 
that  when  Maximilian  learned  the  sentence 
passed  upon  him,  he  offered  a  million  dol- 
lars to  General  Ribandeira,  the  keei>er  of 
the  prisoners,  to  be  allowed  a  chance  of 
escape  Ribandeira  requested  a  written 
promise  from  the  Archduke,  and  when  he 


obtained  it,  showed  the  document  to  Gen 
eral  Escobedo.     General  E.scobedo  gave 
ordere  at  once  that,  in  case  he  attempted 
to  escape,  any  of  the  guards  might  shoot 
him  on  his  (Escobedo's)  respousibility. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  uniform  foina«»e 
convention  at  Paris,  it  is  said  that  Uie  value 
of  the  American  gold  dollar  will  be  re- 
duced to  that  of  the  French  five-franc 
piece,  which  was  adopted  as  the  standard. 
The  French  Government  will  coin  a  piece 
of  twenty-five  francs,  and  the  English 
Government  will  reduce  the  sovereign 
to  the  same  standard,  both  of  which  will 
be  identical  in  value  with  the  American 
half-eagle.  The  American  dollar,  thus 
changed,  will  become  the  imit  of  gold 
coins. 


The    IVefit. 

On  the  13th,  the  Theatre  Comique,  o^ 
St.  Louis,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Loss, 
1110,000. 

The  night  express  on  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  and  Pacific  Railroad,  going  west  on 
the  10th,  met  with  an  accident  near  Green 
River  Station.  The  sleeping  car  and 
coach  forward  of  it  were  thrown  down  an 
embankment  twelve  feet  high.  Both 
coaches  turned  over  twice,  and  were  badly 
smashed.  There  was  one  child  killctl,  and 
about  fifteen  persons  injured,  most  of  them 
seriously. 

A  collision  occurred  on  the  night  of  the 
11th,  near  Gardner,  a  station  on  the  Chi- 
cago and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  between  a 
passenger  and  a  freight  train,  the  latter 
being  ofl'  its  time.  Frank  Wilkins,  Eng- 
lish Cou.sul  at  Chicago,  and  a  biakeman, 
were  instantly  killed,  and  some  eight  or 
ten  more  badly  hurt,  two  of  whom  have 
since  died.  The  baggage  and  ^ xprc^s  cars 
were  consumed  by  fire,  and  the  United 
States  Express  Company  has  since  paid  -to 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Springfield 
$'iO,(K}0,  in  payment  for  funds  destroyed. 

Tlte    «>ionth. 

Jacob  Barker  the  broken  banker,  was 
recently  beaten  in  the  street  in  New  Or- 
leans with  a  brickbat  in  the  hands  of  an 
Irishwoman  who  had  her  money  deposited 
in  his  bank. 

A  party  of  one  hundred  filibusters, 
among  them  some  half  a  dozen  deserters 
from  the  United  States  army,  have  left 
New  Orleans  within  a  day  or  two,  destined 
for  Mexico. 

The  army  worm  is  reported  to  be  devas- 
tating the  cotton  fields  in  ^lissi>;sippi,  and 
threatens  the  entire  destrHction  of  the 
crop  on  lands  that  were  overflowed  during 
the  spring  freshets. 

A  directory  recently  published  in  Rich- 
mond gives  in  its  local  history  of  the  city 
the  singular  and  signifitmnt  fact  that  3CS 
houses  in  the  city  are  owned  by  negroes, 
all  of  which  were  acquired  while  slavery 
existed;  and  no  instance  has  occurred 
since  the  termination  of  the  war  of  any 
negro  purchasing  or  acquiring  ownership 
of  a  house. 

The  Richmond  newspapers  are  constant- 
ly dying  out.  Too  man}'  papers  were 
pubhshed  there  for  so  small  a  city.  A  short 
time  ago  the  Richmond  Times  w  as  merged 
into  the  Enquirtr,  and  now  the  Enquinr  is 
merged  into  the  Examiner.  This  new 
paper,  with  the  Whig  and  the  Dixpnfch — 
three  dailies — are  now  all  that  are  lelt  of 
seven  or  eight  papers  published  in  Rich- 
mond not  long  ago. 


Deatki  4>r  iVIaxiiiiilian. 

New  Youk,  July  10. 

At  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  10th 
the  troops  of  Escobedo  formed  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  city  for  the  execution  of 
Maximilian  and  his  Generals,  the  people 
of  Queretaro  flocking  by  thousands  to  see 
the  closing  scenes. 

At  seven  the  bel's  toll  and  announce  that 
the  pristmers  have  left  their  prisons  for  the 
Ja.'«l  time,  and  are  on  their  way  to  their 
execution. 

After  a  lew  moments  they  appear,  drawn 
in  carriages,  and  a  large  guard  around 
them,  the  Emperor  first,  Miramon  next, 
and  Mejia  last.  The  carriages  stop,  and 
the  prisoners  get  out  among  ihc  conclave. 
One  can  hardly  see  a  dry  eye,  and  tokens 
of  dissatistiiclion  are  manilested. 
Maximilian's  BrEEcii. 

Maximilian,  on  alighting,  is  saluted  by 
the  people  ;  in  an  easy  and  graceful  man- 
ner, and  with  an  elastic  step,  he  marched 
to  the  fatal  spot.  In  taking  his  position 
the  Emperor  spoke  in  a  clear,  finii  manner, 
and  with  nothing  of  bravado  He  teemed 
to  feel  his  situation,  and  said  when  he  was 
first  watted  upon  at  home  by  the  deputa- 
tion from  Mexico,  who  came  with  creden- 
tials offering  him  the  Grovernment  of  the 
country,  he  refused.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting,  the  proposition  was  again  prcsent- 
td,  and  he  replied  that  if  convinced  that 
the  majority  thoughl  that  it  was  to  their 
interest  to  place  liiin  at  the  head  of  the 
Government,  he  might  consent.  Another 
deputation  waited  upon  him  and  brought 
additional  testimonials.  Upon  advice  from 
the  powers  of  Europe,  who  told  him  there 
was  no  other  a)ur8e  to  pursue,  he  acct  pteil 
the  call.  He  denied  that  the  court  that 
tried  him  had  a  right  to  do  so.  liis  was  a 
case  of  good  faith.  The  nations  of  the 
world  had  pledged  their  fi^ith  to  him.  He 
never  would  have  done  the  act  had  it  not 
been  for  the  good  of  Mexico.  In  conclu- 
sion, he  hoped  his  blood  would  stop  the 
effusion  of  blood  in  Mexico. 

MIR.\M0N'8  SPtEClI. 

Miramon  spoke  from  a  paper.  He  told 
them  that  he  was  no  traitor,  but  bad  alwa3'S 
opposed  liberal  principles,  and  always  been 
against  the  disorder  of  the  country.  The 
func  of  his  acts  would  live,  and  posterity 
would  judge  whether  he  was  right  or  w  roug. 
He  closed  with  the  words  :  "  Viva  La  Em- 
pire."   "  Vwa  La  Mexico." 

MEJLA.. 

Mejia  made  no  address.  He  went  to  Es- 
cobedo and  said  he  would  die  pf>or,  that  he 
had  never  made  an  effort  to  make  money. 
His  only  wealth  consisted  in  40  cattle  in 
the  mountains.  He  asked  that  the  mer- 
chants of  Matamoras,  to  whom  he  owed 
considerable,  would  not  press  his  wife  to 
-pay  his  debts  when  they  came  into  po.«sses- 
sion  of  the  money  left  them  by  the  kindness 
of  the  Emperor.

—Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  send  regularly 
three  coaches  every  other  day  from  Jules- 
burg  to  Denver,  one  hundred  and 
eighty-two  miles.  These  have  military 
protection,  as  it  ia  necessary  to  insure 
their  safety. 

—Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Stevens,  of  Hobo- 
ken,  N  J.,  gave  a  strawberry  festival  last 
week,  at  which  2,000  children  were  present 
Five  thousand  baskets  of  strawberries, 
5,000  cakes,  and  130  gallons  of  ice  cream 
V^ere  consomed. 


— It  is  reported  that  one  of  the  largest 
railroads  in  the  country  has  adopted  the 
custom  of  paying  its  laborers  the  price  of 
a  barrel  of  flour  per  week,  as  the  most  just 
and  s;itisfactory  mode  of  measuring  the 
value  of  labor. 

—While  Robert  H.  Barton,  of  Somer- 
ville,  Massachusetts,  was  being  shaved  in 
a  barber's  shop  at  Boston,  last  week  he 
suddenly  jumped  trom  the  chair  to  secure 
his  horse,  which  was  moving,  when  the 
razor  completely  severed  his  nose  from  his 
face. 

— The  Pennsylvania  oil  wells  are  at 
their  lowest  ebb,  the  whole  State  yielding 
less  than  6,000  barrels  per  day.  At  Phila- 
delphia lately,  2,000  shares  of  stock,which 
once  brought  a  large  premium  and  repre- 
sented an  aggregate  of  $50,000,  were  sold 
for  $10. 

— Cutler  Evans,  the  leading  Shaker  at 
Lebanon,  N.  Y.,  says  that  he  foresaw 
trouble  a  few  weeks  before  Mr.  Lincoln's 
death,  and  wrote  to  him  to  oome  and 
stay  among  the  Shakers  a  few  weeks. 
The  letter  is  now  on  file  in  tlie  State  De- 
partment. 

— A  New  York  court  has  decided  that 
the  printeil  statement  on  a  railroad  ticket 
coupon  "  not  gootl  if  detached,"  is  legal, 
and  that  if  the  passenger  detaches  it  he 
forfeits  the  privileges  to  which  the  cou- 
pon, if  left  upon  the  ticket,  would  entitle 
him. 

— The  great  elms  of  Boston  Common — 
the  pride  of  the  New  England  metropolis 
— are  being  devastated  by  worms.  A  few 
years  ago  a  Maj'or  placed  a  colony  of  s<iuir- 
rels  in  it,  which  have  driven  away  the 
birds,  and  the  park  is  now  abandoned  to 
the  worms. 

— The  Observatorj'  at  Cincinnati,  built 
by  the  energy  and  influence  of  the  late 
Professor  Mitchell,  has  fallen  into  a  state 
of  decay,  and  its  splendid  instrument 
which  was  once  the  pride  of  the  country, 
serves  now  only  to  amuse  idle  specta- 
tors, who  want  to  look  at  the  mau  in  the 
moon. 

— In  some  of  the  towns  in  Western 
Massachusetts  a  thrivin-^  business  is  car- 
ried on  in  the  sale  of  cai>  ;.ige  plant.  The 
customers  are  said  to  call  at  a  very  early 
hour  in  the  morning.  Tl.e  most  curious 
part  in  the  transaction  is  that  the  custo 
mers  bring  jugs  and  bottles  to  get  their 
cabbage  plants  in ! 

— Julesbarg,  the  new  western  terminu'? 
for  traffic  on  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  is 
ISO  miles  wcot  of  Omaha,  and  will  be  the 
distributing  depot  for  all  points  on  the 
plains  until  the  track  arrives  at  the  east 
base  of  the  mounts  ins.  Denver  can  now 
be  reached  from  this  point,  by  stage  in 
two  days. 

— The  city  of  Philadelphia  has  within  a 
few  days  ordered  the  Nicholson  pavement 
laid  through  one  entire  street,  two  miles  in 
length,  by  the  request  of  the  owners  of 
property  on  the  street.  The  whole  expense 
is  $280,(X)0,  and  is  believed  that  it  will  add 
nearly  half  a  million  to  the  value  of  real 
estate  on  the  street. 

—It  seems  that  End-of-thc- World  Dr. 
Cummings  made  a  trifling  error  is  his  cal- 
culations concerning  the  total  destruction 
to  take  place  in  1«67.  In  revising  his  work 
he  found  that  he  had  overlooked  figures, 
which  add  something  like  a  quintillion  of 
years  to  the  race  which  this  mundane 
sphere  has  to  run.     We  feel  relieved. 

— Mr.  Macaulaj',  manager  of  the  Athe- 
n«Bum  at  Detroit,  together  with  several 
other  parties  \n  Detroit,  has  purchased 
the  old  Railroad  Hotel  property,  on  Cam- 
pus Martius,  for  $50,000,  and  proposes  to 
put  up  an  opera  house  there,  to  cost 
$100,000,  capable  of  seating  2,,5O0  peo- 
ple, the  building  to  be  completed  next 
year. 

— The  all-important  question  at  least  to 
stockholders,  whether  the  Atlantic  cable 
would  pay,  has  been  satisfactorily  answered 
by  Capt.  Sherard  Osborn,  who,  in  a 
communication  to  the  Ltmdon  Timen, 
states  that  the  estimatetl  receipts  for  the 
first  year  will  reach  £450,000,  or  within 
£150,000  of  the  original  cost  of  the  last 
laid  cable. 

— Silas  C.  Herring,  the  great  safe  man, 
offers  a  wager  of  $10,000  to  the  other 
safe  exhibitors  at  the  Paris  Exposition, 
that  he  will  make  an  international  bonfire 
of  their  safes,  in  which  his  salamander 
shall  remain  perfectly  fireproof,  and 
the  same  amount  that  his  will  stand  bur- 
glars better  than  any  sale  now  at  the  Ex- 
positicm. 

— There  are  now  in  operation  in  the 
world  95,727.2  nuleslof  railroad,  of  which 
the  United  States  has  36,80:1.3;  Great 
britian  and  Ireland,  13,286 ;  France, 
8,982  5;  Prussia,  5.794.8;  Austria,  2,830; 
and  all  of  Europe,  50,117  5  ;  North  Amer- 
ica, 39,414.1 ;  Asia,  3,660.3;  South  America, 
1,041.9;  Africa,  375;  Australasia,  607.9 
West  Indies,  410.3. 

— The  Boston  Journal  says  that  a  few 
mornings  since  a  merchant  was  seen  walk- 
ing down  Milk  street,  apparently  m  great 
haste  to  reach  his  store.  A  neighbor 
shouted  at  him  as  he  passed,  inquiring  if 
he  expected  to  find  a  customer  waiting 
for  him.  "  Oh,"  no  replied  the  merchant, 
"  havn't  8e«n  one  for  a  week ;  but  you 
know  there  are  three  partners  in  our  con- 
cern, and  as  there  are  only  two  chairs  in 
the  counting-room  1  want  to  be  on  hand 
to  secure  one." 

— They  have  a  swimming  school  in  Phil- 
adelphia. It  is  de,ocribed  as  a  large  hall 
and  a  vast  bath-tub.  One  young  girl  is 
said  to  have  learned  in  six  lesson.s"  enough 
ot  the  art  to  be  able  to  swim  around  the 
reservoir  unaidt'd.  There  are  dressing- 
rooms  and  retiring-rooms,  and  various  sim- 
ple gymnastic  contrivances,  which  are  em- 
ployed in  order  to  bring  about  the  reaction 
that  is  so  important  after  bathing.  The 
hours  are  so  arranged  that  young  and  old, 
male  and  female,  novices  and  expert?,  may 
indulge  in  bathing  and  swimming,  and  all 
without  the  infraction  of  the  rules  of  deli- 
cacy and  nroDrietv. 

— A  visit  to  the  famous  oil  regions  ot 
Pennsylvania  reveals  a  sad  scene  of  waste 
and  wreek.  The  reaction  from  the  activi- 
ty, and  excitement,  and  tpeculalion  of  two 
or  three  years  is  complete.  The  wells 
have  been  generally  alwudoned.  The 
"  companies,"  not  caring  to  sav«;  such  sm.^ll 
afi'sirs  as  steam  engines  and  tools  in  the 
wreck  of  so  great  hopes,  tlu-seare  loft  Ijiiig 
about  loose.  It  is  reckoned  that  of  engines 
alone,  two  are  stolen  every  day,  shipped 
and  sold.  Farms  are  sold  at  every  lax  eale 
for  some  trifling  matter  of  tax— farms  for 
which  thousands,  and  even  hundreds  of 
thousands,  were  paid  two  or  three  years 
ago.  Some  of  the  farmers  of  the  region 
failed  to  profit  by  the  fever  that  raged  all 
over  the  country.  Near  Pit  Hole  there  is 
a  farm,  the  owner  of  which  refused  $250,- 
000  for  it,  while  to-day  the  same  farm, 
larm-house  and  all  could  not  bring  $2,000.

— A  young  wife  in  Indiana,  aged  sixteen, 
lias  just  presented  her  husbanu,agetl  eight- 
een, with  three  bouncing  boys. 

— Lightning  struck  the  Court  House  of 
Orange  county,  Va.,  last  week,  setting  it 
on  fire  and  destrojing  it  and  five  other 
buildings. 

— At  Kingston,  C.  W.,  a  Miss  Mooney 
was  burned  by  the  explosion  of  a  coal  ou 
lamp,  and  died  on  the  9th.  Fiv«  others 
were  severely  burned. 

— At  Laconia,  Indiana,  recently,  two 
brothers,  named  Kingsley,  fought  each 
other  with  knives,  and  other  weapons,  un- 
til both  were  fatally  injured. 

— The  principal  attraction  at  Union 
Park,  Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  on  baturday, 
was  the  lerial  wedding  and  bridal  excur- 
sion. Over  a  thousand  persons  were  pre- 
sent 

—A  little  son  of  P.  Bell,  of  Adamson 
Grove,  Iowa,  recently  approached  unno- 
ticed so  near  a  man  mowing  tliat  the  point 
of  the  scythe  entered  his  heart,  killing  him 
ijQstantly. 


— Daniel  Moore,  a  citizen  of  Danville, 
(111.)  seventy  years  of  age,  while  walking 
in  his  sleep,  fell  down  stairs  on  the  night 
of  the  2d,  and  was  so  bruised  that  he  died 
on  the  3d  instant. 

— A  young  German,  in  Terra  Haute,Ind., 
couiiuitted  suicide  on  Thursday,  the  4th, 
by  hanging.  On  his  person  were  found 
$2,000  and  a  letter  explaining  that  an  un- 
htppy  marriage  was  the  cause  of  his  death. 

—Richard  Dammem,  hookkeeper  for 
Nichaws,  Krite  &  Co.,  St  Louis,  commit- 
ted suicide  on  Wednesday,  the  10th,  in 
consequence  of  the  discovery  of  a  series 
of  embezzlements,  amounting  to  $2,500  or 
$3,000. 

—A  boy  at  Providence,  R.  I,  nineteen 
years  old,  swam  a  distance  of  three  quar- 
ters ot  a  mile  the  other  day,  and  towed  by 
a  rope  from  his  wrist  a  boat  twelve  feet 
long,  containing  six  men,  in  less  than 
three-fiuarters  of  an  hour. 

—A  lady  in  Ea.st  BrookljTi,  N.  T.,  lost 
some  nice  Valenciennes  lace,  and  looked 
with  suspicion  upon  a  servant  girl.  Short- 
ly alterwprds  she  found  a  neat  bird's  nest 
in  her  garden,  fabricated  principally  ot  her 
lost  Valenciennes  lace. 

— Charles  L.  Cutler,  a  native  of  Balti- 
more, aged  45  years,  committed  suicide  at 
San  Francisco,  June  17,  by  taking  strych- 
nine, in  consequence  of  inability  to  obtain 
work  to  support  his  family  ;  he  leaves  a 
wile  and  six  children  wholly  unprovided 
for. 

— A  barrel  of  new  beer  in  a  cellar  at 
Lockport  burst  a  few  days  since,  hoisting 
the  keeper,  an  Irish  woman  to  the  ceiling, 
demolishing  everything  within  range.  The 
lady  picked  herself  up  and  mildly  remark- 
ed, "  Och,  bedad — bad  lurk  to  the  man 
that  put  the  torpedy  in  the  barrel" 

— Ida  and  Ella  Snow,  twin  daughters  of 
Harvey  Snow,  of  Matlapoisett,  Mass., 
nearly  four  years  old,  were  poisoned  to 
death  last  week  by  eating  friction  matches. 
When  it  was  discovered  that  they  had 
swallowed  the  poison,  the  mistake  was 
made  of  trying  to  expel  it  by  cathartic  in- 
stead of  emetic  remedies,  with  a  fatal 
result 

— A  man  at  Nahant  has  obtained  ten 
dollars  damages  against  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road on  the  ground  of  inconvenience 
caused  by  a  change  in  the  timetable  of  the 
road.  It  was  claimed  that  suflicient  notice 
of  the  change  was  not  given,  although 
handbills  declaring  the  fact  had  been 
posted  two  days  previous  according  to 
custom. 

— An  act  of  barbarity  to  a  dumb  animal 
was  very  near  causing  the  destruction  of 
the  whole  town  of  Trenton,  in  Texas,  a 
foTtnight  ago.  Some  heartless  wretch  sat- 
urated a  dog  in  turpentine  and  then  set  in 
on  fire.  The  poor  animvi  ran  howling 
under  a  newly-built  house,  and  rolling 
among  the  shavings  ignited  them.  The 
house  took  fire  in  two  places,  and  had  it 
not  been  for  timely  exeitions,  every  build- 
ing in  the  town  would  probably  have  been 
destroyed. 

— The  Albany  Argus  doubts  the  death 
ot  Rev.  S.  M.  Merrill,  by  drowning.  The 
reverend  gentleman  fell  into  the  river  at 
Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  where  the  water  was 
shallow,  refused  all  assistance  and  swam 
away  from  the  boat.  His  body  has  not 
been  recovered,  and  it  is  said  he  planned 
a  similar  exploit  some  years  ago,  but  it 
failed.  Scandal  pursues  Merrill  very  close- 
ly, and  involves  a  young  lady  at  North 
Adams  also. 

— The  New  Orleans  Picayune  says: 
"  During  the  rain  storm  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, a  young  German  woman,  while  rid- 
ing in  a  Dryades  street  car,  was  suddenly 
seized  with  the  premonitory  pains  of  labor. 
The  car  was  hastily  dee  red  and  a  tine  boy 
was  the  result."  Inasmuch  as  it  is  custo- 
mary, wh(  n  a  child  is  born  at  sea,  to  f  ive 
it  the  name  of  the  craft,  or  as  near  like  it 
as  circumstances  will  permit,  it  is  respect- 
fully suggested  that  the  boy  be  called' 'Os- 
car. 

— A  terrible  accident  occurred  in  Balls- 
ton,  New  York,  last  Wednesday.  A  lad 
named  Miller  went  into  the  field  to  catch  a 
horse,  and  while  returning  his  arm  became 
entrapped  with  the  halter,  when  the  horse 
started  and  dragged  the  little  fellow  round 
the  field  next  to  the  rail  fence.  The  father 
was  in  sight  and  rushed  to  the  rescue,  buti- 
when  he  reached  the  scene,  his  b«iy'8 
brains  were  dashed  out,  the  left  side  of  his 
face  was  broken  in,  and  both  arms  and  legs 
were  broken. 

— Sunday  afternoon,  a  man  stepped  into 
a  street-car  in  Buffalo,  but  the  moment  his 
eye  rested  on  a  policeman  he  jumped  from 
the  car  and  ran.  The  officer  followed  and 
arrested  him.  He  begged  to  be  released, 
and  offered  a  large  pecuniary  inducement. 
The  officer  took  the  man  before  th3  Super 
intendent,  where  he  again  attempted  bri- 
bery, offering  as  high  as  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. All  this  time  no  one  but  himself  was 
aware  that  he  was  a  criminal,  or  would 
have  suspected  him,  if  his  own  conscience 
had  not  tortured  him  into  exposure.  He 
said  his  name  was  Lamar  C.  Scott,  of  New 
York,  and,  in  response  to  a  telegraph,  it 
was  ascertained  that  he  was  a  forger  who 
had  disappeared  from  that  city. 

— About  a  fortnight  ago  two  telegraph 
wires  on  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
began  to  act  very  unreasonably.  At  ten 
o'cltxik  in  the  morning  they  would  "strike 
work,"  and  resume  at  four  in  the  afternoon. 
A  careful  examination  of  the  line  prixluced 
no  result.  The  superintendent  himself 
looked  into  the  matter,  and  saw  nothing. 
It  was  a  complete  puzzle.  An  old  Albany 
operator,  however,  was  more  successful. 
About  sixty  miles  west  of  that  city  he 
found  a  point  where  the  wires  passed  over 
the  roof  of  a  building,  almost  touching  it. 
As  the  sun  rose  the  wires  fell,  and  at  twelve 
o'clock  they  lay  snugly  together  on  the  tin 
roof.  As  the  sun  fell,  they  cooled  and  rose 
and  by  four  o'clock  they  were  in  their 
proper  positions.  Of  course,  the  trouble 
was  no  sooner  explained  than  rectified. 

— On  the  evening  of  July  4,  at  Niagara 
Falls,  Mr.  Beijamin  Tyrell,  sleeping-car 
c«>i)ductor  on  llie  Central  railroml,  dis- 
charged a  gun  from  the  front  of  his  resi- 
dence, and  a  ball,  supposed  to  be  from  his 
cun,  entered  the  bnast  of  a  child  11 
monhs  old,  which  was  being  held  in  fhe 
anus  of  its  mother,  at  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  yards  or  more,  killing  it  instantly. 
The  ball  passed  through  the  fleshy  part  of 
the  mother's  arm,  caus-ing  a  sevi're  wound. 
It  is  also  stated  that  it  made  a  flesh  wound 
in  her  body.  Mr.  Tyrell  gave  himself  up 
to  ihe  authorities,  but  was  not  held  in  cus- 
UKly.  This  gun,  it  appears,  was  one  left 
at  his  house  some  time  since  by  a  man 
named  Christy,  who  is  now^  in  Chicago.

— There  is  a  gentleman  living  in  Taunton 
who  has  heard  five  thousand  six  hundred 
and  seven  sermons,  and  has  kept  a  record 
of  every  text  thereof. 

— The  late  John  Clark,  of  Baltimore, 
left  the  greater  part  of  his  estate  of  $780,- 
000  to  St.  John's  Methodist  Church  ol  that 
city,  to  be  expended  in  charity. 

— Articles  of  association  have  been  filed 
for  a  Free  Will  Captist  College,  to  be  locat- 
ed in  Randolph  county,  Indiana,  with  a 
capital  of  $30,000,  to  be  free  to  all  sexes 
and  races. 

— The  believers  in  the  approaching  mil- 
lennium are  now  at  Warehouse  Point,  Ct , 
anxiously  waiting  to  go  up.  The  under- 
standing is  that  unless  the  present  attempt 
is  successful,  there  will  not  be  another  op- 
portunity for  two  thousand  years. 

— A  Boston  clergyman  recommends 
putting  pictures  into  churches,  asking  the 
rich  to  adorn  them  as  they  do  their  own 
dwellings,  and  then  open  them  to  all  The 
best  music  in  town  should  be  the  church 
music — a  part  of  the  debt  the  rich  owe  to 
the  poor  and  bless  themselves  doubly  ia 
paying.

This  was  one  of  the 
sinecures  held  by  Prince  Albert,  and  car- 
ries a  handsome  salary,  and  has  no  work. 

— A  London  wag  remarks :  "  It  is  untrue 
that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  declines  to 
meet  the  Sultan  of  Turkey  on  the  occasion 
of  his  approaching  visit  to  England,  on  the 
ground  that  he  is  a  "  harem-scarum  fel- 
low." 

— At  Newmarket,  England,  after  a  race, 
a  Marchioness,  who  is  as  devoted  to  betting 
as  her  husband,  danced  in  the  evening  with 
the  jockey  who  rode  the  winning  horse, 
allowing  him  to  clasp  her  waist  and  waltz 
at  the  top  of  his  speed  ! 

— Among  the  many  odes  to  the  "  Domin- 
ion of  Canada"  is  one  having  the  following 
rythmical  chorus:

— At  the  Paris  Exposition  a  balloon  in 
the  form  of  a  perfect  sphere  and  about  210 
feet  in  circumference,  is  held  by  a  cable 
and  makes  hourly  trips  upward,  in  the 
same  manner  as  worktc  in  a  model  at  the 
last  exhibition  by  the  American  Institute, 
and  as  operated  ou  a  large  scale  at  the  New 
York  Central  t'ark.  The  balloon  is  filled 
with  hydrogen,  the  most  buoyant  of  tjie 
gases,  which  i~  made  by  decomposing 
steam  by  means  of  retl-hot  charcoal.  By 
this  process,  it  is  said,  hydrogen  gas  can 
be  furnished  at  about  $2.75  per  1,000  cubic 
feet. 

— The  artesian  wells  in  Algeria,  long 
attempted  without  success,  now  number 
probably  about  one  hundred,  delivering 
five  or  six  niilli<m  litres  ot  water  p*'r  hour, 
and  converting  deserts  into  fine  gardens 
wherever  they  have  been  bored.  The 
work  is  going  on,  defrayed  by  tax  upon 
the  benefitted  population,  and  is  destined 
to  reclaim  incilculable  wastes.  In  a  single 
district  (Ouk-d  Kir)  stretching  far  south 
into  the  desert,  and  now  containing  thirty- 
five  wells,  2,000  new  gardens  have  been 
formed  and  150,u00  date  trees  planted. 
Four  military  bormg  brigades,  well  pro- 
vided with  implements,  and  with  growing 
skill  and  experience,  are  steadily  pushing 
ou  the  conquest  of  the  desert,  and  with 
almost  unerring  success  in  every  attempt. 

—The  Tunisian  Palace,  at  the  Paris  Ex- 
position, is  a  beautiful  Moorish  building ; 
but  a  palace  only  in  its  exterior  aspect. 
Within,  though  lofty  and  beautiful,  it  is 
occupied  by  a  party  of  Arabs  engaged  in 
the  rudest  native  industries.  Two  men, 
s(iuatted  on  the  ground,  are  weaving  in 
the  Arab  style,  a  mat  of  rushes.  Another 
is  working  on  leather.  A  jeweler  is  fab- 
ricating with  the  rudest  instruments  some 
rough  but  showy  ornaments.  An  old  fel- 
low in  turban  and  immense  breeches  is 
lying  on  the  gjound  turning  ivory.  He 
has  no  lathe,  but  he  has  fastened  his  bit  of 
ivory  between  two  pieces  of  wood  so  that 
it  will  revolve;  then  with  one  hand  he 
turns  it  by  means  of  a  sort  of  fiddle  bow 
drawn  across  it,  while  he  shapes  it  neatly 
enough  with  a  rough  looking  tool  held  in 
the  other.  The  contrast  between  these 
rude  and  primitive,  methods  and  the  won- 
derful machinery  and  manufactures  in  the 
palace,  is  a  lesson  which  covers  the  whole 
progress  of  civilization.

—Pipes  made  of  tobacco  are  the  latest 
notion.  , 

—Rubber  tips  for  chair  legs  are  the  latest, 
and  a  very  good  novelty. 

— Bust  is  rmoved  from  metals  by  plung- 
ing the  article  Ibr  twenty-four  hours  in  a 


bath  of  muriatic  acid  diluted  with  twice 
its  quantity  of  water.  When  taken  out  the 
metal  is  to  be  rubbed  well  with  a  scrubbing 
brush  when  the  oxide  will  come  oflF  like 
dirt  under  the  action  of  soap.  If  any  rust 
still  remains,  the  process  needs  repeating. 
When  the  substance  presents  throughout 
the  appearance  of  dull  lead,  it  must  be 
thorouirhly  washed  in  plain  water  and  well 
dried  before  a  fire ;  the  polish  may  then  be 
restored  by  a  little  rubbing  with  oil  and 
fine  emery  powder.  It  is  l^t  to  prepare 
the  metal  by  washing  with  a  hot  solution 
of  soda  before  submitting  it  to  the  action 
of  the  acid,  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
any  oil  or  grease.  If  any  trace  of  acid  is 
allowed  to  dry  on,  the  metal  will  absorb 
oxygen  from  the  atmosphere ;  hence  the 
necessity  of  its  being  well  washed  in  pure 
water. 

— There  is  a  common  sort  of  friction- 
match  composition  that  is  a  little  more  ex- 
plosive than  gunpowder.  It  bums  quicker 
and  when  confined  it  gives  a  sharper  and 
louder  report.  The  matches  to  which  we 
allude  ignite  with  a  flash  and  with  a  slight 
crackling  sound ;  most  of  the  matches, 
called  parlor  matches,  are  of  this  sort. 
The  readiest  way  of  making  a  match  ex- 
plode is  to  lay  it  on  the  floor  and  press  it 
with  the  heel  of  your  boot.  The  report  in 
sharpness  and  loudness  is  about  the  same 
as  that  of  a  precussi(m  cap.  Another  way 
of  making  the  experiment  is  to  wrap  the 
match  closely  in  stout  paper  anil  give  the 
composition  cud  a  light  blow  with  a  ham- 
mer. The  explosion  will  be  as  loud  as  be- 
fore and  the  paper  will  be  torn  to  shreds. 
There  is  without  doubt  enough  explosive 
force  in  a  box  of  matches  to  burst  the 
stoutest  musket.  Children  should  never 
try  the  experiment  of  exploding  matches. 
It  is  dangerous.  The  melancholy  fate  of 
the  Austrian  princess,  betrothed  to  the  son 
of  Victor  Emmanuel,  and  burned  to  death 
but  the  other  day  in  consequence  of  tread- 
ing on  a  lucifer  match,  is  a  warning  in 
point.  The  greatest  care  should  be  taken 
of  these  too  plentiful  and  perilous  little 
articles. 

— A  mechanical  curiosity  has  recently 
been  constructed  in  London.  It  is  a  watch 
belonging  to  a  member  of  Parliament,  and 
and  made  expressly  for  him  by  James  Fergu- 
son Cole,  the  celebrated  London  watch- 
maker. This  unique  pocket  chronometer 
has  a  silver  dial,  on  which  are  nine  hands, 
indicating  respectively  the  hours,  minutes 
and  seconds,  the  days  of  the  week,  the  days 
of  the  month  and  the  months  of  the  year. 
It  corrects  itself  for  unequal  months — that 
is  to  say,  changes  when  they  have  thirty 
and  when  thii  ty-one  days,  and  also  corrects 
Itself  for  leap  year.  It  is  so  constmcted 
that  any  slight  agitation  of  the  watch,  such 
as  the  ordinary  exercise  of  walking  winds 
it  up.  Thus  it  may  be  worn  and  will  go 
perfectly  for  years  without  requiring  to  be 
opened,  allhoiJgh  it  can  also  be  wound  by 
a  key  in  the  usual  manner.  The  dial  is  ar- 
ranged in  five  circles,  and  within  the  largest 
(the  hour  circle)  there  is  a  semicircle  show- 
ing the  moon's  age  and  phases  by  mens  of 
gold  on  a  ground  of  blue  steel.  At  the 
back  of  the  watch  is  a  gold  indicator  for 
ascertainiug  the  time  in  the  dark  by  touch 
The  complication  of  the  mechanism  may 
be  imagined,  and  yet  the  watch  is  of  ordin- 
ary dimensions,  and  may  be  conveniently 
worn  in  any  gentleman  s  pocket.  It  cost 
the  sum  of  300  guineas."

Strawberries  Stewed  for  Tabts.— 
Make  a  syrup  of  one  pound  of  sugar  and 
a  tea  cup  of  water ;  add  a  little  white  of 
eggs ;  let  it  boil,  and  skim  it  until  only  a 
foum  arises,  then  put  in  a  quart  of  berries 
free  from  stems  and  hulls ;  let  them  boil 
till  they  look  clear  and  the  syrup  is  quite 
thick.    Finish  with  line  puff  imstc. 

To  Remove  Rust  from  Iron.— Pound 
gla.ss  to  a  fine  powder ;  having  nailed  some 
strong  woolen  cloth  upon  a  board,  lay  upon 
it  a  strong  coat  of  gum  water,  and  sift 
thereon  some  of  the  powdered  glass ;  let 
it  dry ;  repeat  this  operation  three  times, 
and  when  the  last  covering  of  powdered 
glass  is  dry,  you  may  easilv  rub  off"  the 
rust  from  the  iron,  with  the  cloth  thus  pre- 
pared. 

Saving  Seed  Peas.— Peas  for  Jseed 
should  always  be  picked  as  soon  as  they 
attain  full  size,  before  the  pods  begin  to 
turn.  Put  them  away  in  the  pod  to  dry. 
Peas  dried  in  this  manner  will  bring  peas 
the  next  season  from  ten  days  to  two 
weeks  earlier  than  it  allowed  to  ripen  on 
the  stalk,  and  the  same  rule  appUes  to 
beans,  corn,  and  almost  all  garden  vcceta- 
bles,  as  I  have  proved  by  actual  experi- 
ence.— Cor.  Sural  American. 

Fevers  and  Fruits.— Let's  have  a  little 
talk  about  orchards  and  gardens  as  life- 
preservers.  Many  a  farmer  thinks  he 
**  can't  fuss  about  a  garden  "  with  vegeta- 
bles and  small  fruits  in  ample  variety, 
hardly  about  an  orchard  especially  beyond 
apple  trees.  80  he  goes  on  to  weightier 
matters  of  grain  or  stock  or  dairy,  and  ejiis 
potatoes,  wneat  bread,  pork'  antl  salt  beef 
all  summer  long;  no  fine  variety  of  vege- 
tables, no  grateful  berries,  no  luscious 
peaches  or  juicy  cherries.  By  October 
fever  comes,  oj  bowel  complaints  of  some 
kind,  or  some  congestive  troubles,  most 
likelv.  lie  is  laid  up,  work  stops  a  month, 
the  doctor  comes,  and  he  "  drags  round '' 
ail  winter,  and  the  doctor's  bill  drags  loo. 
The  poor  wife,  meanwhile,  gets  dyspeptic, 
constipated,  has  fever,  too,  perhaps,  and 
she  "just  crawls  round."  What's  the  mat- 
ter! 1  bey  don't  know,  poor  souls!  Would 
they  build  a  hot  fire  in  July  and  shut  the 
doors?  Of  course  not— in  their  rooms; 
but  they  have  done  just  that  in  their  poor 
stomachs.  How  so  t  They  have  been  eat- 
ing, all  summer,  the  heat-pnxlucing  food, 
fit  for  a  cold  season,  but  not  for  a  warm 
one.  A  Qreenlander  can  eat  candles  and 
whale  fcit,  because  they  create  heat.  In 
January  we  are  up  toward  Greenland — in 
climate. 

A  Hindoo  lives  on  Trice,  juicy  fruits  and 
tropic  vegetables,  cooling  and  opening  to 
the  system.  In  July  we  move  towards 
Hindostan,  in  a  heat  almost  tropical.  Diet 
must  caange  too. 

Have  apples,  pears,  cherries,  etc.,  from 
the  orchard  everyday,  of  early  and  late 
kinds.  Let  there  be  plenty  of  good  vege- 
tables, raspberries,  strawberries,  etc.  It 
takes  a  little  time  and  trouble,  but  it's  the 
cheapest  way  to  pay  the  doctor's  bills. 
And  bless  your  dear  souls,  these  things 
taste  good. 

You  study  what  feed  is  good  for  pigs  and 
cattle.  All  right ;  but  wife  and  children
